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AMATEUR GARDENING. 


Amateurs’ gardens, spread throughout the land, more particu- 
larly in the suburbs of the Metropolis, as well as all towns, are 


as variable in form and matter of detail as they are numerous 


—each, in fact, so far a pleasance of its owner, so far as he 
can make it, in accordance with its site, size, time at his dis- 
posal, or an inevitable outlay permits. ; 

The diversified forms of gardens enforce a demand for the 
special treatment of each, demanding more or less space for 
shrubberies, trees, lawns, fruit trees, or vegetables. It is ob- 
vious, therefore, that what arrangements conforming with these 
features may suit one will not be desirable for others, or, if 
desirable, may be improved upon from the decorative point of 


- view as individual taste suggests, or the innumerable cultivated 


plants and subjects at command dictate. 

“Where all gardens and their contents are approximately 
alike, individual owners need not be so exercised in mind as to 
their arrangement and furnishing, and it would be an easy 
matter to give all necessary details succinctly in regard to 
them; where infinite forms and contents have to be dealt with, 
it is more difficult to meet all difficulties as they arise. This 
is, as far as practicable, the aim of the proprietors, with which 
the writer, with his more than fifty years of strenuous practice, 
will conform, by treating the subject more simply and in 
greater detail than would otherwise be necessary. 

For practical purposes and ready reference monthly headings 
are given, under which seasonable details for each department 
will be found, with lists of desirable subjects to grow. 


JANUARY. 


THE FLOWER OR DECORATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


OUTDOOR WORK will be subservient to weather condi- 
tions. When favourable delayed ground work, consisting of 
the alteration of ground surfaces, such as the making of new 
flower beds or borders, laying turf, making new walks, or 
renovating existing ones, tree, shrub, and flower-root planting 
keeping lawn surfaces clean and well rolled, &c., may be 


pursued. 


FLOWER BEDS should not be so large as to unduly mini- 
mise the appearance of the lawns or grass swards, they are in- 
tended to decorate, and in forms suitable to respective sites. 
Round or elliptical shapes make better displays when planted 
than those with acute angles, are more easily furnished and 
kept in order. © a 

TURF LAYING will not give satisfaction if not well done, 
but will result in uneven and bare parts, causing endlesa 
trouble to put it in order. The ground must be dug up,

broken into fine mould, trodden, levelled with an iron rake, 
again trodden, and well rolled until perfectly level. To ensure 
the efficient laying of the turf, it should be obtained, as free 
from weeds as possible, in the customary lft. wide by 3ft. long 
measurement, and should cost one shilling per hundred for 
cutting, irrespective of carting and ground claim, It should 
be carted and laid as soon as possible; hence its procuration 
and laying should not be attempted in frosty weather. Take 
care to make the edges of all dual turves firmly meet; when 
laid, tread and beat them down with a heavy turf-beater; then 
well roll, repeating the process occasionally. Lawns may be 
somewhat more cheaply formed by seed sowing, but not in- 
variably with the same success nor so quickly. Prepare the 
ground as for turf. Seeds are procurable specially prepared for 
light or heavy soils and shady sites. Sow somewhat thickly, 
preferably during showery weather late in April; cover with 
very fine mould half an inch in depth; frequently roll and pro- 
tect from sparrows. 

WALKS should be completely made, having perfect drainage 
and a bottom of 3in. to Gin. of hard core, or re-gravelled if 
that only is necessary, during the winter season, or before the 
drying winds of March arrive, so that the well-rolled surface 
becomes firm and set, and cannot be injured by traffic during 
dry summer weather. Gravel paths the worse for wear and 
weedy, if not sunken too low, may be renovated by turning 
over their surfaces with a spade after heavy rains, more par- 
ticularly during a thaw after a sharp frost. Afterwards rake 
into shape, highest at the middle; well bury any over-large 
pebbles collected by the rake, and thoroughly roll. 


TREE AND SHRUB PLANTING, too generally deferred | 
until, late in the season, cannot be completed too soon after 
the advent of October, at a time when select lists of desirable 
kinds are given. The nearer the New Year is approached the 
colder the ground becomes, which is inimical to them, and 
soon after that adverse drying March winds prevail. Avoid 
at this, or any other date, haphazard planting, or simply 
making a hole in the ground to thrust the roots into. Break 
up the ground to the depth of the surface soil, if 
practicable, or as near thereto as possible, and’ in this con- 
nection, where a reasonable number of trees or shrubs have to 
be planted, whether in row or bed form, it will be most 
economical to trench, or bastard trench, the whole space in the 
manner explained in the month of December. 

WALK EDGINGS of a permanent kind are necessary 
where flower beds or shrubberies approach walks and grass 

_yerges do not exist; indeed, the former are the most desirable 
where too much shade exists, and pedestrians are prone to 
Rei bag 05

tread upon and disfigure the latter. Box edgings may be 
planted between October and sharp weather at the end of the 
year or in February; but it is essentially necessary to do gs0 
on open sunny sites only. In planting them, old edgings alone 
supply the necessary slips. Pull the old plants into slip 
divisions, each slip with roots attached, and about three and 
a half to four inches in length—all of equal size. Then place 
good soil up to the walk edge, strain a line over the exact 
position the edging is to. be planted, and on the walk side of 
the same with a spade cut out a drill of even depth to receive 
the sets in such manner that, when fixed in it, barely touching 
each other, their apices stand from a quarter to half an inch 

_ only above the ground. Pack the soil firmly to the roots, add 
the gravel, level, well tread and roll. Manufactured garden 
edging has much to be said in its favour of the following 
types :— 

It is practically indestructible, 
requires no after attention when 
fixed, and does not barbour in- 
sects as box edgings do. Besides, 
now that economical weed killers 
are so generally used, box edg- 
ings are not so desirable. GarpEN BorpER Eperna. 

DECIDUOUS SHRUBS.—Proceed with the pruning or 
thinning of, particularly, Mock Oranges and Spireas. Cut out 
dead and small overcrowded brushwood from their centre and 
base, and slightly shorten the longest shoots of the former. 
Remove all suckers from Lilacs, &c. 

ROSES.—Complete planting during open weather. Having 
spread out the few roots they possess separately in well-prepared 
soil, pack fine, rich mould amongst them, making it quite 
firm. Dwarf Roses worked upon Briar or other stocks, bury 
below said worked part or the junction of grown bud and 
stock. Climbing Roses should have all old wood cut out, 
without making too unsightly pillars or arches, as reliance has 
to be placed on the young shoots made last summer for future 
blooming. So-called old garden Roses, including Monthlies, 
prune reasonably, but not Hybrid Perpetual, Tea, and other 
tender varieties until late in March.’ 

HARDY PLANTS IN BEDS OR BORDERS.— Keep the 
surface soil free and open between by occasional hoeings when 
dry. Wallflowers, Canterbury Bells, Evening Primroses, 
Forget-Me-Nots, and all early spring flowering plants promptly 
finish planting where they are to bloom during open weather. 
Young Carnations, Pinks, &c., having their base unduly ex- 

_ posed by the action of frosts, press into the ground when thaws 
occur, and draw a little fresh fine mould up around them. 


HEDGES, such as Hawthorn, Beech, and (where unduly , 
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AMATEUR GARDENING.—continued. 


overgrown) Privet, well trim back. Pruned inverted hedge 
shape, with a narrow, flat top, they succeed best, continuing more 
dense at the bottom than when unduly wide towards their 
apices. This is a good time to plant such subjects to form new 
hedges. The Golden Privet (Ligustrum ovalifolium auwreum) 
makes an excellent and showy hedge, not other “golden” 
forms. A mixture of green and golden-leaved is also ornamental 
and attractive. 

PLANT HOUSES require (beyond the indispensable main- 
tenance of the necessary temperatures) less attention than at 
other seasons, with the exception of forcing houses in active 
work. All—even ordinary cool greenhouses—are, showever, at 
this time and during the winter season an unfailing source of 
interesting relaxation and amusement, apart from their all-the- 
year-round ornamentation and the uses they may be turned to 
in growing Cucumbers, Tomatoes, Grapes, and a variety of the 
more tropical fruits. Such structures are to-day brought to 
the doors of all, either as permanent ornamental additions to 

gardens or tenants’ fixtures, in a great variety of forms and 
i at exceptionally low prices. I shall refer more particularly to 
the latter, which cost from £5 upwards, according to size. The 
choice of purchasers lies, of course, between the more modern 
span-roof andi lean-to, each in a variety of forms. On matters 
of superior culture span-roofs are most desirable, ensuring as 
they do more light to the inmates in winter, and having 
staging so arranged on both sides, with a central walk between, 
as ensures equal advantages to all plants within, and ease of 
approach and working amongst them, to say nothing of greater 
freedom for pedestrianism, in accordance with length of struc- 
tures. These really cheap span-roofed houses are divided 
roughly into pot plant structures, having side lights, giving 
greater height to the roof as between eaves and apices, and 
forcing houses, each well adapted for the purpose in view. The 
following illustration shows an excellent type of the same:— 

It should be understood, however, 
they are very suitable for growing 
Tomatoes — planted in boxes along 
the sides in summer, also Cucum- 
bers, where proper warmth can be 
maintained. They can be made far 
more useful for dual purposes; when 
of sufficient length, they have an 
inner division, thereby practically 


securing two houses in one. For AMATEUR | 
instance, such a_ structure, 24ft. Span-Roor GREENHOUSE 
in length, may be _ divided (Tenant’s Fixture).

respectively, the former, kept close and moist, being suit-

able for growing superior Cucumbers between February and 
September, besides forcing on miscellaneous items; or, if kept 
dry and airy, without artificial heat, good crops of Tomatoes. 
Meantime, the other division may be devoted to flowering and 
foliage plants in the usual way; whilst both divisions lend 
themselves to conserving the latter, hedding-plante, &o., in 
winter. 

In the matter of purchasing glass structures, however, pur- 
chasers are often, perforce, particularly in gardens of limited 
size, influenced by the condition ag to whether they have vacant 
wall space, to which houses can be attached, whether per- 
manently or as tenants’ fixtures. Where such walls exist, they 
will do well to utilise them, for the reasons they may fill up 
an unsightly space, may prove slightly more economical, more 
conveniently heated, besides being more protected in winter 
owing to the fact that the back wall is impervious to frost, tosay 
nothing about being often more favourable of approach. The 
roofs of such may be either a combination of the span-roof and 
lean-to—whereby they are more decorative, affording ample 
room for substantial shelves at the back, and more suitable for 
training under roof climbers, or plain with the back of the 
roof directly attached to the wall. See pages 34, 40, 42 and 46.

THE FRUIT GARDEN. 


January being generally a dry, frosty month, with proper 
attention at other seasons little should remain to be done. If 
arrears have to be caught up, advantage should be taken of 
mild periods to finish pruning and nailing all trees grown 
against walls, except Peaches and Nectarines, best so attended 
to in the month of March, at the first signs of movement of 
the flower or other buds. 

ESPALIER, PYRAMIDAL, BUSH, AND CORDON 
TREES.—Finish pruning and staking as necessary. Thin 
out overcrowded clusters of spurs. 

OPEN-AIR GRAPE VINES.—déficiently prune. See that 
the main canes are not too numerous; if so, cut one or two of 
the weakest out from its base. Overcrowding results in in- 
different crops. All laterals, or shoots fountedl last year, cut 
back to one eye. Manure the roots. 

STRAWBERRY PLANTATIONS.—Mulch with decom- | 

osed manure. 

AGED FRUIT TREES, in gardens, or orchards, if at all 
dense wooded, well thin: centrally, and destroy moss existing 
on boles or main branches by dusting them over with a mixture 
of wood ash and lime, or apply a wash consisting of clayey 
loam, fresh slaked lime, and a little soot.

long and 10ft. wide, and at prices ranging from £2 5s. to £35. 

Another Greenhouse which is specially worth the attention of 
amateurs is the Amateur’s Span-roof Greenhouse. Like the one 
previously noticed, the frame-work is of well-seasoned red deal, 
and the lower part filled in with tongued and grooved match- 
boards. It is a strong and inexpensive structure, that can be 
fixed by any handy-man in a few hours. For this class of house 
of similar dimensions to those previously mentioned the price 
varies from £2 lds. to £30. 

Messrs. Cooper make a number of other very good and cheap 
houses, as well as one or two varieties of Garden-frames. One 
very useful kind is their Span-roof Garden-frame, to be had in

VEGETABLE DEPARTMENT. 

WINTER VEGETABLE CROPS remaining from the 
December and Christmas supplies require frequent attention. 
Examine all root stores, turning them over, if necessary, to 
assist in removing such amongst them as are decaying. Celery, 
the leaves of which were covered with light litter for protection 
against frost, must be always uncovered with a thaw, else the 
rotting of the blanched portion will be superinduced.

FEBRUARY. 
FLOWER OR- DECORATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


GREENHOUSES during the month have to be treated in 
accordance with the plants they contain. If containing plants 
in flower or about to flower, such as Cyclamens, Primulas, 
Cytisus, Camellias, Azaleas, forced bulbs, and Zonal Pelar- 
goniums, &c., a temperature of 56deg. to 58deg. must be main- 
tained as a maximum by night, with such a slight increase as 
sun heat (in conjunction with fresh air) will enforce. So-called 
cool greenhouses, containing miscellaneous hardier plants not 
in bloom, summer bedding plants, and the like, continue the 
temperature by night of 40deg. to 45deg., with a slight increase by 


day should the weather be favourable. In both cases equal care | 


in watering and avoidance of slopping water about on stages 
and walks have to be avoided, and as dry an atmosphere as 
possible maintained, because the time has not yet arrived 
when it will be judicious to permit the non-flowering plants to 
grow unduly, or prove beneficial to delicate blooms; indeed, 
excess of atmospheric moisture will limit the duration of 
flowers, if it does not cause some of them to damp off pre- 
maturely. The periodical rearranging of all plants in glass 
structures, when during the process decaying, vitiating 
leaves can be picked off, stagings brushed down, &c., is a 
practice of the utmost importance. In conjunction therewith, 
single plants, store pots, or boxes containing cuttings, &c., 
should be half-turned round so that light will be diffused 
amongst them differently, a simple change they will greatly 
appreciate. Meanwhile, all plants may be so rearranged as to 
produce fresh, if not improved, effect, and during the manipu- 
lation it will be seen if any are too dry or too wet at the 
root, and treated accordingly. 

SHOW, FANCY, AND REGAL PELARGONIUMS, 
really as easy to grow as the Zonal varieties—so-called 
Geraniums—in a variety of forms and colour, must be main- 


tained upon shelves, with their upper leaves not too far from . 


the glass roof. Now, and as the season advances, they must 
be tied out as necessary, in such manner that the outer branches 
spread over the sides of the pots and their centres are kept 
somewhat open, to enable all the young growths to become 
sturdy and of equal strength and height.

waterings for the next six weeks, and keep them free from 
aphis, which is partial to them. : 

FUCHSIAS, so simple of culture, which in the case of old 
plants have been dried off at the roots and winter-stored in 
dry frost-proof places, should now be pruned, preliminary to 
forming young shoots. It will be found, when pruning them, 
some of the branchlets have died during the season of rest. 
Cut out all such dead parts, and give the roots a little water, 
and another watering in a fortnight. Afterwards, as soon as 
practicable, place them in a lighter position to accelerate 
growth. At the first signs of forming young shoots, remove 
the roots from the pots, shake the soil from them, and re-pot 
into sandy compost and as small-sized pots as the roots can 
be conveniently forced into. Young Fuchsias, to ensure tueir 
surviving the winter, must be kept green and growing in green- 
houses and small pots. These may at this time be shifted on 
into one-sized larger pots and an open loam, leaf mould, and 
sandy compost. Cuttings of young shoots may be readily rooted 
even in ordinary greenhouses in sandy compost whenever 
obtainable, though if covered with a bell-glass or inverted 
tumbler for seven or ten days they will root more readily. 
Fuchsias will not succeed in much warmth; a temperature of 
55deg. to 58deg., somewhat shaded, with overhead vaporisings, 
and a moderately moist atmosphere, suits them best. 
EDGING LOBELIAS grow best in a cool temperature down 
. to a few degrees above frost; hence autumn-rooted cuttings and 
seedlings from autumn-sown seed may now be pricked out 
separately in rows in comparatively shallow boxes, therein to 
grow and form sturdy plants for planting out when the season 
arrives. Seed of the same may also be sown, but avoid thick 
sowing. 

AURICULAS AND POT CARNATIONS.—Keep 
moderately dry at the root, the former in particular, and 
freely expose to fresh air during all but frosty intervals or 
when fogs prevail. The Malmaison group of Carnations are 
attractive amateurs’ pot plants, because they produce such 
immense blooms, and only require protecting from frost, but

former period. Such propagation can be carried on in warmer 
structures and hotbeds, to the latter of which reference is 


made under its proper heading. 
SPRING FLOWERING PLANTS IN BEDS OR 


BORDERS, comprising bulbous ones, autumn-sown annuals, 


&c., as they push through the ground and advance in growth 
and bloom, should have the surface soil neatly stirred between 


them with a small, capable, clean hoe, and broken into fine * 


mould form ; this will not only neutralise the penetrating power 
of sharp frost, but also enhance appearances. In hoeing Tulips 
rising above ground take care not to force the mould into their 
cup-like leaves. Such hoeings, especially between prostrate 
annuals, should be performed during dry weather. 

ANEMONE AND RANUNCULUS roots may still be 
planted either in groups or rows in vacant ground. The former, 
in particular, is free growing and inexpensive, by planting 
which at six or eight weeks’ intervals between October and 
March there will be forthcoming displays of bloom over orna- 
mental foliage. The varieties A. fulgens (lovely single-flowered 
scarlet) and A. appenina (sky-blue, of British origin) are de- 
sirable, to say nothing about the larger double-flowered sections 
or improved florists’ forms and the single-flowered varieties 
of the same. 

SHRUBBERIES.—Definitely look through towards the end 
of the month, to determine whether any deciduous kinds are 
overgrowing a desirable limit and encroaching upon more per- 
manent evergreen kinds, before they commence their spring 
growth. If any groups are overpowering in density, the better 
plan will be to remove an occasional one, as it will be better 
to do so than permit all to become so drawn up together as to 
cause bareness near the base, which cannot be corrected with- 
out so cutting them down as to cause unsightliness. Much 
discrimination is required in this regard, for not only has it 
to be determined whether the evergreen forms shall have the 
mastery owing to the warm garniture they give during the 
winter months, or deciduous ones which, notwithstanding their 
bare wood in winter, produce desirable summer flowers. 

RHODODENDRONS are, considering their merits as per- 
manent, very hardy evergreens, amongst, in season, the most 
showy flowering plants. They transplant well during mild in- 
tervals at this season, and, owing to the compactness of their 


unbreakable basal balls, full of fibrous roots, bear transplant- - 


ing, including transit, better than most subjects. If there is 
a drawback associated with them, it is that they succeed best 
in peat soil, and to do exceptionally well should be planted in 
a moderate surrounding of the same. They succeed, however, 
in unctuous loams, particularly with leaf mould and decom- 


posed leaves intermixed, and thrive reasonably planted in the

chopped-up turves from loamy pastures. The old species, 
R. ponticum, is commonest and cheapest, and were it not that 
so many superior hybrid varieties exist, would, with its annual 

_ masses of bright pink flowers, be far more abundantly grown; 
in these regards, it is superior to Laurels, both common and 
Portugal. Named hybrid varieties, obtainable in dwarf and 
standard form, make grand single specimens upon lawns, but 
are of necessity comparatively expensive. Amongst hybrid 
varieties, however, nurserymen hold numerous meritorious 
seedlings which fall little short of the merit of those they give 
distinctive names to, and as these have not been grafted do 
not cost half as much. For suburban gardens Rhododendrons 
are particularly suited, and succeed admirably in fair-sized pots 
suitable to their variable sizes for the decoration of the sides 
of steps approaching front doors, &c. Plants with flower buds 
force easily and well. 

ROCKERIES AND FERNERIES, where space permits, 
are particularly suitable additions to gardens, the former on 
sunny and the latter shady sites, and should be found more 
frequently than they are verging on walks, where the objects 
grown come more directly under the eye. Moreover, when 
formed contiguous to walks, by placing a front row of minor 
stones or tree roots as an edging outline, other edgings such 
as grass verges, &c., are dispensed with, and much seasonable 
work in keeping them in order. Many forms of stone may be 
used for both, but over-burned or “run’’ clinker bricks are 
easiest obtained and cheapest, which, if laid slantwise all one 
way, but not even, make desirable rustic edges. Tree roots, 
however, are most desirable, artificially fixed upside down for 
ferneries. Special features connected with both rockeries and 
ferneries are they may contain greater variety without being 
more chaotic than other divisions in gardens, herbaceous borders 
excepted, which take up room, and, as regards the former, afford 
the only suitable space whereon to cultivate a great variety of 
desirable prostrate growers and others, including valuable 
nick-nacks which could not be induced to prosper elsewhere. 
This is a good season to create and plant both. To ensure 
continuity of success, a mound, great or little, in conformity 
with the requirement of sites, should be placed over the normal 
ground level, consisting of rich loamy soil, after the former 
has been well broken up. Whether stonework or block-roots are 
employed, they should not be overpoweringly numerous or’ 
crowded together; luxuriance of plant growth with these acces- 
sories cropping up here and there gives the best effect. The

HARDY FERNS. 


For hardy ferneries, so-called evergreen varieties should be 
planted more extensively, as, to say the least, they retain their 
fronds quite into the winter months, some, such as the in- 
dispensable Scolopendriums, in particular. Others are Poly- 
stichums, Blechnums, Polypodiums, &c. If normal or wild 
forms only are grown, the aim should be to plant an example 
of each kind for either back or front row, according to their 
respective heights. Certainly the Royal Fern (Osmunda), the 
Lady Fern (Athyrium filix-fomina), Beech, Oak, Lastreas, &c., 
should be included. To make hardy ferneries additionally in- 
teresting, however, abnormal or improved forms of most of 
these should be planted, such as the so-called bifid and tassel- 
i] fronded, some of the older forms of which are not so very ex- 

pensive, yet highly interesting as illustrating the quaint and 
elegant sports which emanate, it is difficult to say how, as the 
result of cultivation. 


THE FRUIT GARDEN. 


GRAPE VINES, to cecure fairly early crops, should be 
started growing as the month advances, provided a necessary 
warmth can be maintained. For the first fortnight simply shut 
the structure up close, and maintain within it a temperate 
mean of 55deg., with an advance from sunshine of another 5deg. 
or 8 deg.; afterwards advance the warmth for a week another 
; 5deg., and besides syringing the rods about ten o’clock a.m. 
= and 3 p.m. daily, sprinkle at the same time floor and walls to 
4 cause a moist atmosphere.

is a possibility that cold April weather will give them too great a 
check. Should mildew habitually attack the foliage or fruit 
of the latter during the growing season, advantage should be 
promptly taken of this, their resting season, to paint the whole 
of the canes with a mixture of paint-like consistency compris- 
ing equal parts of flowers of sulphur, clayey loam, with a slight 
addition of lime and soot. At the same time internal walls 
should be well.washed with a mixture of lime and the aferesaid 
sulphur. Vine borders, both within and without, dress with 
old, decomposed manure, and slightly fork it in, in such a 
manner as not to disturb the roots. Vines in the dormant 
state may now be planted, or growing ones late in the month 
of May. To succeed well, properly-prepared beds must be pro- 
vided for the roots over good drainage; outdoor ones to be 
elevated mound form 6in. at least above the height of the 
normal level of the surrounding ground. Proper compost for 
the beds consists of a mixture of good, fibrous loam (yellow 
maiden for preference), two parts out of three, the other part 
to contain equal quantities of old lime rubbish, manure, and 
liberal additions of crushed .bones, bone-meal, and charred 
vegetable matter. : 


NEWLY-PLANTED HARDY FRUIT TREES are not 
treated uniformly in the matter of pruning after planting, as 
there is considerable divergence of opinion as to the best 
practice to follow. On the score that the more surface the 
branches possess the larger the incitement and demand there 
is for root action; on the score—and a proper one—that surface 
growth incites root formation and growth, not that roots start 
growing first and surface growth follows. On these grounds, we 
do not advise pruning newly-planted trees until mid-April, 
when the sap is moving. At that time judicious pruning is 
advised. It comprises thinning out the young shoots where they 
are too numerous by cutting them out bodily down to the 
base ; also an occasional one where it grows across other better- 
placed ones. If any young tree can be made more shapely and 
thin-branched enough by tying cross-growing shoots into good 
positions, all the better. When the number of main branches 
are so reduced in number as to ensure each will have ample 
room in the whole future, then shorten each back by one-third 
its length. This is necessary (a) because nurserymen pride 
themselves on sending out well-branched young trees, and (6) | 
if the young leader-branches are not cut back at this time they 
will only during the succeeding summer form indifferent 
prolongations at their apices, leaving their base naked, whereas 
if cut back they will form more numerous duplicate ones, and 
these will grow more vigorously than will those at the apices 


of such as were not shortened.

VEGETABLE DEPARTMENT. 


EARLY FRAME CUCUMBERS AND MELONS will 
not be forthcoming unless a commencement is made in collect- 
ing fermenting materials early in the current month and: pre- 
paring them for bed-building. Early hotbeds, bear in mind, 
are also most useful for striking early cuttings of a variety of 
subjects, seed sowing, &c. The best of progress made after 
above date will not admit of such beds being ready for work 
before the year has so advanced as to ensure there will be 
ample sunshine and light to assist the growth of the most deli- 
cate subjects. The initial considerations in hotbed making 
comprise collecting sufficient materials for the size of the bed 
to be constructed, and sweetening them by process of 
successional fermentation in such manner as not to destroy 
unduly their fibre and cause them to become prematurely rotten. 
Proper materials consist of stable manure and fallen tree 
leaves, used either singly or intermixed. If leaves alone are 
used, they are sweeter, ready more promptly for bedding, but 
rather more of them will be necessary to give sufficient and 
lasting heat; a mixture of the two cannot be improved upon. 
In view of keeping them from decaying too quickly when they 
lose their power of fermenting, they should not be permitted 
by rainfalls to become unduly wet or sodden. 

The process of sweetening them is very simple. Toss them 
up lightly in bulk (well separating the particles) into a conical 
heap on a dry ground site. When the heap becomes heated 
throughout, again turn them over in the same way, placing the 
outsides in the middle and the inside outside. This may suffice 
with good, wholesome materials, but if the heat following the 
second turning is very strong and! the steam issuing from it 
rank, another turning and partial heating will be necessary. 
Tree leaves alone will not require more than one such heating 
before they are ready for making into a bed. 

Building up the bed has to be done neatly and to measure- 
ment. In size it should be not more than 2in. wider and 
longer than the frame it is to carry, on all sides, said sides 
to be built up perfectly perpendicular and with square ends. 
The object of this is to permit of 14in. to 16in. of additional 
fermenting materials, as so-called linings, to be packed up 
against the central bed on all sides, to be made higher than 
the same, and so packed against all the woodwork of the frame | 
as to warm it, and in a measure force warmth through it. This 
is not all; the original square bed with its oblong square sides 
is formed so to admit of the latter-placed lining being removed 
when its heat wanes, and a fresh one, formed of the same 
material, with the addition of fresh, warm material, and 

well shaken up together, being built up in lieu of it, whereby

by the time said seedlings are

chief early fruiting conditions. 

Per contra, the one-light frames are very suitable for 
amateurs and others for raising early seedlings, striking 
cuttings, &c., requiring such a modicum of material, beyond 
which even such as are used for rearing the seedlings afore- 
said will subsequently come in most handy for these purposes. 

i As is observed, these frames are made higher at the back 
' than the front in view of giving, them a proper slope for dis- 
charging rain-water and facing sunshine. When set to work 
thus early in the year, however, this slope is not quite enough, 
because the sun is so much nearer the horizon than in summer;

air freely and give egress to steam, and occasionally shake up 
their surfaces within the frames with a fork. When the heat 
in the material falls approximately to 90deg. Fahr., mounds 
of rich, loamy soil should be placed with acute apices under the 
centre of each light, and when the heat in them attains a per- 
manency of about 80deg. plant the seedlings into them with- 
out unduly burying their stalks, and upper leaves up near to 
the glass.

CABBAGES.—Make up blanks in rows, and finally plant 
any existing autumn-sown seedlings. 

ONIONS AND PARSNIPS.—Finally prepare the ground 
for both crops. Deep-digging or trenching, also deep manur- 
ing, are necessary for both. For the former the surface ground 
cannot be made too fine. If previously manured and dug so 
that the warm strata settle down somewhat firmly it will meet 
its requirements. As an additional surety for good crops now 
scatter soot and salt (in small quantity) over the surface and 
point it into the ground with a fork. If this is done when 
the previously-worked ground is hard with frost so much the 
better. 

JERUSALEM ARTICHOKES.—Plant upon any odd 
piece of ground in the same way as Potatoes are planted, to 
get the work done and off hand before the busy season arrives.

FLOWER OR DECORATIVE DEPARTMENT.

DAHLIA TUBERS, if to be started early, bury in boxes, 
and when they form young shoots take them out, divide them 
each into two or three, having shoots with roots attached, and 
pet them singly, or re-box them to continue their growth in a 
light place until May 22, when they may be planted out. 
Dahlia tubers succeed fairly well if planted directly into the 
open ground where they are to grow and bloom, but a little 
light litter should be placed over them until danger of frost 
is past.

BLOOM EXPANSION being imminent, attention must be 
given to the efficient protection of it, which is possible in 
regard to it under the practice of close wall training. Various 
materials are used for this purpose, including old fish netting 
in two thicknesses; F'rigi Domo, a coarse woolly form of great 
width and length; Hessian cloth, also of considerable width, 
whereby joining of pieces is obviated; the last being thinnest 
and cheapest. It is necessary that all such forms of protection 
should hang free from the trees, to ensure which a projecting 
board coping should: be attached to the top of the wall. 


GLASS COVERS for wall-trained trees are readily ob- 
tained, and the wonder is they are not more generally utilised. 
Such can be purchased for less than a five-pound note per fifty 
feet length, which, as they are permanent casts, cost in the 
long run little, if any, more than the inevitable outlay for 
temporary materials, with their manipulation, considered in 
the aggregate year by year.

Currants, Red and White, 
hecome more permanent crop-hearers if trained upwards in 
four or five distended branches, hollow in the centres, requir- 
ing their young shoots cut back to two buds about annually 
only, If growing half-standard on single stems young shoots 
want cutting back similarly annually, leaving three or four of 
the strongest only two-thirds their length. Black Currants 
only require dead or weakly shoots cut out down to their base. 


VEGETABLE DEPARTMENT. 

WITH FAVOURABLE WEATHER this is a busy month, 
but vegetable growers must be subject to weather conditions. 
If wet and cold, particularly if the ground is unduly sur- 

charged with water, it will be wise to defer early sowings until 
it is drier and in good working order. To commit good dry 
seed to the ground in such adverse position is to court dis- 
aster, because large percentages of seed sown under adverse 
conditions will rot, seedlings which do appear will be weakly 
and make poor progress. On the other hand, given suitable 
weather early sowings have much to be said in their favour, 
because if they do succeed they will gain strength and con- 
sistency to take full advantage of the best May weather, a 
more extended summer, earlier and better crops. Try to make 
sowings of subjects as suggested below during the month, being 
guided by the weather as to whether it be early or late 
therein. : 

TOMATO CULTURE UNDER GLASS is, during the 
spring and summer, extremely simple. Amateurs who possess 
an empty glass structure should secure good strong plants 
reared in heat and plant them out either in large boxes, pots, 
or in a bed made upon the floor of the house. The best: 
compost for them is a fibrous maiden yellow loam. Plant 
somewhat firmly, do not over-water the ground until they 
commence growing freely, maintain a warmth of 56deg. for 
“minimum, with as goodly a one as is possible compatible with 
free air-giving by day during fine weather. Keep the atmo- 
sphere and house-always as dry as possible. For other par- — |p —

A GOOD ARTIFICIAL MANURE FOR POTATOES 
is made thus, the complete mixture sufficing for a rod of 
ground: 24lb. superphosphate of lime, 2lb. of kainit, and llb. 
of nitrate of soda. Dress the prepared ground with it at the 
time of planting. 

SOW SMALL SEEDS, in small quantities, of Brussels 
Sprouts, Lettuce (Paris Cos), Parsley, Spinach, Radish (French 
Breakfast), and Cabbage. 

TOMATO SEED.—Sow in light soil under glass. 

PROTECTORS OF SEEDS are very desirable, especially 
in suburban gardens. Besides the glass surface protector re- 
ferred to in a previous month, the galvanised seed and Pea 
guards are very desirable. 

The outlay for these is amply repaid in the long run. Be- 
sides the actual destruction of seeds, sparrows so destroy or

Simply induce all sub- 
jects to be so treated as to commence growing in a moderate 
warmth of from 55deg. to 60deg., then increase the heat up to 
60dieg. by night and 70deg. by day, with a possible increase 
of another 5deg. during sunshine; and ply the syringe upon 
them freely about 9 a.m. and 3.30 p.m, keeping up a goodly 
atmospheric moisture by damping the floors on bright days. 
A little artificial heat may be required to maintain this state 
of things during adverse weather conditions and on cold nights, 
but from now onwards a little goes a very long way, as it will 
not have to contend with the low outer temperatures of the 
near past. *Admit, meantime, as much fresh air as possible 
compatible with maintaining necessary warmth, for on no 
account must the temperature be permitted to fall away to a 
lower one after an advance of the same has been established. 
Shade flowering plants. 

BULBOUS PLANTS IN POTS potted in October, or 
near that date, particularly Hyacinths, Tulips, Narcissus, and 
the like, and buried in ashes, will all be rooted and found to 
be growing freely. All should be bared, and the most forward 
selected in batches and placed in warm, sunny positions in 
greenhouses, whether maintained at a forcing warmth or not, 
as they will succeed and bloom well. All showing their embryo 
flower spikes will be best so treated. 

HARB-WOODED YOUNG PLANTS; such as Genistas, 
Epacris, Heaths, &c., not flowering, may be pinched back to 
cause them to become more bushy, and as soon as they begin 
forming young shoots shifted into pots one size larger. If 

they do not require stepping and their pots are full of roots 

: they should also be shifted. 

. CINERARIAS, PRIMULAS, ZONAL PELARGO- 
NIUMS, &., in bloom, give occasional weak manurial water- 
ings. Keep them dry overhead to make each bloom last as 
long as possible. 

BEDDING PLANTS.—Finish propagating, and potting 
off separately into single plants so as to ensure their pre- 
paredness for planting out late in May.

HARDY CLIMBING PLANTS attached to walls, arch- 
ways, pergolas, bowers, &e., should have winter coverings re- 
moved and generally pruned, nailed, or securely fastened in 
position; Passion Flowers cut back to two-year-old wood, 
Clematis to live wood, after the removal of dead leaves and 
flowers. A frequently-grown member of the last, i.e., C. 
montana, with dense clusters of starry white flowers, should 
have all young shoots, often of great length, retained, as the 
blooms form upon them. Climbing Roses only bloom well upon 
the young shoots formed during a preceding summer; hence 
these should be tied out advantageously, such old minor shoots 
as exist, which can be spared, to be cut down to their base. 


VINERIES. 

AMATEURS’ GRAPE VINES existing in cool green- 
houses should not be caused to start growing through erratic 
treatment, consisting of permitting the structure to become 
overheated by sunshine, unless it can, once the buds burst and 
leaves are forming, be maintained at a growing warmth day 
and night, all weathers, of for very minimum not less than 
57deg. Fahr.; to do so will cause them to receive a check such 
as will militate against their whole summer’s success. To avoid 
this, keep the temperature down by free admission of fresh 
air and maintaining it between 40deg. and 52deg., with the dry 
atmosphere so constantly recommended. Those who have 
already started their Vines, conform as regards warmth with the 
aforesaid’ conditions, and as growth advances gradually increase 
the heat, along with atmospheric moisture, including foliage 
vaporisings in the morning and afternoon of each fine day. 


VEGETABLE DEPARTMENT. 


ASPARAGUS growing, requiring practically a minimum of 
outlay by contrast with its productiveness, should be more 
generally followed.

FLOWER OR DECORATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


FLOWERING PLANTS must be shaded, to ensure proper 
duration. No greater mistake can be made than making an 
outlay upon flowering plants, spending a long time—in many 
cases a twelvemonth—on attending upon and growing them, 
and then allowing hot sunshine to shorten their display. 

THE EFFICIENT SHADING OF GLASS STRUC- 
TURES takes a variety of forms. Too generally, growers for 
market and amateurs whitewash the glass externally with 
various mixtures having whiting for their bases, and in a 
too general way they prove so evanescent as to be washed off 
with the first heavy rainfall. This enforces subsequent dupli- 
cate washings, causing endless trouble, not to say injuries to 
plants in the interval often occurring between them; it will, 
therefore, well repay growers to obtain a preparation made 
specially for the purpose which will last the summer. Such a 
one is William Cooper’s Sunshade, in white, pale green, or 
pale blue colours, the second when applied being least con- 
spicuous and most desirable. Roller blinds are, however, far 
more desirable, as they can be rolled up or let down according © 
to weather exigencies, so ensuring that structures within are 
not unduly darkened in dull weather. Formerly woven 
materials were employed for this purpose, but were far from. 
perfect owing to possible displacement by high winds, occa- 
sionally becoming inordinately wet and having a tendency to 
rot when stored away in winter. 

The modern and far more useful plan is to fix lath roller 
blinds, which fit to the roof admirably, as the following illus 
tration shows. 

Made of thinly-planed laths, they roll up easily, can be fixed 
or taken down readily, and, what is of greater importance, 
admit more light, though properly subdued, than any form of 
woven material. There is, besides, another thing to be said

GREENHOUSES.—Continue to keep comparatively cool 
during the month, ranging between 46deg. and 55deg. if they 
only contain non-flowering and bedding plants, to ensure which 
abundance of fresh air must be given during sunny periods. 
If, on the other hand, flowering plants exist, and it is desirable 
to flower Azaleas, bulbous plants, &c., without undue forcing, 1t 
may have a range of temperature 5deg. higher. 

FORCING, in the proper sense, can now be successfully 
undertaken where a moist heat of from 56deg. by night to 
65deg. by day can be maintained. Roses, Shrubs, Dielytras, 
Spirzas, Lilacs, Solomon’s Seal, dig up out of the ground; 
bulbs and. an endless variety of subjects will, under these con- 
ditions, answer readily to the call of spring as intensified under 
glass. None need hesitate to syringe them freely ; scatter water 
on floors, and give weak manurial waterings occasionally. 

AMATEURS’ GLASS STRUCTURES, neglected during 
the past winter, or which may now be empty or partly so, may 
with the advent of this month be furnished with certain plants 
at a cheap rate, and by the subsequent growth and flowering 
of these made gay during the summer and autumn months.

HALF-HARDY ANNUALS sown in boxes early in the 
month will be useful for planting where they are to bloom 
when large enough, and include Zinnias, Amaranthus, Antirr- 
hinums, Aquilegias (spur-flowered), Asters, French Marigolds, 
Dianthus, Gaillardias, Godetias, Helichrysums, Schizanthus, 
&c. When the seedlings appear well above ground well inure 
them to sunshine and fresh air. 

SHRUBBY CALCEOLARIAS should be planted out in 
beds during the third week of the month. 

BEDDING OUT plants for summer display is usually com- 
menced on May 20, after which frost is not anticipated, but 
the plants should have been previously inured to the full’ outer 
air for a week or two, with the precaution that some 
slight protection should be given them should a frost occur. 
It is wise to plant out the hardiest forms first, such as Zonal 
Pelargoniums, Verbenas, Violas, &c. More tender subjects, 
and they are numerous—such as Tuberous Begonias, Iresines, 
Alternantheras, Coleus, Ageratums, Fuchsias, &c.—will suc- 
ceed best planted out the first or second week in next month. 

VIOLETS.—Plant rooted slips out singly in open positions. 

WALL IVIES, including those grown over arches, bowers, 
or as edgings to walks, if unduly grown over with shabby, aged 
foliage, well clip back during the first week in the month.

which condition syringe them each morning and towards 4 o’clock 
p-m., when the structure should be shut up quite close for 
the night. If partially blind young shoots form amongst the 
vigorous ones, rub them off. More forward vines about to flower 
will be better maintained, if convenient, at a warmth of 62deg. 
to 64deg. by night, and 70deg. by day, if the weather is com- 
paratively dull, but during bright weather 80deg. to 85deg., 
with fresh air, is permissible, for there is all the difference 
possible between sun and artificial heat. Of course the greater 
the heat from any cause the more atmospheric moisture must 
be engendered in the structure by means of frequently damping 
internal surfaces. 


FRUIT GARDEN. 


WEATHER INFLUENCE will greatly affect work in this 
department. During cold late months of May little advance 
will have been made in the matter of young growth, and bloom- 
ing will have been set back. Wall fruits, Peaches, &c., pro- 
tected with coverings, may be wholly uncovered if towards the 
last week or two the weather is genial; if not so, it is better 
deferred until the first week next month. When the covering 
is removed, the trees should be copiously syringed to wash dust 
off them and the walls, and to dislodge insect pests which may 
be forming. 

BUSH FRUITS, Gooseberries in particular, are often 
attacked by one of two forms of caterpillar. Those of the saw- 
fly appear first, and exceptionally early, and are followed by 
others, the progeny of the magpie moth. Scrutinise the foliage 
frequently, and if any leaves are seen to have four or six 
minute holes, like pin-pricks, punctured through them, there 
will be found on their under sides a colony of very young cater- 
pillars, which may be crushed with the finger and thumb, and 
which, if undisturbed, soon grow into large size and spread — 
themselves throughout the branches and foliage. Wherever the 
latter occur, they must be immediately sought for, hand- 
picked, and destroyed, or the bushes will be defoliated. <A 
wash composed of a decoction of Quassia chips applied to the 
bushes at this juncture is another antidote. It is made as 
follows: Boil 40z. of Quassia chips in five quarts of water for 
twenty minutes; then dissolve in it 4oz. of soft soap, and 
thoroughly moisten the bushes with the decoction. 

APPLE TREES seem increasingly subject to caterpillars, © 
including those of the winter moth, which by boring holes into 
the core of the fruit, practically destroy them. A modern anti- 
dote is to well vaporise the trees when the petals are falling 
off the flowers, with the following wash: Well stir a quarter of 
a pound of Paris green in sixty gallons of water along with a 
little flour or lime, and syringe therewith, taking care to keep

VEGETABLE DEPARTMENT. 


KEEP THE HOE AT WORK between all crops in such 
manner as to maintain a fine loose surface mould. ‘This is the 
acme of surface culture, which permits the air to penetrate 
more freely down to the roots, helps to maintain moisture im 
the ground during dry weather, disturbs insect pests and seed- 
ling weeds. Cabbages, well mould up to just below the lowest 
leaves. Peas, draw mould up in goodly ridges towards the 
rows, leaving a kind of drill about their actual stems to catch 
and economise water from heavy rains. Seedling Onion, 
Carrot, Parnsip, and others, stir the soil neatly beside the 
rows as soon as they are large enough. Potatoes cannot have 
the ground broken up and stirred too freely right up to their 
roots, without injuring them, from the time they appear above 
ground until they are finally moulded up. 

PEA STICKING should not bo delayed after they are 
finally moulded or are 2in. high, as the sticks, besides proving 
a protection against high winds, attract and cause them to 
grow more freely. Take care in sticking them not to press the 
tops of the sticks close together, as so doing will cause them 
to grow through the sides and fall over. The sticks should be 


placed about equally apart at bottom and top, so as to form 


what may be called a cradle or support. Peas are not twiners, 
though they will partly support themselves with the tendrils 
existing upon their leaves. Said tendrils they spread out arm- 
like and clasp the stick when fairly wide apart, holding them- 
selves up centrally between the sticks by clinging to each 
other. To economise the sticks, they want cutting to a uniform 
length, be it long or short, and should be thrust into the 


ground in a slanting direction, the row on one side pointing | 


to the south, the other to the north, in view of the fact that all 
Pea seed should be so sown. Make successional sowings, 
whether of one or more rows at a time, as soon ag preceding 
sowings are well above ground, or three distinct sowings during 
the month. These should include tall Marrowfat varieties, 
of which there are so many superior forms in the market. 
These strong-growing kinds sow thinner than the earlier ones, 
and always tread the seed into the drills when sown.

Seed sown in a close frame early in the month will produce use- 
ful seedlings for midsummer and late supplies. 

SMALL SEED SOWINGS may again be made, by way of 
succession to previous sowings, of Broccoli, Colewort, Brussels 
Sprouts, Turnips, Parsley, Thyme, Savoy, Cauliflower, Lettuce, 
Endive, Radish, &c., or to make good unsuccessful previous 
sowings. 

MUSHROOM BEDS may be successfully made out of doors. 
The best form for them is the ridge, or mound, formed some 
3ft. or more in height, by 4ft. or more in width at the base. 
The materials should consist of horse droppings intermixed with 
the finer stable sweepings—not to include the longest litter, 
though a layer of this may be advantageously spread upon the 
ground to receive the bed. Keep the materials dry, and when 
enough is collected to make up such a bed, 6ft. or more in 
length, toss it up into a conical heap to ferment. If the mate- 
rials are tolerably dry, they will then be ready for bed-making ; 
if not, they must be again turned over, 
and tossed up lightly into another 
conical heap, making what was outside 
previously now lie inside. When heated 
through, and they possess a warmth 
of 75deg. to 80deg., build the bed with 
them. ie doing so, make it as firm 
as possible by treading upon it and 
beating into mound form with the back 
of a heavy spade. Keep it dry by 
covering it a foot deep with light litter. aiieeente,. 
When it again heats and obtains a _ Musnrooms. 
permanent or stationary heat of 57deg. to 
76deg., fix prepared spawn firmly into its surface, barely cover- 
ing it. The usual prepared bricks of spawn should for this pur- 
pose be broken into four or six pieces. Again well beat the 
surface, then place evenly over the mound an even thickness 
of 4in, of loam—yellow loam for preference; pat it down 
slightly, damp it, and draw the back over it in such a manner 
as to make an adhering smooth surface, and cover with such 
an amount of litter as will protect from the heaviest rains. In 
five or six weeks buttons should form, and shortly the perfect 
mushrooms—vide illustration—when the whole mound should be 
carefully uncovered and slightly watered, other uncoverings 
being necessary to collect successional supplies.

FLOWER OR DECORATIVE DEPARTMENT. 
CONSERVATORIES AND GREENHOUSES, it should 


be said, ought now to be made bearable, that owners and their 
friends may be able to loiter in them and enjoy their floral dis- 


plays. This assured, sunshine will be so moderated by shading 


and fresh air abundantly admitted as to exactly suit the various 
plants occupying them. The earliest part of the month will 
find forced Roses, Cinerarias, Primulas, and the all-important 
Pelargoniums (‘‘Geraniums”) in great variety of form and 
colour in the heyday of blooming, whilst others will be making 
goodly growth, showing the fuller freshness of spring. 
WATERING POT PLANTS, in all glass structures, is a 
very different operation from what it is during the adverse 
winter; whilst what are known as hard-wooded kinds, such as 
Indian Azaleas, Heaths, Camellias, &c., must never be so watered 


at the roots as to cause them to become sodden; they will - 


require comparatively liberal supplies, while plants in flower, 
such as are mentioned above, will not be injured by .a little 
manure water, being in comparatively small pots which are full 
of roots. eed | 

HARDIER NON - BLOOMING GREENHOUSE 
PLANTS, stand out of doors. . 

THE REPOTTING OF VALUABLE PLANTS has to be 
performed with judgment. Strong growers, such as Abutilons, 
Fuchsias, and the like, may be shifted at any season when their 
existing pots are full of roots, and require a compost more en- 
riched with decomposed manure than harder wooded ones. 
Camellias, pot, if necessary, just as they finish making their 


-young shoots. Heaths, when they commence forming young 


shoots after being sparingly pruned. Azaleas, just as they 
finish flowering. Other stove and greenhouse plants early in 


- the month, or after they start growing. The softer seedlings, 


Balsams, and the like, when roots appear freely through the 
balls. Orchids and ferns preferably in the spring. Never repot 
a plant when it is about to flower, and endeavour always to 
have their pots full of roots before the flowering season. 
BEDDING OUT, or planting semi-hardy flowering plants in 
beds, borders, &c., should be finished as promptly as possible 
after the advent of June. Plant all moderately firm by press- 
ing the soil about the roots of each. In planting beds it is best 
to plant the outside rows first. If grass swards are at all long

VASES, BASKETS, WINDOW BOXES, &c., furnish ky 
the advent of the month. Petunias, especially the modern 
large flowered and the small flowered self-coloured ones, are 
admirable for this purpose. 

SPRING FLOWERING PLANTS, such as Narcissus, 
Tulips, Hyacinths, Garden Primroses, Polyanthus, Double 
Daisies, &c., dug up out of beds to make room for the summer 
flowering plants, planted thickly together in a shady place, carn 
be made use of for next year’s similar displays; the bulbous 
ones to be taken up, dried and stored when their leaves die, ard 
the others utilised for propagating next August and beyond. 

CLIMBING PLANTS, attend to, thin out young shoots 
where they appear too numerous upon old wood, train, and tie 
to the best advantage.

OUTDOOR ROSES, watch as they grow to detect if leaves 

_are curling and aphis forming; if so, wash them with the decoc- 
tion of Quassia chips previously referred to, strong tobacco 
water, or one of the numerous forms of prepared insecticide.

surfaces, these pests 
are with © difficulty 
dispelled without a 

reat waste of wash, 
or which reason an

FRUIT GARDEN. 

“STRAWBERRY PLANTATIONS, freely water—with 
manure water for preference—if dry weather intervenes. When 
the fruit begins to get heavy, give a good hoeing between the 
rows, and place a goodly mulching of straw, to protect the fruit 
from grit, between the plants. Barley or oat straw, as being 
more pliable, is better than wheat. If short stable litter is 
used, the longer it is placed before the fruit ripens the better, 
in the hope that rains will wash and cleanse it somewhat. 

TRAINED HARDY FRUITS in all positions look through, 
and remove bodily all young growths not required, forming upon 
boles and main branches. 

PEACH AND NECTARINE TREES must have foreright 
and other young shoots removed or thinned where too numerous 

for forming young wood for next year’s fruiting. It should 
be understood that it is absolutely necessary to permit,as many 
young shcots to grow their full length as can be tacked in 
between existing older branches. Well syringe the trees occa- 
sionally towards evening. If any leaves curl destroy the aphides 
which cause it with strong tobacco water and soap. If leaves 
blister or form bladder-like protuberances, bodily remove them.

The next consideration will be to moderately thin the young 
fruit where obviously too numerous. Take care when doing so 
to remove any growing in contact with the wall, and such as 
press against others. 

GOOSEBERRIES AND CURRANTS, well watch to de- 
tect whether recurrent colonies of caterpillars attack the leaves. 

AMERICAN BLIGHT, a white cotton-wool-like pest, so 
general upon Apple trees, watch for, and on its appearance upon 
bole or main branches brush it over with a stiff painter’s brush 
dipped in turpentine. If not attacked on its first appearance it 
rapidly increases, causing cankerous holes in the bark and 
wood, to the extent often of destroying young trees. Such corru- 
gations never heal. 


VEGETABLE DEPARTMENT. 


EFFECTIVE HOEINGS, i.ec., deep surface ground stirrings, 
breaking it up to fine mould form, leaving a rough light surface, 
is imperative during the period of active growth of respective 
crops; by its means alone—in conjunction with efficient arti- 
ficial waterings—are the heaviest crops of best quality obtained. 
None should imagine the only use hoes are is to destroy weeds 
when they appear; forsooth, if they are permitted to grow 
and claim notice, they are a true sign of indifferent culture. 

ARTIFICIAL WATERINGS, attend to on the basis of last 
month’s suggestions; never wait until the crops receive such a 

- check as is likely to arrest their progressive growth. If you do 
bulk, or weight and quality, will be sacrificed. ; 

CAULIFLOWERS, bend the leaves over the hearts of such 
as are forming embryo flower heads, anon cut the latter before 
they become too “frothy.” Prick out spring sown seedlings, 
and, when large enough, finally plant them out in highly en- 
riched ground. 

PLANT OUT as soon in the month as possible seedling 
ridge, Cucumbers, Vegetable Marrows, Tomatoes, Leeks, Chillies, 
Brussels Sprouts, Broccoli, Kales, &. It is quite a mis- 
take to imagine the three last may be planted out permanently 
any time in the future; to make really fine growth they cannot 
be got out too soon, Brussels Sprouts in particular. Press the 
well-worked soil firmly about the roots of all subjects when 
planted out, and, if it be possible, give each a root watering 
during dry weather, to settle the necessarily loose ground about 
the roots, and neutralise the check they receive when trans- 
planted. 

AN EARLY ROW OF CELERY cannot be planted into a 
trench too soon, or during the month.

Well mould and stick succes- 
sional rows, and when the last has been done place, if pos- 
sible, a mulching of manure beside the rows. 

BEANS.—Make successional sowings early in the~month of 
dwarf Kidney Beans.

FLOWER OR DECORATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


GLASS STRUCTURES simply require that the 
internal atmosphere be assimilated with the natural one with- 
out; the better to assure this in practice it is necessary to 
consider they are prone at all times, especially when they are 
swathed in sunshine, to become too hot and insufferably dry, 
unless this is, as far as practicable, neutralised by more or 
less attention. The aim of owners or their representatives 
should be to make them feel bearable and pleasant to them- 
selves—a condition plant inmates will appreciate. Artificial 
shading has to be applied to all in bloom, and is desirable for 
others—particularly Ferns, Mosses, and such more delicate 
subjects, so long as the sun’s rays too powerfully encompass 
them. It is difficult to name the hours when such inmates 
should be shaded on hot cloudless days, owing to the numerous 
aspects houses occupy, and the varying altitude of localities, 
causing some to be fully subject to its influences from 5 a.m. 
to midday, others from midday to evening, &c. Sufficient to 
say, when sun heat causes thermometers to rush up to higher 
temperatures than are desirable for given structures, notwith- 
standing the admission of abundant fresh air, then is the time 
when blinds must remain unfurled. Internal dryness should 
always be counteracted by damping floors, side walls, &c. This 
must not be considered an unnecessary trouble, because by 
attention to it the soil in pots dries less rapidly, whereby less 
frequent waterings are required, these entailing, when applied 
in excess, washing valuable root nutriment out of the 
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Garden Lights.

pots. Overhead syringings before sunshine makes itself felt 
in the early morning are a great assistance in the above regard, 
and both assist growth and neutralise drought in general. 

SOW SEEDS of Cinerarias, Calceolarias, and Chinese 
Primulas very shallow in fine sandy compost, and place a sheet 
of glass over them until they germinate, then remove the same 
and place them up near to the glass until they are large enough 
for pricking off. A succession of flowering plants is secured 
by sowings made both early and late in the month. 

SHIFT INTO LARGER POTS early in the month 
Fuchsias, Balsams, and other plants intended for summer and 
autumn blooming, and encourage them to fill the new pots with 
roots before they commence flowering. 

CHRYSANTHEMUMS must receive their final potting 
into rather more fibrous loam and less manure, with a little 
bonemeal. If specimen plants require stopping, it should be 
done a fortnight previously. Should insect pests, including 
aphis, attack any at the tips of the shoots, destroy them with 
strong tobacco water or an insecticide. Mildew on the under 
sides of the leaves destroy by laying the plants and well dust- 
ing with flowers of sulphur. Arrange all in full sunshine; 
stake and tie securely. 

CARNATIONS, winter flowering or tree varieties, promptly 
propagate from small side shoots inserted into sandy soil 
beneath glass. 

AURICULAS, finish re-potting early in the month. Such 
side growths as exist upon the plants carefully remove and put 
singly into small pots. 

DAHLIAS, HOLLYHOCKS, AND HERBACEOUS 
PLANTS attend to, remove useless side shoots, and effectually 
stake and tie against high winds. 

PENTSTEMONS AND PHLOXES.—Propagate- from 
young shocts dibbled out under a glass protector. 

BULBS dug out of beds in the spring and buried elsewhere, 
collect, dry, and store. 

ROSES.—Cut away any minor non-flowering shoots, which 
unduly crowd the centres of plants, apply manure water to the 
roots, cut away old blooms down to a healthy leaf and pro- 
mising bud to induce Hybrid Perpetuals to give successional 
blooms. Encourage young basal shoots to grow upon climbers, 
and wage constant war upon insect pests, the most troublesome 
of which will be aphis and maggots. Frequent syringings with 
an insecticide and the use of the brush previously referred to 
should cleanse the plants of the former, hand searching being 
most effective with the latter. Mildew, which often attacks 
the foliage and flower-buds, is best overcome with flowers of 
sulphur applied direct in powder form.

PINKS.—Propagate from pipings, or cuttings dibbled 
under plant protectors. 

CARNATIONS.—Finish layering in mounds of rich soil. 

BOX EDGINGS, ALSO HOLLY AND PRIVET 
HEDGES, should be well and shapely clipped. 

LAWNS, though best machined somewhat often during 
rainy seasons, ought not to be cut too frequently and close in 
dry ones. To do so will be to cause the grass to suffer more, 
and swards to assume a browner tint. Daisies may at such times 
be removed witha Daisy rake or long-bladed 
double-edged knife. Mowing machines 
vary greatly, easy running, or the reverse.

GRAPE VINES. 


AMATEURS’ GREENHOUSE VINES, in continuation of 
last month’s suggestions, existing young laterals, having been 
pinched back up to one leaf from the flower truss and all other 
young shoots decisively stopped, should, when the flowers are 
about to expand, have selection made of those which have to 
be retained and carrying the best promise, and all others cut 
out bodily, unless wanted to fill up vacancies between canes. 
From then up to the time when the fruit is colouring, all young 
shoots and tendrils that appear have to be stopped, the former 
immediately beyond the first leaf. Berry thinning to be begun 
where the most forward bunches are when they are the size of 
small peas, and continued until all are done. Do not err on 
the side of leaving the berries too numerous; better too thin, 
as they will swell all the more; two-thirds should be cut out at 
least, and these mostly from the centres and lower extremities 
of the bunches. The shoulders or upper parts, if of goodly size 
and independently branched, may be looped up with raffia as 
thinning progresses. When all are thinned, keep the structure 
warmer, or about 60deg. at night ranging up to 75deg. by day. 
Increase atmospheric moisture by floor dampings and the like, 
but cease syringing the vines, or the berries will be discoloured. 
Vines having their roots within structures should, at the time 
of fruit swelling, be liberally watered at the roots.

time thinning the fruit where too thick. Green Apricots make 
excellent tarts. Disbudding must also be continued until only 
such a number of young shoots remain as can be nailed in be- 
tween the main branches. This done, and the longest young 
shoots secured, the two last trees cannot be too copiously 
syringed after the sunshine passes off them towards evening. 
The water should be so forced against them as to dislodge in- 
sects and accumulated dust, from both them and the wall, for 
which and other purposes there is nothing so efficient as a garden 
engine. 

Considering that such engines carry from twelve to thirty 
gallons (according to size) direct from mains, and do away with 
the too limited supplies of laboriously-carried water pots, they 
should be included in the furniture of all reasonably sized 
gardens. 

STRAWBERRIES—all soft fruit, in fact—must, as it begins 
to colour, be protected from birds. Netting, whatever form 
is used, must be so fixed as to prevent them from reaching it, 
even by inserting their heads through the meshes. Apart from 
the consideration of a little additional outlay, netting can be 
quickly arranged upon thin poles supported by uprights, so as 
to be quite free from the plants, and permit of the owner enter- 
ing and culling the fruit at his pleasure. Strawberry runners 
layer—preferably in small pots—to prepare young plants for 
forcing, or forming future plantations. 

RASPBERRIES, thin out the young shoots forming at the 
base of the fruiting canes to three or four. 

APPLES AND PEARS, in form of trained trees, look 
through, and remove bodily all misplaced adventitious shoots 
not required upon the trees. Tack the growing extremities of 
the above, and other fruit trees growing against walls, securely 
and straight in position; also tie similar shoots upon cordons, 
espaliers, &c., to suitable stakes. 


VEGETABLE DEPARTMENT. 


ARTIFICIAL WATERINGS must not be neglected by any 
who desire good crops of superior quality during dry periods, 
when latent. moisture is unduly limited. Apply it copiously 
with the spout of the water-pot, or, if a hose is at command, 
to the roots rather than to the surface ground. Slight superficial 
applications may please the operator, but will not satisfy the 
crops. Always, after giving crops such a treat, stir the surface 
of the ground between the plants as soon as it is dry enough 
to do so without adhering unduly to boots and hoe. 

CROP PLANTING, or the final setting out of all the varie- 
ties of so-called Winter Greens, Celery, &c., proceed with, during

showery intervals, wherever spare ground exists, until spare 
seedlings are all disposed of. 

WINTER ONIONS, SPINACH, PARSLEY, TURNIPS, 
_&c., must be sown by the llth of next month; allot and prepare 
the necessary ground for the same upon an open, sunny site. 

PEAS, make last sowings of a row or two each of both a 

tall and a comparatively early dwarf variety. 

SALADINGS, including Endive, Lettuce, Mustard and 
Cress, Turnip Rooted Radishes, &c., sow small batches every 
three weeks. 

CUCUMBERS AND MELONS, growing and, as regards 
the former, now cropping freely, require the following attention : 
Upon one regular afternoon in each week, about 3.30 p.m., re- 
move the sashes, thin out the vines, if necessary cutting away 
discoloured leaves and aged ones where they cause too much 
shade, freshen up the surface of the soil, then apply a good 
root watering of water warmed somewhat by standing in gsun- 
shine or otherwise, then replace the lights, and shut them down 
quite close. They will only require this one root watering 
weekly. Let it be understood that Cucumber plants, to con- 
tinue in bearing, must always have young shoots forming, each 
of which is not to be stopped or pinched back until it approaches 
the side of the frame. This will result in the formation of fruit- 
bearing laterals. Daily attention consists of giving a little 
fresh air betimes in the morning, and increasing it during the 
chief part of the day as weather demands, so as to maintain a 
somewhat uniform warmth of about 75deg., sprinkling the plants 
and internal surfaces between 3.30 p.m. and 4 p.m., and shut- 
ting the sashes down close. Melons require the same treatment, 
with the exception that the plants have to be grown until suffi- 
cient vines to fill the frame reach the sides of the frame, then 

- they must all be pinched back the same day. This will ensure 
that all laterals they subsequently form will show female flowers 
at the same time. Pinch off the points of these laterals, as soon 
as these blooms are observed, at one leaf beyond each, and en- 
courage growth until the blooms expand, at which keep the 
plants, &c., as dry as possible, until they set and the young 
fruit show themselves ; then again encourage vigorous growth on 
the above lines. It is important that the blooms all form and 
set together, because if a solitary one or two begin swelling 
before the others there is the risk that later ones will not be

past blooming, place out of doors for a month or two to ripen 
and harden their wood. See that the pots rest upon a good bed 
of cinder ash, slates, or boards, to prevent worms entering them, 
and ensure that they do not stop up the bottom holes and check 
the free egress of water. Any pot plants stood out of doors 
earlier, if the surfaces of the balls are contracting moss, should 
have it removed and the surface soil slightly stirred, and if the 
pots are becoming green on the outsides scrub them for its re- 
moval. 

ABUTILONS, shift into one size larger pots, to prolong 
their season of growth and blooming. 

OLEANDERS standing out of doors, the blooms upon which 
are not expanding properly, place under glass and well souse 
both foliage and roots with water. 

AGAPANTHUS, TUBS, VASES, WINDOW-BOX 
PLANTS will. if they have abundance of roots, be greatly 
assisted by manurial waterings. 

CONSERVATORIES AND GREENHOUSES should be 
maintained gay for the remainder of the summer season, with 
Balsams, Coleus, Fuchsias, Gloxinias, Zonal Pelargoniums, 
Abutilons, &c., besides Palms and other foliage plants. Avoid 
overcrowding, give abundance of fresh air, manurial waterings 
to plants having their pots full of roots, and damp the floor 
occasionally. 

CYTISUS, CORONILLAS, EUPATORIUMS, SHOW 
PELARGONIUMS, and the like past flowering, stand out 
of doors, and cut back somewhat severely. Propagate the last 
from the prunings. 

CINERARIA, CYCLAMEN, BEGONIA, AND 
PRIMULA seedlings, prick off singly and pot on when large 
enough. The first place in a cool, shady place out of doors, the 
others up near to the glass in a frame. 

BEDDING PLANTS PROPAGATE as early in the month 
as possible, so as to ensure a stock of strong rooted cuttings for 
“preservation. These may be prepared and inserted singly in 
small pots, several in larger ones, or many in boxes as regards 
Zonals; but others are best dibbled as thickly as they can be 
placed into 6in. pots, allowing sufficient space for head room. 
The first-named cuttings, when prepared, should be placed in 
a position to dry their wounds for.a day or so before they are 
dibbled into the ground, and will root best if placed subse- 
quently in full sunshine. All others will succeed best in a 
close frame until they cease flagging, and from thence onward 
should be gradually inured to the outer air until well rooted, 
then placed out of doors until the last week in September. 
Liberal drainage must be given to cutting pots or boxes, and 
the compost must be light and sandy, to ensure that it does not 
retain too much water during the winter season.

SCHIZANTHUS, DWARF LOBELIA, MIGNONETTE, 
&c., sow thinly in pots in rich loamy compost, or the second 
in shallow wooden boxes. 

ANEMONE SEED, of one or more of the grand single or 
double-flowered forms, sow on a sunny border. 

LAWNS, WALKS, AND FLOWER BEDS require fre- 
quent attention. Machine the first, so as to maintain it close 
and trim, roll the second after rain, and pick over the last, as 
necessary, pegging rambling plants, &c., to maintain neatness 
and good effect. 

DAHLIAS AND PHLOXES like abundance of root water, 
frequently disbudding the former and supporting young shoots 
not to be permitted to grow too numerously on flowering branch- 
lets, none from the base. 

CHRYSANTHEMUMS, in pots, require now sometimes 
three waterings a day during sunny, drying weather, and occa- 
sional weak manurial waterings, also early morning and late 
afternoon vaporisings overhead. Attend to training specimen 
plants before the wood becomes too hard. If upon an occa- 
sional plant an early flower bud shows, carefully remove side 
shoots from around it. 

ROSE BUDDING—all budding operations, in fact—should 
be performed in the first days of this month or before. It is 
a simple operation, and is usually performed upon tall, old 
Briars for standards, or upon dwarf briars grown from seed, 
Manettis grown from cuttings, &c. Primarily strong young 
shoots grown during the current year are to be budded into. 
The bark of both the steck and shoot from whence a bud is 
taken must “run” freely, or so that it can be parted easily 
from the underlying wood. Buds are selected from strong 
young shoots, and consist of the base of a leaf with bud at its 
axil, with Jin. of the bark above it and in. of the bark behind 
it; these are removed with a very sharp edged knife in the 
shape of a miniature boat. The actual leafy part is removed, 
but the base of its stalk retained as a protection to the bud. 
Then, from the upper side of such boat-like formation, a bit of 
hard wood existing in it has to be drawn down and out of it. 
The bud prepared, cut a line through the bark of the stock 
from near its base upwards, a little longer than the bark con- 
taining the bud, and across its upper end make a cross-cut, so 
that the two cuts become Jee shaped; raise the bark and 
push under it the prepared bud as far as possible without in- 
jury. If, this done, the bark of the bud exceeds in length the 
cut, cut it across level. with it, and it will fall in place closely 
clasping the inner wood under the bark. It only remains to tie 
it tightly in place over the wounds; this done, pinch off the 
point of each shoot so operated upon, 
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No. 52. 


These Forcing Pits are usually constructed with long heavy 
lights running over into the path and monopolising double the 
width of the frame itself. In this design we have entirely done 
away with these difficulties, having arranged a double row of 
lights: the upper row slides down over the lower, and 
vice versd. Bearers are provided between the lights, the latter 
being 2in. thick, and fitted with a handle. Sills are also pro- 
vided for the wall. Painted two coats and glazed with 2loz.

GRAPE VINES. 


BERRY COLOURING, which commences after a protracted 
interval, during which the green berries, after their first swell- 
ing, seem to be at a standstill, though hard at work “stoning,” 
or forming seeds centrally, must be watched for. When any 
are becoming tinted and commence their final swelling, reduce 
the temperature by 5deg. night and day, keep a drier atmo- 
sphere, by admission of more fresh air, thereby assisting them 
over the most trying period. ‘Too hurried work at such a period 
—especially if roots are weakly—causes shanking, indifferent 
colour and flavour, to say nothing about how it detracts from 
next year’s fruit prospects. 


FRUIT GARDEN. 


PEACH AND NECTARINE TREES, persist in washing 
the trees, to keep them free from insect pests and dust during 
hot, dry intervals. Lay in young shoots, stop adventitious: 
growths, and remove leaves which unduly shade the fruit. On 
the first appearance of fruit ripening, swing netting, boat- 
shaped, from wall and upright stakes to catch such fruit as fall 
off. Besides this, gently feel highly coloured fruit each morn- 
ing, and, without injurious pressure, they will fall into the 
hand. 

APRICOTS, remove misplaced young shoots bodily, tack 
others to the wall, and see to the gathering of fruit before they 
become unduly ripe, and receive injury from birds, wasps, &c. 

APPLES, PEARS, CHERRIES, AND PLUMS, early in 
the month attend to summer pruning by shortening all young 
shoots three-fourths their length upon all trained trees, except 
such as are required for extension of extremities of branches, 
or laying in between others that are too wide apart. Tack all 
such to walls in the case of wall trees, tie others to stakes in 
the case of cordons, espaliers, &c. Morello and Kentish Cherry 
trees the extremities of the young shoots upon which are in- 
fested with black fly steep in strong tobacco water, or remove 
by snipping off the infected parts. 

FIG TREES carrying goodly-sized fruit will mature them 
better if the points of the bearing shoots are pinched outs and 
all suckers removed from the base of the trees. :

two separate sowings of the two first. Towards the 22nd of the 
month sow Endive (curled-leaved), Lettuce (Brown Cos and All 
the Year Round), Onions (Globe Tripoli, Giant Rocca, or Ailsa 
Craig), Radishes (Black and White Spanish and Turnip-rooted). 
The ground for all, impoverished by summer crops and very 
dry probably, should be manured and broken up deeply. Ex- 
cept for the salads, sowing in shallow drills across sunny quarters 
is best.

TOMATOES, persist in pinching off all side shoots from 
base to apex, stake all securely against high winds, and do not 
make the mistake of over-watering them at the roots.

RIDGE CUCUMBERS and Vegetable Marrows, thin out, 
stop the points of growing shoots, and water as necessary.

FLOWER OR ORNAMENTAL DEPARTMENT. 


CONSERVATORIES AND GREENHOUSES, treatment 
for the month must be determined in accordance with the kinds 
of plants they contain. Filled mainly with softer wooded 
annuals, &,, they can be maintained by keeping sashes 
and doors open, except when disturbing winds prevail. 
Liliums, Fuchsias, Begonias, Gloxinias, Pelargoniums of the 
many Zonal types, &c., should ensure good displays, and will 
require shading on sunny days for at least three hours nearest 
to midday. Wheto Ferns predominate a larger amount of 
shading becomes imperative, excepting where climbing plants 
growing under the roof supply sufficient, consisting as they may 
do of Solanum jasminoides, Tacsonias, Tecomas, Mandevilleas, 
&., as regards lofty rooms, Lapagerias, Fuchsias, Habrotham- 
nus, &c., under low ones. : 

REPLACE IN GLASS STRUCTURES all real green- 
house semi-hardy and bedding plants—all, in fact, requiring 
protection—by the end of the month, because frosts sometimes 
occur early in the ensuing month. To make room for these 
all soft-wooded annuals, etc., used for summer decoration must 
give way. Few of them will be of further use; of course

Achimenes, Gloxinias, Tuberous-rooted Begonias, Hedychiums, 
Gloriosas will have to be dried and stored away for the winter. 
Coleus to be wintered in intermediate houses keep best in the 
form of cuttings struck early in. the month. 

SHOW PELARGONIUMS which have formed young 
shoots since they were cut back, must have all the old soil shaken 
from the roots and be repotted into sandy loam, and as small 
pots as the roots can be conveniently got into. Cuinerarias 
hitherto exposed in a shady place must either have a frame 
placed over them or be removed to a greenhouse shelf. Bedding 
plants pick over and remove every symptom of decay from them 
before they are placed on the highest shelves up near to the 
glass. Climbing plants in structures so to be filled with plants 
should just previously have all least flowering parts severely 
thinned out so that they do not cause too much shade. 

CHRYSANTHEMUMS musi all be placed under shelter 
of some kind by the end of the month. Remove all aged 
leaves from them which show any sign of discoloration, 
and where they are arranged in groups avoid packing them 
too close together. Continue to give abundance of fresh air 
to these, and all other subjects, so long as outer weather per- 
mits. Persist in pinching off such side shoots as form. 

DOUBLE VIOLETS plant out in frames up near to the 
glass. They are often planted over hotbeds after Cucumbers 
or Melons. These and single-flowered varieties grown out of 
doors must have all side growths cut away from them. 

PLANTS SUMMERED OUT OF DOORS, comprising 
Agapanthus, Aloes, Hydrangeas, Myrtles, Palms, etc., remove 
under shelter by the end of the month. 

HARDY ANNUALS sow on sunny sites out of doors. 


ROUTINE.—Hybrid Perpetual Roses, continue to cut back 
all shoots which have bloomed to the first prominent eye to 
ensure a succession of autumn blooms, which some, such as 
Souvenir de la Malmaison, produce abundantly. Climbing varie- 
ties past blooming must have as much of the old wood cut out 
as can be spared without making arches, &c., too unsightly, in 
view of assisting young shoots to make vigorous growth. If 
mildew, which attacks young leaves and flower-buds in autumn, 
attacks any promptly dust them over with flowers of sulphur. 
Pick decaying flowers and leaves off all plants; if an arid 
period occurs assist all desirable subjects by artificial waterings, 
and maintain lawns and walks neat and tidy, the former by 
weekly machinings, the latter by edging, frequent verge eath 
pings and rolling after heavy rains. Auriculas, pot off singly 
offshoots existing, several in a pot. Dahlias require manurial 
water, and the flowers must be protected from earwigs; trap 
them in hollow Broad Bean stalks.

GRAPE VINES. 


LATE GRAPES, if intended to keep well, must be 
theroughly ripened hence, notwithstanding a past suggestion 
that they must not be hurried through the colouring stage ; 
when this is secured somewhat increase the heat up to 76deg. 
and maintain the house dry. Such as are quite ripe keep also 
dry, giving more air to ensure this in the absence of fire-heat. 


FRUIT GARDEN. 


STRAWBERRY PLANTATIONS may be fruited for 
three years in succession, provided well surface manured 
annually. Some growers, who plant out very early runner 
plants this month, only fruit them one year, then destroy them. 
Such as are to be retained for next year’s fruiting should have 
all litter, runners, and aged dead leaves removed ee them as 
soon as the fruit is gathered. and the surface of the ground 
between the plants well hoed. Old forced plants do well when 
planted out; indeed, the variety Vicomtesse Héricart de Thury 
so treated often gives ripe fruit the same autumn. Runners 
grown on in small pots for forcing transfer to din. pots and 
good fibrous yellow loam with a little old decomposed manure, 
then place them in full sunshine. 

THE SUMMER PRUNING OF TRAINED TREES. 
attend to, checking useless young growths in view of forcing 
them to form flower buds. Benes 

RIPENING CROPS require close attention. Early Pears 
and Apples gather before they are so far advanced as to fall 
off or be blown down. When the pips in them become brown, 
or fairly so, all early or second early sorts of the two kinds 
named will be best gathered, the former obtaining better 
flavour if laid on a cool shelf two or three days. Indeed, 
“Williams’,” Jargonelle, Beurré d’Amanlis, &., last longer 
if gathered under the above conditions at two separate dates, 
a fortnight or so between. Late kinds, however, should hang 
until October. 

GOOSEBERRIES, CURRANTS AND CHERRIES, in- 
cluding Morellos, must be protected as they ripen, and sub- 
sequently from birds; crops of the second may be kept till the 
approach of Christmas by placing a mat closely around the 
bushes, with a small hole at the top to provide for the passing 
upwards of a volume of fresh air to assist in keeping them dry.

They will be all the better for it—particularly in view of the 
disease they are subject to—will keep and cook better than if 
left in the ground, and form better sets for planting the follow- 
ing year. Store them in a dark, dry, frost-proof shed or 
clamp them out of doors in straw under ample mounds of earth. 
If any show signs of disease, store them away temporarily only, 
in a position where they can be turned over and examined three 
weeks subsequently, and again if any are found to be diseased. 


MAKE SOWINGS, small ones, early in the month of 
Cabbage, Lettuce, and Cauliflower to more certainly secure 
spring seedlings in consideration of weather contingencies. 


CELERY.—Continue to give copious waterings in dry 
weather, and proceed with moulding up successional rows. This 
is best done a little at a time. The mould must be broken up 
quite fine, placed lightly towards the plants, pushed in between 
in the row with care to keep it out of the hearts; indeed, it is 
best to hold each stick firmly in one hand with stalks firmly 
«closed and place mould around it with a trowel witb the other. 
Ii it is thrown in lumps against the sticks it will cause them 
to become crooked, or what is called “seated,” to their irre- 
trievable injury. If you wish to hasten the blanching of a 
row, press the soil around the apices of the leaves at the tops 
of the mounds, otherwise do not do this until three weeks 
before you commence digging. 

ONIONS.—Pull up and lay in colony rows as soon as their 
tops lie down and are shrinking. It is not well to let them 
become too ripe before this is done. As they dry, turn them 
half over occasionally on dry days, and when ripe enough store 
in a cool place. 

VEGETABLE PESTS, including Brassica caterpillars, 
slugs, and mildew, have to be guarded against. The former 
should be hand picked and white butterflies destroyed. Scatter 
soot or lime about to scald the second, and apply flowers of 
sulphur to the last. 

HOEING AND WATERING attend to if the weather is 
hot and dry. All crops, late Peas and Cauliflowers in particular, 
will be vastly benefited thereby. Apply the latter towards 
evening, and next day, as soon as the surface of the ground is 
dry enough, stir it freely with the hoe.

Though good 
varieties vary greatly in price, superior trumpet and other 
forms are obtainable at a cheap rate. Tulips Duc Van Thol 
and Roman Hyacinths for early forcing. 


BULBS FOR POTTING, secure and pot also as soon as 
ssible. To ensure fine blooms it is necessary to plant the 
rgest sized bulbs procurable. These are not necessarily high 
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Amateurs’ Greenhouses. 


Urged by the interest all amateurs take in the garden house question, a 
Garden Work representative recently called at Messrs. Cooper’s establish- 
ment in the Old Kent Road, London, where, he had been informed, green- 
houses were turned out by the thousand every year. What he saw confirmed 
all previous impressions as to the enormous demand for small greenhouses 
in general, and for those of Messrs. Cooper in particular. The Works are of 
considerable extent, covering over five acres of brick-built workshops; but 
although only erected a very few years ago, they are already too small for 
the rapidly-growing trade, and are likely to be soon extended. A large new 
show-ground is now open, in which is arene for inspection the various 
goods manufactured and supplied by Messrs. Cooper. 


Three Hundred Houses a Week represent an avetage number of the 
structures sent out in the busy season, and as many as fifty are Bie bee 
sent out in a day. This wonderful rate is not, of course, maintained ever 
week in the year; nevertheless, Messrs. Cooper claimed an annual output o 
11,000 houses, and in the coming season they estimate, from the rapid growth 
of their trade, that this number will be considerably exceeded. This, the 
work of one firm alone, gives an idea of the number of small tenants’ fixtures 
that are erected every year, and there can be no doubt whatever that the 


demand will continue annually, as amateurs find out what a vast amount of 


pleasure may be derived from a small house, and at what a comparatively 
trifling cost one can be procured. To speak of a Greenhouse at 55s. 
afew years ago would perhaps have awakened a smile; but Messrs. Cooper 


- supply a span-roof house 7ft. long, 5ft. wide, and 7ft. high, put on rail. at 


their Works for that figure; and there is a cheaper one still at £2 10s. 
Where a pound or two more can be afforded, it is well worth paying it, in 
order to get a somewhat wider structure. Thus, a house 12ft. long, 8ft 
wide, and 8ft. high, may be bought for £5 15s., and it is an extremely useful 
Biz6, setting space for a good amount of staging, with plenty of room for 
moving about. Two side stages, each 23ft. wide and 12ft. long, afford room 
for a large number of piants, and this would leave 3ft. for a central path- 
way. A lean-to of the same dimensions may be bought for £5 10s. Another 
very serviceable type of house is a small tenants’ right fixture suitable for 
forcing, and is supplied at corresponding rates; while those who want larger 
forcing houses for brickwork will find suitable structures offered for that 
purpose. Growers for profit will find this class of house very useful and 
economical. Conservatories of various types and sizes are also built in 
large numbers. 


Frames and Lights form a great feature of Messrs. Cooper’s establish- 
ment. The demand for them is astonishing.. In walking through the works 
our representative pointed to huge stacks of 6ft. by 4ft. frame lights, glazed 
and painted, ready for despatch, and inquired the price; they are quoted at 
9s. each, unglazed 3s. each. They are cheap enough for anyone, one would 
think. Melon and cucumber frames and span-roof frames are also made 
and sold at a very low price. The system pursued, and by which the largest 
amount of work is turned out in the shortest time, is to have each portion 


of the work done by separate hands, some being employed as cutters and ~ 


others as fitters. A large number of men are necessarily employed, and 
with orders flowing rapidly in they do not stand idle. Messrs. Cooper also 
have a large trade in glass; and Heating Appliances form a large depart- 
ment in themselves. Their ‘“‘ Invincible” heater—a fire boiler fitted with 
iron pipes and expansion 3 Vara wT Sot ‘commented on recently; and the 
have other apparatus heated by gas or oil. The Improved Hygienic 
heater, for the diffusion of hot air, and the Amateur’s Assistant, which is 
fitted with 2in. or 3in. pipes and an expansion cistern, may be had to burn 
either oil or gas, and is in great demand. i 

As to whether cheapness is or is not allied with good quality in respect to 
the glass structures turned out in such numbers by Messrs. Cooper, our 
representative saw nothing that would prompt any doubt in the matter. 
The materials employed appear to be thoroughly sound, and the workman- 


ship excellent.—Garden Work.

Berne in the neighbourhood of Old Kent Road the other day we 
called at No. 761 to look over Messrs. Cooper’s premises, and 
were so delighted with what we saw that we think a short account 
of our visit will interest many of our readers, who must be 
conversant with their advertisement which appears regularly in 
our columns. Messrs. Cooper removed to their present premises 
some few years ago, and although we knew a pretty brisk business 
was being carried on, we had no idea of the extent of their work. 
Passing through their front office, we entered their yards and work- 
shops, which occupy five acres of ground, and where scores of 
men were as busy as bees, The engines were working merrily 
and kept dozens of machines going, cutting, slicing, planing, grocv- 
ing, mortising, and tenoning planks into the various shapes and 
sizes required, whilst the joiners, carpenters, and painters were 
deftly plying their various occupations. On inquiry we found 
that Baplowineht is given to some one hundred and fifty men in 
the Amateur Greenhouse Department alone, and whilst each one 
is fully engaged, there was no rushing or pushing, each one 
apparently knowing exactly his own work and _ sticking steadily 
to it, irrespective of his next-door neighbour. In passing through 
the various parts of the Works we stopped every now and again to 
look an and handle some of the goods in course of construction, and 
were struck by their solid yet light make; certainly the workman- 
ship all through, so far as could be judged by such casual observa- 
tion and inspection, left nothing to be desired. We wondered how 
these goods were turned out so cheaply, but were not long left in 
doubt on seeing the immense stock of wood and glass that is always 
kept on hand. These purchases are made in very large quantities, 
and so can be bought at the cheapest rate. ‘‘ Small profits and 
quick returns ’’ is evidently Messrs. Cooper’s motto. A tour round 
the premises reveals any number of greenhouses, forcing houses, 
propagators, wooden buildings, stoves, boilers, garden lights, melon . 
and cucumber frames, summer houses, loose boxes, motor-car sheds, 
poultry houses, coops, sitting boxes, pigeon houses, dog kennels, 
rustic work, &c., both ready for sending away and in course of 
construction. 


Believing that the turnover at such a place must be both large 
and quick, we ventured to ask for a few figures, which we give for 
the benefit of those interested. The average number of letters 
received daily is 1200. During one year there were sent out, amongst 
other things, 11,000 greenhouses, 16,798 garden lights, 2565 melon 
frames, and 5791 poultry houses. One house we entered was 
crammed with hundreds of boxes of glass of various sizes, and on 
remarking as to the large quantity were assured it was small, 
and that 3500 boxes were then at the Docks waiting delivery. 
There are generally in stock some 500 greenhouses, &c., and 700 
poultry houses: and appliances, so there is little or no delay in 
despatching orders. Mr. Cooper is a most energetic man indeed, 
and the life and soul of the whole business, and is well backed up 
by his manager, Mr. G. Paul, to both of whom we are indebted for 
a very pleasant and a very instructive visit.—Povuitry, Feb. 24th. +

HERBACEOUS BORDERS thoroughly overhaul, cut 
down old flowering stems and remove those existing on 
recumbent plants such as Pansies, Violas, &c. The roots of all 
but delicate plants of the kind may be divided, if necessary, the 
delicate ones to receive similar attention in the spring; then 


fork or hoe well the ground between the stools. Biennials, 
annuals, or bulbs plant in any vacant space existing between 
them.

BRACKETS and similar accessories to plant houses, porches, 
&e., prove ornamental and attract pleasurable notice when 
artistically furnished with flowering and foliage plants, the 
latter being more enduring in winter, particularly by the 
use of Palms, Dracenas, Tradescantias, &c., some illustrations 
of which are given. 


FRUIT GARDEN. 


APPLES, PEARS AND PLUMS umust, of course, all be 
gathered and stored on the lines previously suggested during 
the month. As regards late varieties, however, such as Apples: 
Court Pendti Plat, Golden Russet, etc.; Pears: Haster Beurré, 
Beurré Rance, &c.; Plums: Blue Imperatrice, Late Rivers, &c., 
growers influenced by the weather must themselves judge each 
year how long it will be safe to let them hang. Following dull, 
cold summers such late varieties do not ripen sufficiently. before 
they are gathered, hence the longer they hang compatible with 
safety the better. 


ROOT PRUNING performed every second year is a good 
practice with trained Apples grown on Paradise stock and 
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Horticultural Building. 
Extract from Tue ILLUSTRATED CARPENTER AND BUILDER. 


“Who loves a garden loves a greenhouse too,” wrote the pious 
and pleasant poet, William Cowper, and the wildest induction 
—based at least on the experience of English humanity—irre- 
fragably proves the soundness of the bard’s aphorism. In our 
changeable and frequently severe climate some kind of protec- 
tion for the more tender offspring of Flora, and even Pomona, 
is an inevitable necessity. Hence, from the tiny Wardian case 
in the window of the artisan in the smoky city to the acres of 
glass which roof the conservatories of a feudal magnate of the 
provinces, the constructor of horticultural edifices finds his 
skill continually called into requisition. Doubtless, many of 
our readers who visited the Annual Building Exhibition at the 
Agricultural Hall, London, have been unavoidably struck by 
the extensive and beautiful display of buildings of this nature 
shown by Messrs. Cooprr, 761, Old Kent Road, London, 8.E. 

Amongst the useful specialities for the amateur horticulturist 
produced by Messrs. Cooper, our space will only permit us to 
allude to some which principally commended themselves to us. 

First of these was the Amateur’s Span-roof Greenhouse, an 
excellently-designed and beautifully-made structure of various 
sizes. These greenhouses are made especially for amateurs ata 


_cheap rate, so that everybody can have one that any handy man 


or gardener can put together in a few hours, as the framework 
is made so complete. All the framework is of good, sound, 
well-seasoned deal. The bottom part filled in with good, sound 
matchboards, tongued, grooved and beaded, and weil seasoned. 
Ventilation given according to size of each house. The glass 


is good 2loz., and carefully packed (no charge for packing 


cases), The house is painted one coat; lock for door, all 
necessary ironwork for ventilators, stages on each side for 
plants. All parts carefully marked and put on rail at works, 
or delivered, erected, and glazed complete, within 20 miles of 
London Bridge. 

Next we would notice tbe Span-roof Villa Conservatory, 
made, like the preceding, in various sizes. 

This house is very suitable for the lawn of a villa residence, 
being well and substantially built and constructed of the best 
materials, as per illustration, or with diagonal panels, made of 
well-seasoned, tongued, and grooved boards. The framework is 
all;made of good, sound, well-seasoned deal, and the roof is 
supplied, with all necessary ventilators, complete with quad- 
rants, cords, cleats, and pulleys for opening same, and by means 
of which they can be opened to extent desired. Ventilation 


given according to size. Lattice staging on each side, footpath, — 


gutters, down-pipes, and all necessary ironwork. Rim lock, ~

Pears grown on Quince stocks, which are both fibrous surface- 
rooting compared to others. The object is to check too 
luxuriant woody growth deficient of flower buds, and ensure 
better crops of large fruit of high quality. All that is necessary 
is this month to lift the roots of each bodily out of the ground 
with a capable garden fork; shorten the extremities of excep- 
tionally long ones, and promptly replant. Care must be taken 
not to replant too deep, but rather place a mound of soil over 
the roots so that it is 3in. higher than the surrounding ground 
level. In replanting it is important also to spread the roots 
out on a well-prepared base so that they do not interlace, and 
place fine soil carefully between and over them. Though it is 
desirable to bury a little old decayed manure in the lower 
freshly broken up ground, manure must not, when planting, be 
permitted to come in actual contact with the roots. 

LATE SUMMER PRUNING in a lesser degree will be 
beneficial for vigorous young trees if the weather proves open 
and damp, and late young shoots are forming at or near the 
apices of such as were stopped earlier. Simply pinch out their 
points and remove adventitious young shoots forming upon boles 
or main branches. 

PEACH AND NECTARINE TREES, all wall fruit, in 
fact,should have all ripe and dead leaves taken up and removed 
from the vicinity of trees as soon as fallen. In the case of the 
two first named the leaves may be helped off by brushing them 
upwards with a new besom, and when this is done it is best to 
unnail all the younger wood, loop it up in bundles of five or 
six, and let them stand free of the wall, in such manner that 
the bark will not be injured by wind waving. 


GRAPE VINES. 


PRUNE ALL VINES as soon as the leaves ripen and are 
falling off. Amateurs must see to it that they do not permit 
their Vines to become too thick under the roofs. More adverse 
crop results are due to this than all other causes put together. 
If not so thin as to let light pervade amongst the foliage, even 
to the lowermost leaves, strong young shoots (laterals) carrying 
large leaves of good substance cannot form, and in their absence 
prominent fruiting buds will not be forthcoming. If, therefore, 
the main rods or canes grow too thickly together, cut out from 
base to apex two or three of them and rearrange those retained 
at greater distances apart. In pruning the last formed laterals 
cut them back generally to one eye, excepting at the extremities 
of the canes, where, if the wood is stout and eyes are promi- 
nent, two or three buds may be retained for extension or 
otherwise. When the vines are pruned, thoroughly cleanse 
the structure. 
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Omitting any mention of the other horticultural buildings 
made by Messrs. Cooper, we will next notice the “Invincible” 
Hot Water Apparatus (tenant’s fixture). Concerning this the 
manufacturers remark : 

“This is the simplest, cheapest, and most powerful hot-water 
apparatus made. The boiler stands in the greenhouse, the front 
only being outside and flush with the outer wall. It stands on 
the floor level, so that a sunk stokehole is not necessary. No 
brick setting is required; a hole is simply made in the brick or 
boarded front of the greenhouse, and the boiler let in, thus | 
forming a ‘tenant’s fixture.’ The boiler being in the house, the 
whole of the heat from boiler itself is utilised. This heat, 
in a No. 1 size, is about equal to that from a Oft. 4in. hot-water 
pipe. Being stoked from the outside no fumes can enter the 
house, and it is perfectly safe from risk of fire. The pipe 
terminates in an open feed syphon, which takes the place of sup- 
ply cistern, and only requires filling about twice a week. The 
joints to the hot-water pipes are made with elastic rings, so that 
the whole of the apparatus can be fixed by any handy person, 
a hot-water fitter not being required. The boiler is remark- 
ably economical in fuel, and will burn more than twelve hours 
without attention, thus entirely dispensing with night stoking.” 

Lastly, we would mention the “ Amateur’s Assistant,” concern- 
ing which the manufacturers remark : 

“Considering the number of small greenhouses that do not 
require much more than sufficient heat to keep out the frost, 
we are induced to place before the public an entirely new hot- 
water apparatus, which will answer the purpose required (burn- 
ing either gas or oil), at a very low price, free on rail at our 
Works, and consisting of the following, viz.: No. 1. A boiler 
made of strong metal plates, on our well-known patent prin- 
ciple, and fitted with a suitable lamp if to burn oil, or with 
atmospheric burner if to burn gas; 8ft. 2in. galvanised steel 
pipes (4ft. flow and 4ft. return), one feeder stand to receive the 
ends of the pipes, also for the purpose of filling; four india- 
rubber rings for joints to boiler and feeder.”

VEGETABLE DEPARTMENT. 


THE PROTECTION OF USEFUL. VEGETABLE 
CROPS now demands attention. Quite early in the 
month at latest Beet, Carrots, Salsafy, Chicory, Potatoes 
(vide last month’s suggestion) should be taken up and 
stored. Take care to fork up the first so carefully as 
not to break the roots, and twist off the crowns of 
leaves with the hand, else the roots will bleed and lose their 

colour when boiled. The same holds good with Chicory, be- 
cause if their corms are injured they will be incapable of 
forming nice blanched heads for salads when ultimately 
buried deeply in warm fibre or soil. . Carrots should 
have their leaves cut off somewhat close. All these roots (with 
which matured Turnips may be classed) will keep best if clamped 
after the manner of Potatoes in the open ground, though a 
moiety may be placed in sheds, covered with soil for preference, 
for more immediate use. 


ENDIVE, LETTUCE, AND PARSLEY growing so large 
as to be likely to suffer unduly from frost may be packed closely 
in frames, or spare frames may be placed over the last. Curled 
Endive when thus transplanted should be inserted somewhat 
deep in the ground, as by so doing it will form neat blanched 
hearts ; even rather large plants of it left in the open ground 
may be, at one and the same time, protected from early 
frosts and blanched for use by laying a slate or board flat 
upon each. 


AUTUMN-SOWN CAULIFLOWERS existing as capable 
seedlings must be planted out somewhat thickly under hand- 
lights or into frames. Neither these nor the aforesaid 
vegetable require protection, except when frost prevails, hence 
they should be fully exposed to fresh air

BRUSSELS SPROUTS, BROCCOLI, KALE, ETC., 
should have all their lowermost decaying leaves removed and 
carted away, so that they show clear stems as represented by 
the illustrations on the next page. Then the ground between 
them should be well hoed. These simple alterations will permit 
air to play more freely amongst them and greatly harden them, 
to say nothing about improved appearance.

GLASS STRUCTURES will for the next four or five 
months have two unrelent- 
ing enemies to contend 
with, i.e., frost and damp. 
The first, if permitted 
entry, may destroy all

inmates; the second will, 
to say the least, destroy 
all blooms and defoliate 
plants if not kept in BRACKETED PaLM, 
check by the admission of 
fresh air whenever weather permits, and a little fire heat 
(making the pipes milk warm) occasionally about midday to 
drive out the heavy moist atmosphere and dry internal surfaces, 
including the condensed vapour on the inside of the glass. For 
greenhouses containing blooming plants, such as Zonal 
* Pelargoniums, Primulas, Cyclamens, &c., a warmth of 56deg. 
to 60deg. is essential. Cooler ones containing flowerless plants 
only, such as Azaleas, Camellias, Heaths, Asparagus plumosus, 
the hardier Palms and greenhouse Ferns, also bedding 
plants, will be better maintained at a warmth of 40deg. to 
45deg., the former for minimum. Meantime, maintain only 
reasonable latent moisture about the roots of all—bedding plants 
will suffer less from being a little too dry than too wet—and 
take every precaution not to slop water about stages and floors, 
thereby increasing the atmospheric moisture. Chrysanthemums,

will succeed best when in bloom at this season in the latter, 
cooler structure. 


HEATING SMALL SOLITARY STRUCTURES in such 
manner as to keep out frost when it occurs is a source of great 
anxiety to amateurs. The best device for this purpose is the 
“Invincible’’ hot-water apparatus, with its proper complement 
of iron pipes; being self-contained it requires no brickwork, is 
easily stoked, burns coke well, and gives a maximum heat at 
a minimum outlay. Where, perforce, this cannot be enter- 
tained, there are a variety of expedients whereby 
structures may be heated with gas or oil. The writer intro- 
duced asbestos into “Invincible’’ boilers instead of fuel, had 
gas directed to it, and succeeded perfectly by that means; it 
was, however, rather expensive. Other substitutes comprise 
“Amateur Hygienic Heaters,’’? formed for either oil or gas, 


and with connecting pipes to suit. These are efficient certainly, _ 


provided no greater length of pipe is attached than the burners, 
whether one or two, can master and not cool too greatly as the 
water courses, flow and return, throughout their extremities. 
Another very important consideration is properly regulating 
the flame of each burner in instances where oil is used. Such 
flames, after they have burned until the parts are quite warm, 
or from ten to twenty minutes, have a tendency to “draw up” 
or flame unduly, causing smoke, stopping up the air channel, 
and, it may be, exploding; certainly gas does the latter if 
turned on in excess. It is therefore absolutely necessary for 
owners to visit such in the time noted after lighting, and regu- 
late the flame; if this is done there will be no further danger, 
provided there is reasonable egress for the fumes, without 
which perfect combustion, which is essential, cannot be assured. 
Many amateurs use “lamp stoves,’’ without the addition of the 
aforesaid pipes attached; they are subject to, and must be 
regulated by, the same law. 


DIVIDE OR TRANSPLANT hardy Asters, Hypericum, 
edging plants, Pxonias, perennial Sunflowers, Phloxes, &c. — 


SHRUBS AND ORNAMENTAL TREES, plant, 
breaking up the ground deeply for them. Amongst the former 
deciduous Azaleas and Rhododendrons take high rank, the 
latter succeeding well in suburban gardens. Both do best in 
peat, but will succeed in chopped-up turf, leaf-mould, and 
sand. Hybrid Rhododendrons produce good blooms and are 
much cheaper than named varieties.

TOPIARY GARDENING.—In so far as the clipping of 
shrubs is concerned, this is a common practice in villa gardens 
and the suburbs of towns. Apart from considerations of 
formality, it is useful in gardens of limited size, by limiting the 
extension of shrubs, &c., causing them to be better clothed 
from base upwards, with greater permanency. Such subjects 
as Chinese Juniper, Hollies, Myrobello Plum, Yews, Wistarias, 
Privet, &c., submit to it without loss of health, provided the 
clipping is done during the growing season, or just as they 
finish forming their early summer shoots. By aid of it, better 
effect than usually obtains might be obtained by cutting them 
into other than elliptical forms, though nothing objectionable 
can be adduced ag regards the latter, apart from that of mono- 
tony. The Golden Privet is an admirable subject for operating 
upon, from whence, in the Dutch style, golden birds, &., may 
be fashioned.

the wonder is owners of dividing or party Privet hedges do 
not vary the monotonous flat form in which they fashton the 
same. Laburnums planted young would grow and look well

THE DISTINCT FORMS OF FRUIT TREES offered 
by nurserymen have. to be noted, consisting as they do of ordi- 
nary standards, bush, pyramid, trained for walls and espaliers, 
cordons and dwarfs. The first four, being well known, require 
no description, but it may be desirable to refer to the last 
two. Cordons, a French name for those grown with one or 
two long thin stems usually worked upon special stocks, are 
adapted for bearing upon spurs throughout their entire length, 
and are employed trained thickly to archways, over walks, 
horizontally beside walks at an uniform height of four to six 
inches, or thickly diagonally to walls. Dwarfs, comprising 
Apples and Pears, are worked on so-called endwarfing stocks 
possessing exceptional fibrous roots, and are peculiarly suit- 
able for amateur eulture in small gardens, because, though 
they fruit freely, they do not attain to large size, and submit 
to being transplanted occasionally, to increase their prolifi- 
cacy. The first is worked upon the Paradise stock, the second 
upon Quince stocks. 


THE EFFICIENT PLANTING OF FRUIT TREES is 
of considerable importance. Proper vigorous growth and early 
fruiting depends, if not the very life of the trees, on breaking 
up the soil deeply and well. Being that they are usually 
planted for a permanency, manure should be mixed up with it 
below, but in no case must it be permitted to come in actual 
contact with the roots at the time of planting. Avoid deep 
planting; in no case should the upper roots be more than 2in. 
below the upper crust, and if so planted on a slightly elevated 
mound the better, particularly in stiff soils or such as are prone 
to hold undue moisture. Tread the ground somewhat firmly 
over the roots, but finish off the surface with a little fine, loose 
mould. Stake and secure all standards or such as are other- 
wise likely to be subject to wind-waving, else in the spring, 
when young roots emanate from base of boles they will 

_be destroyed by friction. A mulching of manure placed over 
the roots after planting, particularly late-planted ones, is very 
beneficial, keeping out frost, neutralising the adverse drying 
influences of March winds, casual aridity, and ultimately 
affording nutriment to the roots.

RHUBARB AND SEAKALE.—Force readily from the 
beginning of the month, either under pots, where it grows 
covered with two or three feet in depth (giving a warmth of 
65 to 70 degrees) of fermenting materials, consisting of stable 
manure or tree leaves, or both combined; or the roots may 
be dug up and placed into a similar amount of heat in a 
perfectly dark place. 


DECEMBER. 
FLOWER OR DECORATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


PLANT STRUCTURES require a continuance of the 
treatment suggested last month. To the cooler forms give 
only so much artificial heat as will keep frosts at bay and 
maintain the very dry atmosphere advised. Even during 
frosty weather beware of an excess of fire heat, because it 
tends to drain the roots and foliage of plants dry, whereby 
more water will have to be expended than would otherwise be 
‘necessary. Attend to the marked difference of treatment 
required where blooming plants have to be maintained and 
other structures not devoted to them and containing only the 
hardier forms of non-flowering and bedding plants, the former 
requiring only a warmth of 58 to 60 degrees, and the latter only 
40 to 45. Sponge large-leaved plants. Cleanse the roofs from 
accumulations of soot, &c. Take advantage of leisure hours 
and the resting time of the plants to destroy all insect pests, so 
easily done in these days by the aid of the superior insecti- 
cides at command. Do not permit decayed leaves to exist; 
whether structures are large or small, richly or poorly filled, 
see that all within are scrupulously clean, neat, and in perfect 
order | 

OUTDOOR BEDS AND BORDERS, furnished or 
empty, now that tree leaves have fallen and been collected, 
should quite by the beginning of the month be all cleared, 
cleaned, dug, planted, and be made as trim as possible. for 
the winter season, and the least hardy subjects they contain 
protected against severe weather. 
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HERBACEOUS PLANTS of all hardier kinds may be 
divided and increased, or otherwise transplanted, during mild 
intervals; the more tender kinds are best treated in the 
spring. Desirable kinds include Anemone japonica (in variety), 
Bocconia cordata, Eri- 
geron speciosus super- 
bus, Helianthus multi- 
florum, Lychnis chal- 
cedonica flore pleno, 
Rudheckias, Spirea 
aruncus, Thalictrums,

WALL-TRAINED PLANTS.—Trim up, removing any long 
young growths that cannot be fastened in, and so preparing 
them for the ordeal of boisterous winds, matting over such 
plants as are subject to injury by frost, including Magnolia 
grandiflora, Passion Flowers, and the lke. 

SHRUBBERIES, neglected thus far, prune, clean, and 
lightly fork up; also finish autumn plantings. 

CHRYSANTHEMUMS, when finished flowering, cut 
down to within a foot of the ground and place in a-frame, 
to ensure that the prospective cuttings upon them grow short- 
jointed and vigorous. To secure large blooms or specimen 
plants another season, cuttings should be inserted late in the 
month, or early in the succeeding year. They will root 
readily in a greenhouse if a sheet of glass or a handlight is 
placed over them until they cease flagging.

dry off-for resting, and see that Tuberous Begonias, Gloriosas, 
Dahlias, &., are Rept dry in a minimum warmth of 50deg. 

HARDY FERNERIES AND ROCKERIES, the former 
in shady places, the latter in full sunshine. Stumps of trees, 
as well.as stones, suffice for the former, and there are a variety 
of stone and spar boulders suitable for the latter, Tho 
cheapast and most easily obtainable for both are run or over- 
burnt, brick clinkers. The sites for both should be deeply 
broker up, leaf mould to be intermixed with the ground 
elevation for the former, and rotten manure for the latter. 
Both Ferns and rockery plants are best bought in different 
varieties by the score or hundred. Superior forms: bifid- 
fronded, tasselled, &c., amongst Ferns, are numerous and some- 
what expensive, and should be bargained for with accustomed 
trade growers. All should be planted between now and the 
middle of February. 


. FERN CASES are desirable adjuncts to dwelling-house 
windows, or may be displayed upon tables in light parts of 
rooms, wherein many desirable greenhouse varieties may be 
successfully grown, one of the best of which is the filmy Irish 
Fern, Trichomanes radicans, which, once established, increases 
and lasts a lifetime. 


VIRGIN CORK, as a decorative rustic adjunct to plant 
houses, rockwork, baskets, frontages for window boxes, «&c., 
is not so generally taken advantage of as it deserves to be. 

It ig admirably adapted for covering blank walls and the 
roofs of structures, &¢., over which climbing plants can be 
trained, owing to the fact that it increases, if syringed, 
atmospheric moisture in summer, yet is markedly dry in 
winter. — 


WINDOW BOXES, which have such prominent and pleas- 
ing decorative effect upon outside window-sills, deserve to be 
more generally employed. Considering how long well-con- 
structed boxes last, they are reasonably priced compared with 
household  furni- 
ture in general. 
Both artistic tile-  g¢22i0in

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Such gardening accessories, whilst suitable for all windows, 
are more particularly desirable where forecourt gardens are 
small, or do not exist. Planted at proper dates for constant 
successional display—in the months of May and October re- 
spectively—they may be well and constantly furnished. 

For spring planting where the boxes occupy warm sunny 
aspects, Petunias are peculiarly suitable, withstanding, as 
they do, sunshine and aridity, provided their roots are well 
supplied with water. The large-flowered, parti-coloured forms 
are peculiarly attractive and smaller flowered; self-coloured 
ones, particularly the soft pinks, are chaste. Other summer 
flowering plants wnich succeed are Marguerites, but should

be planted as young plants, not out of small pots with their 
roots starved when in full flower; Zonal Pelargoniums 
(“Geraniums’’), in great variety (particularly the double- 
flowered), Lobelias, for edgings, &c. In autumn plant with 
Wallflowers, Silene, Garden Primroses, or dwarf evergreen 
shrubs. These are best procured in pots and the pots plunged 

in fibre or light soil. By this means they may be conserved 
for future planting to date, if removed from the boxes in May .. 
and the pots plunged out of doors. If spring-flowering bulbs ~* 
are desired, a shell box should be made of thin wood of such 
size that it will fall readily into the ornamental permanent 
box. This should be filled with rich soil in October, and 
planted thickly with ‘Hyacinths, Tulips, or Narcissi—adding, 

if desirable, an edging of Crocus, these plunged in ashes out of 
doors to a depth of two or three inches. When these bulbs 
are growing freely early in May, drop the shell into the per- 
manent window box. For shady north aspects boxes may be 
filled with hardy Ferns, with an edging of either Musk or 
Creeping Jenny. 


FRUIT GARDEN. 


PRUNING, now that the branches are bare, should be 
carried on assiduously during mild intervals until the work 
is finished. Where the proper summer pruning, or stopping 
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young shoots, has been carried out as regards trained trees, 
little remains to be done, and that little is to thin out spurs, 
by removal of the weakest, where the previously stopped 
clusters are too dense, and neatly shortening misplaced or dead 
snags. In far too many gardens pruned trees are permitted 
to form a wealth of young shoots each summer, which only 
receive the attention of cutting them back in winter indis- 
criminately. This causes them to continue wood-bearing with 
little or no fruit. In such instances, summer thinning—or the 
removal of the more weakly, denser young shoots, selecting 
sundry of the well-placed strong ones to remain; simply stop- 
ping their points in July—would correct matters. Even at the 
winter pruning the latter should be retained to, in a year or 
two, carry good crops of fruit. So long as cutting back all 
young wood severely is resorted to, trees will continue to 
produce gross, fruitless, successional young shoots. Large 
orchard trees must have such young adventitious shoots as 
form upon boles and the thicker parts of branches removed. 
Other branchlets, at the extremities of the timber, will be the 
fruiting ones, provided they are not permitted to become so 
dense as to make efficient bearing impossible, in which case 
cut out the useless brushwood and such as is unduly shaded 
existing in the centres of the trees. Encourage free growth at 
the extremities of the branches, because that in a year or two 
wil bear the largest fruit. Any twelve- to fifteen-year-old 
standard not fruiting well, will do so if you cut out here and 
there a weakly branch from apex to bole, and remove all 
shaded internal brushwood. Trees will be benefited when in 
bearing by mulchings of manure spread over their roots. 

PAINTING OR SMEARING trees subject to insect pests, 
moss, fungus, American blight, scale, &c., with a mixture of 
lime, clayey loam, or cow-dung, with a little soot and sulphur, 
is a beneficial practice applied before they commence growing, 
and, as far as the said blight is concerned, a wineglassful of 
paraffin may be stirred into each gallon. 

THE TRAINING OF TREES may be materially facili- 
tated by fixing strained wires to secure them to, both as 
regards wall, espalier, and cordon trees.

VEGETABLE DEPARTMENT, 


GROUND TRENCHING is of the highest importance, and 
indispensable where high culture is aimed at, in this as in all 
other departments. By means of it alone can the surface soil 
—<consisting of reasonable depth—be efficiently manured 
throughout and thoroughly broken up. It is only necessary 
—except when preparing new flower borders, Rose beds, 
shrubberies, fruit plantations, &c.—to trench the whole of the 
ground, at least such vegetable lands as are divided into 
quarters. As regards these last, a quarter, or portion of the 
ground only, is trenched each winter. By this means the 
whole is in due time operated upon. Usually, quarters set 
apart for the following summer crops, 7.e., Onions, long roots, 
or Peas, are selected, with the result that the land becomes in 
the best possible order for them. Besides manuring and break- 
ing up the ground unusually deep—causing deeper aération— 
the top soil is transposed with that which is below, bringing 
the latter more under the direct influence of the atmosphere, 
which is of vast importance. Trenching, in practice, may be 
done in several ways, but the following plan is most generally 
followed: At one end of the piece of ground open out a trench 
three feet wide and as deep as the surface soil. If the latter 
is very deep, a depth of three or four feet only may be exca- 
vated, but every succeeding trench must be the same depth. 
The soil taken out of this one trench has to be wheeled to the 
farthest end of the ground to fill in the last trench. Having 
a good supply of manure spread over the: ground to be 
operated on, put a portion into the trench, forking it into the 
bottom if the latter does not consist of clay. Then measure 
and dig out a succeeding trench, filling the first made with the 
soil, adding here and there more manure as the filling-in 
proceeds, and so continue, trench following trench, until the 
space of ground is all done. . 
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BASTARD TRENCHING, practised by some, is taking 
out a shallower trench and proceeding in the same way as 
ground trenching. Usually, a good deep spit of soil only is dug 
out, and then the “crumbs,” or loosened soil, are shovelled out, 
this giving the depth of the first and subsequent trenches. 

RIDGING is a good practice, followed with fallow grounds 
in autumn. I+ is known as ridge-dug. In digging, which 
should be done deeply—keeping the handle of the spade up- 
right, instead of making an even surface—pack the soil up in 
ridges or close ranges of parallel elevations, their sections to 
be equilateral triangles. y this means two-thirds more sur- 
face will be exposed to the elements, the ridges only requiring 
to be levelled with a fork before sowing or planting. 

CROPPING is usually nil at this season, though some make 
venturesome sowings of Peas, Radishes, and Short Horn Carrots 
on sunny aspects, 

HOEING AMONGST WINTER CROPS is advised dur- 
ing mild dry weather once or twice during the winter season, 
to assure the benefits explained in previous months. 

FORCE successional Rhubarb, Seakale, and Chicory. 

PROTECT Endive, Lettuce, Parsley, Cauliflower seedlings, 
&c., by means of glass protectors previously referred to, plac- 
ing over the protectors a covering of light litter or mats if 
frost is very severe. Under similar conditions place litter 
over the leaves of moulded Celery. See that Potatoes and 
other roots are effectually protected during intense frosts of 
some duration, which are capable of penetrating the walls and 
woodwork of outbuildings. 

GROUND WORK must not be attempted when the surface 
soil becomes so plastic during wet weather as to adhere to 
shoes and tools, nor when snow of appreciable depth lies upcen 
the ground. me ae

I am thinking of building a small greenhouse, say 5 by 7, and 
shall be glad of your advice in the matter. I enclose a rough sketch 
of the garden : which would be best—a span-roof in position 2, or 
a lean-to in position 1? Also say the height in the centre and at 
the sides, and if the roof should be brought level with the staging, 
or side lights between the staging and roof. I should be glad of 
any other hints. I do not propose to heat the house.—A., Hornsey. 

(So far as aspect goes, it is immaterial which position you choose, as 
both would get about an equal amount of sun, unless the lean-to were 
so near the dwelling as to be shaded by it during the afternoon. This we 
cannot gather from your sketch, as the distances are not indicated. How- 
ever, we should prefer a span-roof at the end of the garden to a lean-to at 
the side. Are you proposing to build it yourself? If so, it is doubtful 
whether you will act wisely, unless you are experienced in the work. You 
will probably find it cost more, and give you less satisfaction, than if you 
purchase one of the small structures advertised by Messrs. Cooper. 

hese are cheap, and serve their purpose admirably. They are easily put 
together with screws, and. if resting on a row of loose bricks, are tenant’s 
right fixtures, A house 7 by 6 feet (we presume this is what you mean) 
might be 7 feet hi to the ridge, and 4 feet to the eaves, having the 
stage about a foot below these. It could be boarded to the eaves. 
If you could have it 2 feet longer and a foot wider, with the same 
height to the ridge and eaves, you would have a very nice and useful 
house. Of course, it would not be of much use in winter unless heated. j—

The keeping of poultry, which has greatly increased of 
recent years, continues to make steady progress in all parts 
of the kingdom. There are still numbers of people with room 
for a few hens in a back garden, or with plenty of space at 
their disposal, who would find it advantageous to take to 
poultry culture. It is such a luxury to have really new-laid 
eggs, or a chicken for the table, of one’s own growing. A 
good deal of attention, too, is being devoted to poultry farm- 
ing, and to keeping fowls in sufficient numbers to add con- 
siderably to the means of livelihood. 


HOUSES.—One of the first essentials to profitable poultry- 
keeping is a suitable house. Excellent houses are made at 
most moderate prices for large or small quantities of all breeds 
of fowl. The amateur who is going to have half a dozen hens 
in his back yard will find our lean-to houses just the thing for 
him. Placed against a wall facing south or south-east, the 
house, No. 70, makes a most snug and comfortable abode. If 
the ground inside is rammed tight, raised a couple of inches 
above the surrounding soil, and a few sifted ashes thrown on 
the top, it will always be dry and easily cleaned. 

Another most useful lean-to house, especially where space is 
very limited, is No. 73. It is fitted with sliding shutter, and has 
a raised floor, under which the fowls can shelter in wet or windy 
weather. Wire runs of various sizes are made to go with this 
house. A house which is in great request, and of which we sell 
thousands, is the “Favourite Poultry House,’’ No. 71. It is 
made in sections that screw together. There is a window at one 
end, and a raised floor 2ft. from the ground. 

Our improved span-roof poultry house, No. 110, is strongly 
recommended where-a lean-to house is not required. Jor keep- 
ing the fowls dry in all weathers our house, No. 111, is in- 
valuable. The whole run is covered with a weather-board roof, 
and the bottom part of the front and sides is boarded up. 
This allows of some loose straw, or chaff, being thrown in the 
run, affording exercise for the birds in scratching for any 
grain that is scattered about. A specially convenient house 
is “The Gem.” It is a double house, enabling two breeds to 
be kept apart, yet under the same roof. There are many 
other houses to meet all possible requirements, including lean-to 
poultry houses with corn,room and run, portable houses, and 
span-roof houses on wheels. 


THE STOCK.—When the house has been decided upon, and 
purchased, the fowls must be obtained. Although there is 
still a prejudice in some rural districts in favour of mongrels, 
there are so many useful and free-laying pure breeds that a 
beginner should make a start with some recognised variety.

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If he selects mongrels he cannot know beforehand whether 
the hens will lay large or small eggs, whether the eggs will 
be white or brown, or whether the birds will be prolific or 
poor layers. He cannot tell if the mongrels will stand confine- 
ment well, or the class of chickens that will be produced. The 
eggs, moreover, will only be of value for eating, and the 
cockerels will sell solely for killing prices, being of no use for 
stock purposes. 

If pure breeds are kept, the characteristics are at once 
known. One can be chosen suited for a confined run, or for 
a free and exposed situation; to lay either white or brown 
eggs, to be a non-sitter or broody, and to produce free-laying 
pullets or good table chickens. And the eggs of pure breeds 
can be disposed of in the spring for hatching, if desired, at 
from 8s. 6d. to 10s. 6d. a sitting, according to the quality of 
the birds. Our egg boxes, No. 174, with separate compart- 
ments for each egg and movable partitions, enable sittings of 
egos to be sent safely all over the kingdom.

AGE OF STOCK.—To attain success it is necessary that 
the fowls should be young. Old hens lay but few eggs, and 
those only at a time of year when eggs are plentiful, and of 
least value. Pullets in their first season are most prolific. 
In their second season hens ought to lay enough eggs to be 
profitable. But when they cease laying as they are about to 
moult—that is, when they are two and a half years old—they 
should be killed, or got rid of for whatever they will fetch. 
Tf valuable for her good looks, or for having produced high- 
class chickens, a hen should, of course, be kept longer. 

_If eggs are required only for eating, and not for hatching, no 

cock bird is necessary. But if it is wished to rear chickens, the 
male bird should be either a two-year-old running with pullets, 
or a cockerel mated with second-season hens. If it can he 
avoided, it is better not to mate a cockerel with pullets. The 
progeny seldom fledge well, and there are usually a large per- 
centage of cockerels among the chicks. 


EGG AVERAGE.—From a few of the statistics that are 
recorded of the laying powers of hens, the novice will be able to 
know if his hens are producing as many eggs as they ought, and 
whether he is treating them satisfactorily. During a twelve 
months’ laying competition, promoted by the Utility Poultry 
Club, the first-prize pen of White Wyandottes laid 904 eggs, 
or an average for the six pullets in the pen of 166 eggs each. 
~The second-prize pen averaged 165 eggs, and the third-prize

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pen 158 eggs. The Irish Board of Agriculture obtained records 
for the year 1908 from 125 flocks, representing over 5,000 hens. 
The general average of all these was 120 eggs per hen per 
annum. ‘The averages at the Utility Poultry Club competition 
were from selected hens, and can hardly be expected to be 
realised by the ordinary amateur. But an average of 130 eggs 
per hen is frequently attained, and ought to be within the 
reach of all. 


FERTILISING THE EGGS.—When eggs are required for 
incubation it is sometimes important to be able to know how 
soon after mating the eggs can be used. In the United States 
some experiments were made with Leghorns to ascertain this. 
After the male was introduced to the hens it was found that 
on the second day two eggs out of eighteen were fertile; on 
the third day twelve out of twenty-four; and on the sixth day 
nineteen out of twenty-four. On the eighth day eighteen were 
fertile out of twenty. This proves that eggs may safely be used 
for hatching within a week of mating. 


FOOD.—One of the first maxims tc be strictly followed in 
poultry keeping is never to overfeed the fowls. They should 
always leave off after a meal slightly hungry. Directly they 
begin to pick and choose, that particular feed should be brought 
to an end. When fowls are kept in confinement they should 
have one meal of soft food at least three times a week. This 
is better if given for breakfast, as it is sooner digested than 
hard grain. The soft food can consist either of pea-meal and 
middlings, biscuit meal and middlings, or maize meal and 
middlings, mixed crumbly, and not wet, with hot water. One 
of these mixtures one day, and another the next. Only a small 
feed must be given—as much as they can eat eagerly and no 
more. If they eat a full meal at this time they will sit about 
afterwards and take no exercise. 

About eleven o’clock a handful or two of grain—such as oats 
or wheat—should be thrown about the run. If there is some 
loose straw, or dead leaves, in the run, the grain must be well 
scattered, so that the fowls can find employment in scratching 
for it. About one o’clock, if the fowls are in a small run, they 
must have some cut grass or cabbage. If the latter is given, 
the cabbage should be tied up to hang a couple of feet from the 
ground, so that the fowls have to jump for it. If green food 
‘cannot easily be obtained, a swede or a turnip or two cut in 
half will answer the purpose. 

It is important that poultry in a confined run should be 
supplied with some animal food. They should, therefore, have 
some meat scraps from the house, or some fresh cut bone, at 
least three times a week. This can be given at midday—not 
more than half an ounce of the cut bone to each hen. Atty

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roosting time some grain must be given; white oats, or wheat, 
or maize. Only ie kind of grain at a time, not a mixture. On 
the mornings when the fowls do not have soft food they can 
have oats, wheat, or peas. Grit must always be within reach, 

Fresh, clean water must be given at least once a day, placed 
out of reach of the sun’s rays, and where snow cannot fall into 
it. In the summer the soft food need only be given about twice 
a week. Maize had better be discontinued then. During warm 
weather many hens will take a rest from laying. To start them 
again, also to bring them on to lay after moulting, and to 
induce pullets to commence, as well as to keep the stock in 
grand condition, our egg producer should be used. A well- 
known tonic for occasional use is the “ Douglas Mixture,” made 
by dissolving a quarter of a pound of sulphate of iron and half 
an ounce of sulphuric acid in a gallon of water. A teaspoonful 
of the solution can be added to each pint of the fowls’ drinking 
water four or five days running, and then stopped for a time. 
This tonic must be given in earthenware and not in metal 
vessels. 


HATCHING.—Eges that are intended for hatching must 
be of normal size and shape. Specially large ones should be 
avoided, as well as those that are palpably thin shelled and 
misshapen in any way. If the eggs are to be hatched by a hen, 
they can be kept for a fortnight or three weeks without fertility 
being impaired. There are many instances of eggs having 
hatched freely when they have been laid a month before incuba- 
tion commenced. None the less, the fresher the eggs the 
better. If an incubator is to be used, the eggs must not have 
been laid for more than a week. 

In some country places it is thought that the sex of eggs can 
be foretold before incubation. The shape of the egg is believed 


_to show whether a cockerel or pullet will be produced. Pointed 


eggs are credited with containing cockerels, and rounder eggs 
pullets. No reliance is to be placed on this theory. Most 


- pullets when they commence to lay produce slightly pointed 


eggs. Hasly in the season more cockerels are hatched than. 


later on. Herce the pointed-egg idea. The position of the air 
cell at the larger end of the egg is also supposed to indicate 
the sex. This, however, is fallacious. 


THE SITTING HEN.—A hen can be known to be broody, 
or ready to incubate, when she remains in the nest day and 
night, coming off only for a few minutes to feed, and clucking 
and screaming when touched. Before the eggs that she is to 
hatch are entrusted to her, she must be placed in the nest-box 
for two or three days, to accustom her to her surroundings.

The bottom is hollowed in order 
that the natural shape of the nest may be preserved. It is 
made of fine meshed galvanised wire netting, proof against 
rats. 

Our range of hatching-boxes and runs, No. 126, is most use- 
ful in preventing the hens straying when off the nest for feed- 
ing. The tops of the runs are hinged to open, enabling food to 
be put in, or the hen easily caught. A little fine hay should 
be put in the nest, and patted down with the hand. The best 
time to sit a hen is at dusk. She is less likely to be wild, or 
dash off the nest then. The number of eggs must depend on 
the size of the hen and the time of year. In cold weather it 
is as well not to give more eggs than the hen can comfortably 
cover. The number can be varied from nine to fifteen. 

Before the eggs are given to the hen the nest must be well 
dusted with an insect powder. This helps to keep her free from 
insect vermin. The eggs can be placed one or two at a time in 
the nest, just in front of the hen, so that she can see them. 
She will then tuck them underneath her, one by one, with her 
beak. The hen need not be taken off the eggs on the first day. 
If she does not come off to feed on the second day, when the lid 
of the hatching-box is dropped, she must be gently lifted out, 
care being taken not to remove any of the eggs with her. From 
ten to twenty minutes is the time she should be absent, accord- 
ing to the weather. If the hen has not gone on the eggs again 
of her own accord, she must quietly be induced to do so. 

The period of incubation is twenty-one days. The best food 
for sitting hens is either maize, wheat, or barley, and fresh, 
clean water. Some dry ashes or sand must be provided near 
the nest-box, in which the hen can have a dust-bath after feed- 
ing. The ashes should have some of our Disinfectas mixed with 
them. 


TESTING THE EGGS._—TIf several hens commence to sit on 
the same day, it is advantageous to test the eggs, so that any 
unfertiles can be removed. To test the eggs, each egg should 
be taken from under the hen and placed in one of our egg- 
testers. An unfertile egg will appear clear, as if just laid. 
One containing a chicken will show a circular spot floating at 
the top of the egg when held sideways, the top being sur- 
rounded by a clouded substance, showing blood vessels. And an 
addled egg looks turgid and darkish, with no sign of blood 
vessels. Some experienced poultry-keepers can correctly test 
the eggs when they have been incubated four days; but a 
beginner had better not attempt testing before eight days.

When they have been taken away there will probably 
not be enough eggs remaining to employ all the hens. The 
surplus hens can then be put in a coop, and broken of their 
desire to sit. 


THE CHICKENS.—On the nineteenth or twentieth day 
after sitting commenced, the eggs, if all has gone well, will 
begin to chip, and the young birds can be heard. After they 
are out of the shell the chicks will not require food for twenty- 
four hours. The hand can be put gently under the hen to in- 
vestigate. If some of the eggs are still unhatched, yet are 
chipped and contain live chicks, and if the hen is restless, the 
young birds should be taken away in a basket containing some 
warm flannel, and placed near a fire. These can be returned to 
the hen when the remaining chicks are hatched out. The hen 
should have a feed of grain while she is on the nest. The next 
step is to put her in a coop facing south, and when she has 
settled down the chicks can be given her. We make a variety of 
excellent coops suitable for all breeds of chickens. There is

A most useful form of coop, where there is plenty of space, is 
our coop and run on wheels, No. 1384. This can be moved from 
place to place, and, having a floor, is vermin-proof. We make 
chicken coops of many descriptions with fitted runs; some with 
boarded roofs to the runs, with the tops hinged to lift up;

Many different ways of feeding young chickens are advocated. 
The old method, and one by which millions of chicks have been 
reared, is to give chopped-up hard-boiled egg and breadcrumbs 
for the first three days at least five times a day, followed by 
some chicken groats in the evening. At the end of three days 
the egg food is discontinued. The chicks then have equal parts 
of ground oats and middlings, mixed crumbly with warm water, 
with a feed of bruised wheat in the evening. If there is no 
access to grass they must have some finely-chopped lettuce, 

dandelion, or onions, 

The method followed by some people is to give egg and bread- 
crumbs only for one day; then to give nothing but dry food for 
a month. Various mixtures of grain are used for the dry food. 
The Board of Agriculture has issued a leaflet suggesting that

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items. When the chicks are a month old they are gradually to 
be taught to eat soft food. 

There is little doubt that the dry food method prevents diar- 
rhea, often a trouble with chicks. The dry food can be bought 
ready for use at most corn dealers. A good supply of grit must 
be within reach of the chicks, such as road scrapings or fine 
gravel, or coal ashes. The food for the chickens should not be 
thrown on the ground to be trampled on and made dirty. It 
should be given in our feeding troughs. These are made of 
zinc, with a guard to prevent the little birds standing on the 
food. The guard is removable for cleaning. The advisability 
of supplying water for the young chickens to drink has been 
questioned. It has been stated that water induces gapes, diar- 
rhea, and other ailments. But the chicks love it, and if dry 
food is used it is essential that water be given. Our drinking 
fountains for chicks always maintain a fresh supply of water, 
and can be easily filled and cleaned. 


ARTIFICIAL INCUBATION.—Where there are a fair 
number of fowls, and chicken rearing is carried on, artificial 
incubation is of great assistance. The advantages of this form 
of hatching are many. The difficulty in obtaining broody hens 
early in the season; the trouble of taking the hens off the nest 
daily, and seeing that they go on again; the risk of broken 
eggs, and of trampled on chickens; these, and many other 
annoyances, are avoided by using incubators. 

Our Peripage patent incubator has been before the public for 
years. It continues to make friends wherever used. It is abso- 
lutely reliable, is simple to work, will hatch every possible egg, 
and is absurdly cheap. It has received the highest awards in 
incubator competitions, it is economical in use, and will jast for 
years. Full and easily understood instructions are sent with 
each machine. It is important that the incubator be set quite 
level. A suitable place to locate it is a cellar, if fairly dry and 
ventilated; or any ordinary room will do, if in a quiet place, 
where there will be no jars or banging of doors, no draught, and 
if the floor is firm. 

The eggs to be incubated must not be more than a week old. 
The machine must be started two or three days before the eggs 
are put in, in order that it may be seen how to maintain the 
desired temperature. And if the first batch of eggs does not 
hatch as well as could be wished, the fault will not be in the 
machine, but in the operator, who has probably not followed the 
directions correctly. 

ARTIFICIAL REARING.—When the chicks have been 
hatched in an incubator they are usually reared in a foster- 
mother.

use all the year round. It is airy in summer, yet will keep 
the chicks warm in the coldest weather. It is weather-proof, 
and well and strongly made, and there are no corners for the’ 
chicks to be crushed in. . 

As soon as the chickens are settled in the rearer some egg food 
should be given them. They can be fed in all respects in the 
same manner as the chicks reared under a hen. Dry food is 
more useful in the rearer than when a hen ts bringing up the 
chicks. It can be sprinkled in the dry earth, or other litter, to 
encourags the youngsters to scratch; and this can be done with- 
out the grain being consumed at once by the hen. Green food 
is even more necessary to artificially hatched chicks than to 
- others. The meals must be given at regular intervals. An im- 
portant matter is not to overcrowd the foster-mother, or to at- 
tempt to use a smaller size than will hold the chickens comfort- 
ably as they grow. 

The usual temperature to begin with in rearers is 90deg. By 
the end of a week this is reduced to 80deg, and gradually to 
70deg. But these temperatures will depend a good deal on the 
time of the year and the outside atmosphere. The best way 
to tell if the temperature is as it should be is to notice the 
behaviour of the chickens. If they are quiet and scattered over 
the floor of the sleeping chamber, things are going well. But _ 
if they are crowding towards the hottest part and are restless 
and make a noise, more heat is required. If the temperature 
is too high some of the little birds will be panting and looking 
exhausted. 

After the chickens have left their mother, or have done with 
the rearer, they must not be allowed to perch too soon. Crooked 
breast-bones are considered to be caused by the young birds 
perching when young. Our cockerel houses are very useful as 
sleeping places for chickens until they are old enough to roost 
with the older birds. 


TABLE POULTRY.—When the chickens are between three 
and four months old is a good age to commence to prepare them 
for the table. There are many breeds suitable for the table 
and for fattening. The Dorking is unequalled; the Orpingtons 
are good, and so also are Houdans, Plymouth Rocks, Faverolles, 
Game, Indian Game, and Wyandottes. All these fowls, and 
their crosses, are worth fattening when they are intended for 
killing. The term “fatted” does not mean loaded with fat; 
only that the quality of the flesh is to be improved and made 
tender, and the quantity of the meat increased.

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The drawer can be taken out for cleaning as often as required. 
The birds are put in and taken out at the top, which is hinged. 
A feeding trough runs along the front of the pen. 

The food consists of ground oats, barley meal, or maize meal. 
Ground oats mixed with skim milk give the best results. The 
meal is given in a semi-fluid state for the first week, placed in 
the trough. At the end of a week the meal is made thicker, and 
some beef or mutton fat is added. Fat helps to finish the birds 
off, and gives tenderness to the flesh. No whole grain is neces- 
sary, though some fatteners give boiled barley as the last feed 
of the day. Three meals a day are generally given. Some grit 
is placed in a separate vessel. Boiled nettles, or other green 
food, are allowed three times a week. 

The process does not take so long in the spring as later in the 
year; but in three weeks the chickens ought to be ready for 
eating. Some chickens will not fatten at all. If a bird declines 
to feed at first, it is turned out of the pen for a day, and then 
tried again. 


KILLING.—Fowls should be left for twenty-four hours with- 
out food before they are killed. If any food remains undigested 
in the crop, the whole body quickly decomposes. The most 
humane way to kill a fowl is to wring the neck. This is the 
method employed by poulterers. If possible it is advisable to 
have a practical illustration, although it is not difficult. The 
operation is performed by placing the bird across the knees, 
breast downwards, with the head and neck hanging over. The 
head of the fowl is taken in the right hand, the legs in the 
left. The neck is then quickly extended, and the head jerked 
back with some force. By this means the neck should be dislo- 
cated just below the junction with the head. If it is found 
impossible to dislocate the neck, a painless way of killing the 
fowl] is to tie the legs, and stick it with a small and sharp knife 
in the jugular vein behind the ear. 

The feathers come out more easily if the plucking is done 
while the bird is warm. When this is finished—the short quills 
as well as the feathers having been removed—the fowl] is ready 
for “shaping.” There are several methods of shaping. That 
adopted with the. celebrated Surrey fowls is to tie the legs 
loosely together, and place the birds in the shaping trough, 
breast downwards, with the head and neck hanging over the 
front. The shaping troughs are made like shelves, about ldin. 
apart. The shelves are sloped so as to be lin. lower at the 
back; they are 6in. wide. The fowls are placed tightly to- 
gether in the shelves, the sterns pressed well back. At the end 
of six hours they look more compact and meaty.

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petition. Not only is it a most interesting and pleasing pur- 
suit, but if the birds are successful a greater value is attached 
to their eggs and to their progeny. When commencing the 
novice must first learn thoroughly the points of the breed he 
selects. Then he must make himself acquainted with a few of 
the general principles of breeding, which the experience of 
fanciers has proved to be correct, 

A fact to be specially noted is that while the quality of a 
hen only affects her own chickens, the quality of the male bird 
affects the chickens from every hen in the same pen with him. 
In breeding for size it is necessary that the hen should be large, 
as in this respect the influence of the mother predominates. 
The hen also has most influence over the general structure and 
Shape, though this does not affect the cockerels as much as the 
pullets. The chickens of each sex have a tendency to inherit 
the properties of the ancestors of that sex. It is therefore 
important to know how the stock birds have been bred. 

- With regard to external points, such as colour or comb, the 
male parent has usually the greatest influence. It would be 
of little use to breed from a cock bird having an imperfect comb, 
as many of his progeny would probably be defective in that 
point. 

If the stock is sound and healthy it will be found advan- 
tageous, and, indeed, necessary, to inbreed to some extent. 
However good the stock birds may be, unless they are related 
in some measure, the probability is that their chickens will not 
be as handsome as their parents. So there need be no hesitation 
in mating the father with his own daughters, or cockerels to 
their mother. Fertility in the offspring will not be affected, 
yet good looks will be improved. As the beginner gains ex- 
perience he will find other rules and principles to guide him 
in producing exhibition birds, : 

EXHIBITING.—It is a good thing for a beginner, when he 
thinks he has bred a high-class bird, to send it to a show where 
he can have the opinion of a judge, and be able to compare his 
fowl with others. He must not send a bird that has any promi- 
nent fault.- However good it may be in other respects, it is not 
likely to win. About three weeks before a show the fowl should 
be specially attended to. Hens or pullets must be kept apart 
from the male, or the plumage will be damaged. A cock or 
cockerel should be separated from the hens for at least a fort- 
might. If he is allowed a couple of hens with him for two or 
three days before the show, it will brighten him up and make 
him look lively and vigorous. 

Be careful to give the bird shelter from cold winds and rain. 
The diet can be altered somewhat. The morning feed can be 
cooked meal and bran, with which some linseed is occasionally

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mixed. At noon some cooked meat and chopped onions, cab- 
bage, or other vegetables; and at night whole grain—either 
good wheat, oats, or maize. Now and then a little chopped-up - 
raw meat will do good. Some of the sulphate of iron tonic will 
help to redden the comb and face. Grit must be within reach. 
Game and other hard-feathered birds are better for a handful 
or two of maple peas daily. 

Some practice is required to wash a fowl well; but this is 
only necessary with light or white plumaged birds. The head, 
face, feet, and legs want attention. The feet and legs must be 
cleaned with a damp cloth or sponge. The scales on the legs 
must be scrubbed with a small nailbrush, the head and face 
gently brushed with a soft toothbrush that is first rubbed on a 
piece of soap. When this has been done, the lather is removed 
with a sponge damped with warm water. The face and head 
are then rubbed with the sponge, moistened with a mixture of 
oil and glycerine. Any superfluous oil must be carefully re- 
moved. Broken or bent small feathers should be taken away. 
The whole body must afterwards be rubbed over with a silk 
handkerchief. 


GENERAL HINTS.—When the hens are laying freely in the 
spring and summer, and prices are at their lowest, it is some- 
times advisable to preserve eggs for use in the following winter. 
The most successful method is to preserve them in water-glass. 
This can be bought from many chemists and grocers. The mode 
of using is first to boil the water so as to destroy all germs, and 
then allow it to cool. Next, add by measure one part of water- 
glass to ten parts of water, and partly fill the vessels in 
which the eggs are to be preserved. Put the eggs into the liquid 
the day after they are collected, washing clean any that are 
dirty. The topmost layer of eggs in the jar, or other vessel 
that is used, must be well covered by the liquid. The water 
must be cooled to the temperature of the air before the water- 
glass is mixed with it. 

The oldest method used, and one that is largely in vogue all 
over the kingdom, is treating the eggs with lime-water. A pint 
of unslaked lime is added to a gallon Of water. This is boiled, 
then well stirred, and when cold the clear water is poured into 
earthenware jars, into which the eggs are packed in layers. The 
jars are covered over and put in a cool place. A little fresh 
water is added from time to time, so that all the eggs are under 
water. 

Brown eggs are as common nowadays as white eggs, yet the 
supposed superiority of the former is still believed in; so much 
so, that in some neighbourhoods brown eggs sell more readily 

~ and realise slightly higher prices than the others. It is diffi- 
cult to conceive how the colour of the shell can possibly affect

the quality of the contents. This is governed by the nature of 
the food eaten by the hen, and by the way the hen is managed. 
It is not unusual for artificial means to be employed to turn 
white eggs brown. The colouring of eggs artificially is not a 
recent discovery. The shells, after all, are not eaten by human 
beings. The poultry-keeper, therefore, if he prefers brown 
shells, can satisfy his taste by keeping a breed such as the 
Minorea, which lays large white eggs, and staining some of the 
eggs any shade of brown that he wishes, by dipping them in tea 
or coffee, or a little permanganate of potash. 

One of the most important matters in successful poultry keep- 
ing is never to overfeed the fowls; always to stop giving food 
directly they begin to hesitate and cease eating eagerly. And 
another most important detail is never to overerowd. These are 
the two chief stumbling-blocks of amateurs. More eggs will 
be laid by six hens with space enough, than by two dozen 
crowded and cramped. . 

Regular feeding is of much importance. Fowls will not 
thrive if they have no food for a number of hours, and then a 
double quantity to make it up. Grain should never be left lying 
about on the ground. That is a sure sign that the fowls are 
overfed, besides the fact that profit is diminished by the waste 
of food» The feed of warm meal in the morning in cold 
weather is one of the greatest incentives to winter laying, 
though it is often neglected, and cold, hard grain given instead. 

Broody hens, valuable as they are in the beginning of the 
year, are a great nuisance in the summer. When they are not 
wanted for hatching purposes, they should be taken off the nest 
_ directly they are seen there after the fowls have gone to roost, 
and put in a coop in a light place. If kept in this, and given 
a moderate supply of grain, some green food, and water, they 
will get over their broodiness in four or five days, and shortly 
commence to Jay again. 

While the hen is sitting it sometimes happens that she re- 
mains off the nest until the eggs are cold. It does not follow as 
a matter of course that in such circumstances the eggs will 
not hatch. There have been many accounts of satisfactory 

hatches when the hen has been allowed to continue sitting on 
the chilled eggs. Another matter of importance is that of 
assisting the chick when it cannot make its way out of the shell. 
If the egg is chipped and the beak can be seen, help can be given 
by gently picking away the shell at the chipped end with the 
finger-nail. Care must be taken to avoid drawing blood. After 
a smail quantity of the shell has been removed the egg must be 
put back under the hen. In three or four hours’ time, if it has 
not hatched out, the process can be repeated. After that the

ANCONAS.—Free layers of white eggs, of not large size. 
There are both single and rosecombed Anconas, black in plum- 
age, with each feather tipped with white. They mature quickly, 
are rather wild, and are non-sitters. 

ANDALUSIANS.—Very handsome, slaty-blue plumaged 
fowls, laying very large white eggs. Are suitable for the small 
poultry-keeper, or for a free range. The chickens do not come 
very true to colour. Non-sitters. 

ASEELS.—An old breed, celebrated for its indomitable 
courage. It is heavier for its apparent size than any other fowl. 
The hen is a poor layer, and very quarrelsome. Aseels are not 
generally kept. Sitters. 

BANTAMS.—The attractiveness of these little fowls consists 
more in their beauty than in any economic value. Most of the 
large breeds of fowl are reproduced in miniature amongst the 
Bantams.

BRAHMAS.—TLarge, handsome, useful fowls, holding their 
own well in public esteem, notwithstanding the strong competi- 
tion with more modern breeds. The Light and the Dark 
Brahmas should both weigh upwards of 12lb. for cock birds, and 
not less than 91b, for hens. They are excellent winter layers 
of rich brown eggs. In the summer they are apt to often become 
broody. Their weight prevents flying, so that a low fence will 
confine them. They cross well with many other breeds, espe- 
cially for table purposes. 

COCHINS.—Unequalled for massive beauty. They, like the 
Brahmas, can be kept without any fear of their flying over a 
low fence. They are wonderfully placid and tame. ‘The eggs 
are deep brown, and not very large. Cochins are good winter 
layers and energetic sitters. : 

CREVECCEURS, — Large black French fowls, with two 
horned, V-shaped comb, large crest, and face muffled.

‘Like most of the poultry that have come to us from France, the 
Faverolle is a fine table bird. It is very hardy, is a free layer 
of eggs that are mostly light brown, will stand confinement well, 
and is eminently suited both for the small poultry-keeper and 
for the man who has a large flock.

LANGSHANS.—Of the large breeds the Langshans are 
among the most valuable. There are two types, exhibited as 
Croad Langshans and Langshans.

RHODE ISLAND REDS.—American fowls, known for a 
good many years. Not having been bred with any care the 
chickens did not come true.

SOME USEFUL CROSSES.—Considering the number of 
hardy and free-laying pure breeds, it seems scarcely neces- 
sary to use cross-breeds. However, there is little doubt that a 
first cross between two pure breeds promotes: strength and 

- quick maturing. A favourite cross is that from a short-legged 
Dorking cock and a Light Brahma hen. The produce lay large 
eggs of various shades, and are fine table fowls.

MOULTING.—Some fowls drop their feathers with little 
trouble. These generally turn out to be good winter layers. 
Those that are slow in moulting, and appear weak in health, are 
not likely to be of any use as layers during the ensuing winter. 
Non-sitting breeds moult rather more slowly than others. The 
fowls must have access to shelter, so as not to be exposed to 
wet when shedding their plumage. | 

Before they begin to moult it is advisable to let them get 
slightly below their usual condition. The quantity of food 
should be reduced and they should have plenty of green

house where they roost cool and feeding as usual without any 
sudden change of diet. Cocks must be separated from hens 
when the moult is on, otherwise they will probably illtreat them. 


DISEASES.—COLD—The symptoms are running from the 
eyes and nostrils, sometimes swelling of the face, and loss of 
appetite. Roup often follows. The cause is exposure to rain, 
cold winds, or draught. Keep the patient in a fairly warm 
place, and give eight drops of sweet spirit of nitre in a little 
milk twice a day. For food, some barley-meal mixed stiffly, and 
a little raw meat; with whole grain for supper. 


COMB, DISEASES OF.—White comb is known by a scurfy 
appearance like flour, which often spreads over the head, some- 
times with loss of feathers. It may be caused by insufficient 
green food, overcrowding, or dirty condition. Apply carbolised 
vaseline and give some Epsom salts—a good pinch put dry over 
the tongue every other day for ten days. Large-combed fowls 
are occasionally affected by hard frost, the comb first turning 
pale and then black. A remedy is to rub the comb with 
compound turpentine liniment. 


-CRAMP.—A complaint to which young chickens are liable, 
especially if they do not have access to loose earth in which to 
scratch. Our Cramp Cure is a sure remedy, particularly when 
the little birds are allowed some dry earth or sifted ashes to 
scratch and exercise in. 


CROP BINDING is known by a distended crop from which 
nothing can pass out. The cause is irregular feeding and the 
fowl gorging itself and drinking a quantity of water; or the 
collection of food round a stone or a feather that the bird has 
swallowed. The contents of the crop must be gently worked 
about by the hand, and a teaspoonful of sweet oil poured down 
the throat. This should be done three or four times a day. If 
net successful, the crop must be opened and the contents re- 
moved, the cyop being afterwards sewn up. The patient must 
be fed on soft food. | 


DIARRHGEA, — Induced by stale green food, sour soft food, 


sudden change of diet, &c. It may be stopped by feeding on 
rather drily mixed barley-meal, and boiled rice sprinkled with 


powdered chalk. Green food should be stopped until the fowl is 


veell. 


_ EGG-BOUND.—This is usually caused by an exceptionally 

large egg which the hen is unable to pass. She will visit the 

nest and come out without having laid and with drooping wings 

and tail depressed. The hen must be caught and held so that a 

teaspoonful of sweet oil can be poured into the vent, then 

returned to the nest.

hour, the hen must be held with the vent over a jug of very 
hot water. This usually results in the passing of the egg. 


EGG-EATING HENS.—TIf only one or two hens are known 
to have acquired this vice, it is advisable to kill them. If it 
has spread to all the hens, it may sometimes be stopped by 
removing the contents of one or two eggs and refilling them with 
mustard and snuff and placing them in the nest. Repeated 
daily for a week or so this may be successful. 


FEATHER EATING.—The cause of this habit is not cer- 
tain. It is supposed to be induced by insufficient green food, 
insect vermin, or want of animal food. When once the vice 
is thoroughly established it is incurable. The fowls that are 
being plucked should have the plumage saturated with Jeyes’ 
Fluid, mixed with twice the quantity of water. Some flowers 
of sulphur should be added to the soft food, and twice a week 
enough Epsom salts to make the drinking water taste, 


GAPES.—A very fatal complaint amongst chickens when 
between three and eight weeks old. It can be known by the 
little birds sneezing at first and afterwards by their gasping 
and “gaping” for breath. The cause is the presence in the 
windpipe of small red worms. Many preparations for the cure 
of gapes are advertised. A cure can sometimes be made by 
putting the affected chickens into a box, puffing smoke from a 
tobacco pipe into the box, and keeping the chickens in the box 
until they begin to stagger. Two or three applications of the 
smoke will be sufficient, on different days. A small piece of 
camphor—about the size of a tare—pushed down the throat will 
sometimes cure. 


PARASITES.—These can be kept in check by sprinkling our 
Disinfectas in the house and run and by the free* use of our 
Insect Powder. 


ROUP.— When the running at the nostrils and eyes which 
occurs in an ordinary cold becomes thicker and smells offen- 
sively, the bird probably has roup. The sufferer must at once 
be isolated, as the disease will otherwise quickly spread. Tho 
face and nostrils must be bathed three or four times daily, and 
the mouth washed with a lotion made of a quarter of an ounce 
of sulphate of copper dissolved in a pint of water. In addition 
to this our Roup Pills must be given. The food should consist 
of barley-meal or oatmeal, mixed with milk, to which some 
minced raw meat is added, When recovering, our Egg Pro- 
ducer will be found valuable-in restoring strength and vigour. 

SOFT EGGS are caused by overfeeding; insufficient shell- 
forming material, or too stimulating a diet. Some Epsom salts 
should be added to the drinking water and the diet corrected.

DUCKS. 


When properly fed and treated ducks prove as profitable as 
ordinary poultry. Many ducks are most prolific, laying every 
day for weeks together. There is a ready sale for duck eggs, 


_ and well-fed young ducks can always be disposed of. Ducks 


can be kept in health without a pond, provided that a good-sized 
tub is available—sunk in the ground and filled with water. 
They will lay freely in a small run, and ducklings can be reared 
in closer quarters than chickens. 

Though a duck is an aquatic bird, the house in which it 
sleeps must not be damp or sloppy. So the floor must be covered 
with dry straw or other litter, changed often. Our houses, 
Nos. 180 and 181, are made for ducks. They are 5ft. long, 
2ft. Gin. wide, and 2ft. Gin. high. A division board is inside, 
forming two compartments, and there are two entrance doors, 
hinged at the bottom. ‘This enables the ducks to be shut up each 
evening. Any eggs will then be laid on the bedding, as they 
usually lay early in the morning. Ducks are not particular 
where they lay, dropping the eggs about anywhere. 

Old ducks are of no more use than old fowls. The stock 
should, therefore, consist of young birds, if possible, hatched in 
March, and not more than two years old. Four ducks are 
enough to run with one drake. If a good number of ducks are 
kept, our span-roof duck house, No. 183, will be found very 
suitable. It is 8ft. by 6ft., 8ft. high to the ridge, and 6ft. 
high to the eaves. Or for an ornamental duck house No. 182 
is in much request. 

Ducks required for laying must not be overfed. The first 
meal, especially in the winter months, should be of soft food. 
Equal parts of middlings and ground oats is a good mixture, 
mixed gtifly with warm water. At least three times a week 
some animal food is necessary if the ducks are kept in confine- 
ment. Also they require plenty of green vegetables. In the 
evening they must have a feed of grain—either oats, barley, or 
wheat thrown into a pan of water. With this some coarse sand 
or grit to aid digestion. Fat ducks will not lay, so they must 
not have more food at a time than they can eat greedily. 

The usual way to hatch ducklings is under an ordinary hen. 
Ducks are poor sitters and mothers. The incubating period is 
twenty-eight days. When the young ducks are hatched give 
either chopped hard-boiled egg and bread crumbs, with a little 
fine sand added, or bread and milk and oatmeal. After the 
first ten days the diet can consist of meal, such as ground oats, 
barley-meal, maize-meal and middlings, mixed into a crumbly 
paste, with the addition of some animal food. The latter is 


necessary for rapid growth. Some grit must be added to the

food, as ducklings do not thrive without it. The food should be 
given in troughs and not thrown on the ground. Our chicken 
troughs are eminently suited for ducklings, as they are readily 
cleaned. Water should be allowed the young ducks for drinking. 

Cooked rice makes a good change now and then. Chopped 
green food—such as nettles and lettuce—is necessary if the 
ducklings are kept in a small space. They ought to be fit to 
kill, if fed in this way, when from nine to ten weeks old. They 
should not be kept longer or they will begin to cast their first 
feathers and lose flesh. 

Of recent years some of the old breeds of duck have been 
improved in size and laying powers, and some useful new 
breeds have been created by clever crossing. The Aylesbury, 
one of the oldest breeds, continues to be held in great esteem. 
It is very large, it grows and matures rapidly, and the flesh 
is most delicate. Aylesbury ducks are good layers of large eggs. .. 
The eggs vary in colour from green to almost white. The =: 
pale, flesh-coloured beak of the Aylesbury becomes yellow with . 
exposure to hot sun. This duck is not quite such a free layer as’ 
the Pekin, another white duck. The Pekin is more suitable 
to a small run than the Aylesbury. It is largely kept in America 
and is particularly hardy. On some of the duck farms in the 
United States Pekins have averaged over 140 eggs per duck. 

The Rouen is a beautiful duck, in plumage the facsimile of 
the wild mallard. It is not as good a layer as either the Ayles- 
bury or the Pekin, but it attains great size, drakes having 
scaled 14lb. A fine, large duck is the Cayuga—black in colour, 
an excellent layer of large green eggs, and of fine flavour for 
the table. 

Where there is a free range the Indian Runner will be found 
a most prolific layer. It is a non-sitter, lays at about sixteen 
weeks old, is very hardy, and easily reared. It is small, so not 
advisable when only ducks for the table are desired. But for a 
quantity of good-sized eggs, and for a duck that will obtain 
almost all of its own food by foraging, the Indian Runner is 
unsurpassed. 

A new breed of duck that is gaining many friends is the 
Campbell Khaki, a buff-coloured duck with bronze neck and 
tail. It was produced from a cross between the Rouen and the 
Indian Runner. The Khaki are said to be great layers and 
good table ducks. 

If a cross-bred duck is desired the amateur cannot do better 
than keep Aylesbury-Pekin, which has the good qualities of both 
its parents, 


GEESE.

of their own food. Unlike ducks and fowls, geese continue 


profitable for several years, A gander is at his best when five 
or six years old. Young geese, as a rule, do not lay before they 


are two years old, Three geese are enough to run with one 


gander. 

Geese generally begin to lay in February if they are comfort- 
ably housed. Our house, No. 88, will be found a most 
convenient one for these birds. As the eggs are laid it is 
better to remove them and store them out of reach of frost. 
The gander and geese must have access to a pond or large tub 
of water, or the eggs will not prove fertile. Most geese are 
good sitters and mothers, but some pure Toulouse geese do 
not sit. A goose will cover from eleven to thirteen eggs. A 
large fowl, such as a Cochin, will hatch from four to six goose 
eggs. The period of incubation is from twenty-eight to thirty 
days. The eggs should be sprinkled every few days with 
water, 

When the goslings are hatched out, the mother and her young 
must be moved to a coop, placed on dry, short turf. A good 
food for the young birds is chopped-up egg and bread crumbs, 
mixed with some minced young nettles or onion tops. After 
a few days of this, barley-meal is a good diet till they can 
eat grain. Hard food can form the staple diet at a month, 
and after six weeks no soft food is required. Plenty of fresh 
water must be given in a shallow dish for drinking, They 
should not be allowed to swim till most of the feathers have 
appeared, 

The stock geese require very little food. A feed of oats of 
an evening is usually enough. To fatten young geese for the 
table they are shut up for a month and fed twice a day—in the 
morning on a soft food, made of a mixture of barley-meal and 
middlings; and in the evening on oats or wheat, after the grain 


has been soaked. 


There are two breeds of goose only that are commonly kept 
in this country, the Toulouse and the Embden. The Toulouse 
is dark grey, passing into white at the underparts and tail 
coverts. It is very large and a poor mother, some geese heing 
non-sitters. The Embden is a pure white goose with blue eyes, 
very hardy and quick maturing. A favourite goose, and the one 


generally seen, is a cross between these two breeds. The 


Chinese goose is kept now and then. It is a freer layer than

to be risky and unprofitable; but so much improvement has 
taken place since these birds have become better understood, 
that, provided there is a free range, turkeys pay extremely 
well. Care must be taken to avoid in-breeding by frequent 
change of blood. And the stock birds must not be allowed to 
get fat. 

The turkeys to produce large offspring must be as large in 
frame as possible. Hens about 18lbs. in weight do well with 
a cock of about 30lbs. One mating is sufficient to fertilise all 
the eggs in one laying of the turkey-hen. But it is none the less 
better not to run the male with more than twelve hens. If 
the stock birds are given some warm, soft food, of ground oats 
and middlings in the morning and of some wheat or other grain 
at roosting time, the hens should begin to lay in February. 

Turkeys are good sitters and mothers. The chicks break the 
shell from the twenty-sixth to the twenty-ninth day of incuba- 
tion. They require food when twelve hours old. A most suc- 
cessful mode of feeding is to give milk curds and oatmeal at first 
every two hours. This is continued for about three days and 
then replaced with middlings, scalded and dried off with ground 
oats. Water and grit are supplied. At the expiration of three 
weeks the young birds need only be fed every three hours, and 
some chopped-up dandelions or minced onions added to the soft 
food. The little birds have every evening a feed of groats, or 
some dry chicken food. 

Care must be taken to keep the young turkeys dry and out 
of the reach of rain until they are from eight to ten weeks old, 
when they ‘shoot the red.” They can then have ordinary 
poultry food and are quite hardy. About six weeks before 
required for the table they should be put in a roomy shed with 
‘plenty of ventilation. The food used 1s ground oats and barley- 
meal mixed with milk, with a little melted fat added for the 
last ten days. This is given in the morning. Boiled rice and 
oatmeal are allowed at noon, and in the evening the morning 
meal is repeated, varied with boiled grain, such as wheat or 
barley. ‘This feeding will carry them on until killing time. 
Clean drinking water and plenty of grit are necessary. The 
English breeds of turkey, the Norfolk and the Cambridge, have 
been much improved .of recent years in size and hardiness by 
crossing with the American Bronze turkey.

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PIGEONS. 


HOUSING.—I¢ is not at all necessary that domestic pigeons 
—with the exception of Flying Homers and Flying Tumblers— 
should be allowed their full liberty. Very few fancy pigeons 
ever see the outside of an aviary or loft. We make a variety 
of cotes and aviaries suitable for all kinds of pigeons. There 
is the pigeon cote for fixing against a wall, No. 186, and that on 
the top of a pole, No. 192. Either of these is adapted to the 
breeding of common pigeons for the table, or as an abode for 
such birds as Fantails, which are highly ornamental when strut- 
ting about a lawn or stable yard. Our pigeon cote, No. 196, 

' to accommodate six pairs of birds, is most compact and useful, 
especially to the beginner, who can place it near the house, and 
be able to see at a glance how his pigeons are going on. 

For fancy pigeons, and where pigeon-breeding is conducted 
on regular principles, our houses, Nos, 187, 193, and 201, cannot 
be surpassed. No. 201 is stocked in three sizes, the largest 20ft. 
by 10ft., with a 12ft. run. Nest-pans are indispensable to the 
successful rearing of young pigeons. They can be obtained of 
glazed earthenware, ordinary red earthenware, or wood. 
Kither of the former are preferable, as less likely to harbour 
vermin. The nest-pans obviate the risk of the eggs rolling 
out. Two nest-boxes must be allowed to each pair of birds. 
The hen lays again before the first pair of young ones can 
fly, and the second pair of eggs stand a better chance if laid 
in a nest into which the young birds cannot come. 

Flying Homers and Flying Tumblers must have their house 
constructed so that there is an outlet for the pigeons into’ the 
open. This is through a cage, or trap, which is usually fixed 
outside on a small platform. This trap has a falling door which 
can be pulled up by a string, so as to shut in the birds and 
enable them to be caught when desired. In order that the 
pigeons can get in when the door is closed openings are left at 
the top of the trap, through which they can pass in from the 
outside, but up which they cannot fly to make their escape. 
Openings are also left at the side of the cage called “ bolting 
wires.” 

APPLIANCES.—The appliances required are a pairing pen, 
bath, drinking-fountain, a scraper for cleaning, a small hand- 
broom, a shovel, and a fine sieve through which to pass the 
grain, to remove dust. Our pairing pen No, 188 is made for 
mating purposes, and is useful to accustom pigeons to confine-

Pigeons are great bathers. The bath should be of galvanised 
iron, painted or enamelled. The size will depend on the number 
of birds. In any event it should not have a depth of more than 
three inches, two inches of water being enough. Young 
pigeons will often get into the bath when first out of the nest. 
If they are assaulted by an older bird when they are wet and 
bedraggled death by drowning is not unusual. The scraper for 
cleaning should be triangular in shape. The corners and sides 
of the nest boxes can then be kept clean, the accumulations in 
the nest being scraped into the shovel; the small hand-broom 
will help to keep the corners of the aviary free from loose 
feathers and dust. A sieve is valuable in ridding the grain of 
dust and dirt. 


SELECTING THE STOCK.—The novice should make a 
start with one breed only, and that of the best pedigree obtain- 
able. The birds should be obtained from a fancier who is known 
to have bred prize-winners. The catalogue of a show, such as 
the Orystal Palace, will give names and addresses. If it is in- 
tended to begin with two or three pairs they should all be 
obtained from the same person. There will then probably be 
the advantage of breeding from one particular strain. 

An erroneous idea is that the breeding stock ought not to be 
related. Yet it is a fact well known to all clever breeders that, 
to obtain good results, inbreeding to some considerable extent 
is essential. Inbreeding consists in the mating together of birds 
that are related to one another, either closely or remotely. If 
the pigeons with which a beginning is made are healthy, and 
free from disease, inbreeding may be carried on closely for 
years, not only without detriment, but with advantage. ‘ The 
more perfect the birds are the better. Any faults should be 
corrected as far as possible in mating. For instance, if the 
cock bird has too much colour in the wrong place he should be 
paired with a hen that has too little. Or if shortness of beak 
is an important point, a thin-beaked bird should be paired with 
an extra thick-beaked one. At the end of each season, if the 
best youngsters are retained and the inferior ones weeded out, 
with judicious mating and perseverance the character of the 
stock will greatly improve. 


BREEDING.—The mating of most breeds can take place 
about the middle of February. When a pair of pigeons have 
been mated for ten days or a fortnight, the first egg may be 
expected. They will have carried straw into the nest, and the 
cock will be seen to follow the hen about, and to peck continually 
at her. This is called “driving to nest.” Pigeons lay two eggs, 
missing a day between laying the first and the second. Some 
hens begin to sit on the first egg directly it is laid. When this 
happens one young ono will hatch before the other. To avoid

this artificial eggs made of china or bone are used. The first 
egg is removed and replaced by an artificial one, care being 
taken to return the real egg on the appearance of the second egg. 
The period of incubation is seventeen days from the laying of the 
second egg. 

The young ones are usually cock and hen; occasionally two 
cocks, and less often two hens. Young pigeons grow at a great 
pace. At from eight to ten days old they will be covered with 
sprouting feathers. If they are of good gtrain it is advisable at 
this age to take the trouble to ring them with the rings that are 


_ issued yearly by the Pigeon Marking Conference. The original 


object of using these rings was to prevent old birds being ex- 
hibited in the classes reserved for young birds only. The rings 
bear the date of the year and a number. They show the age of 
a bird throughout its career—not only to the breeder, but to a 
purchaser—and also enable the bird to be known by the number 
on the ring, and an easy record to be kept, in the stud book, of 
its offspring. The operation of “ringing” is performed by hold- 
ing the young pigeon with one hand, pointing all the toes in the 
same direction, and drawing them through the ring till the 
ring is on the leg. It does not matter on which leg the ring is 
placed. We supply these rings at 2s. 3d. per dozen, post free. 

When the young birds are about ten days old their parents 
will begin to arrange for another nest, While doing this they 
may not attend to the squabs as much as they ought. This can 
be ascertained by looking at the squabs in the morning and 
evening. They should have been fed by ten o’clock in the morn-. 
ing, and before dusk, If on examination the crops of the 
youngsters are nearly empty some help in the form of hand- 
feeding is necessary. If the squabs are less than ten days old 
some bruised dari and wheat should be soaked for twelve hours 
in cold water, then warmed, and carefully placed, a very little 
at a time, in the mouth of the bird, over the tongue into the 
throat. With a little practice this will be found easy, and the 
youngsters will soon take to it greedily. 


Occasionally the parent birds are unable to feed their young 
when first hatched. The little squabs can be saved by arti- 
ficial feeding. If a plain biscuit is crushed and mixed with a 
little oatmeal, to which some warm milk is added, and poured 
into a small teaspoon, the beak of the small bird dipped in the 
fluid will generally induce it to suck it up; or a small glass 
syringe can be used, from which the mixture is dropped into the 
throat. When artificially feeding young pigeons, the crop 
should not be more than two-thirds filled. After a young pigeon 
is a. fortnight old the feeding can be done with soaked tares and 
maple peas. .

Dear Sin,—I received your new Span-roof Chicken House quite safe, and 
I must say I like it very much. I have had more eggs since the fowls 
have used it, so that Iam more than satisfied with my bargain. You can 
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food is a mixture of equal parts of maple peas, tares, dari, and 
wheat. When the birds are not rearing young maple peas and 
tares are sufficient. Tick beans are used by breeders of Homers, 
Carriers, and some other pigeons, and maize is given by some 
fanciers. A handful of canary seed now and then is eaten 
eagerly by pigeons, and is beneficial. There must always be a 
free supply of coarse gritty sand and plenty of fresh water, re- 
newed at least once a day. Several prepared grits are sold. 
These are very useful. Some breeders always feed from 
hoppers; the pigeons can then help themselves at any time. 
During the long days the pigeons are up and feeding very 
early, and it is advantageous for them to have access to grain, 
and not to wait. Moreover, if the birds are fed only at stated 


times, there are hens, perhaps just hatching, which will not 


leave the nest, and would not get any food till the second meal 
in the evening. Both birds assist in incubating, the cock going 
on the nest in the morning, where he remains till three or 
four; the hen sitting the remainder of the time. And this 
practice must be taken into consideration in feeding the 
pigeons. After the birds have done breeding it is better to 
feed them twice a day—just enough at each meal for them to 
eat up with appetite. 

In the breeding season it is a good plan to add a few 
crystals of permanganate of potash to the drinking water. 
This does not stain the pigeons, helps to prevent the food 
going sour in the crops of the birds that are feeding young, 
and obviates canker. A piece of rock salt is wholesome, and 
affords the pigeons endless pleasure and occupation. Salt-cat 
is a compound of which the pigeons are very fond, and which 
is always given by some fanciers. The following is a good 
recipe for salt-cat: One peck of loam, half a peck each of 
ground oyster-shell and’ ground bone-meal, and a quarter of 
a pound each of aniseed, coriander seed, caraway seed, and 
cumin seed. Mix well together, and to each half-gallon add 
a handful of salt and a pint of water. When the salt is dis- 
solved, the liquid is poured over the ingredients, and the 
whole beaten into a stiif state, and then allowed to dry before 
using. 


SEPARATING THE PAIRS.—Domestic pigeons are 
usually so well fed that they will continue to breed, if left 
to themselves, throughout the greater part of the year. This 
is neither good for them nor their progeny. The constant 
feeding of young is a great strain on the system of the parents. 
If they are allowed to continue to breed, the moult will be 
deferred and irregular. Late-hatched young ones are rarely 


of any value, even if they survive the winter. Fancy 
pigeons should be separated by the end of July. Any eggs 
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laid at that time should be destroyed. It is advisable, if 
possible, to have the cocks in one part of the aviary, divided 
away from the hens. 


EXHIBITING.—There can be no doubt that the show pen 
is the objective point of the large majority of pigeon fanciers. 
The practical proof of the quality of the pigeons can best be 
shown by sending any that are considered promising to an 
exhibition. The beginner should attend the show at which 
his birds are entered, to compare his exhibits with the others. 


_ The pigeons must be in the best condition and feather or they 


will stand slight chance of winning. They must be made as 
tame as possible by being frequently placed singly in the 
mating pen, and touched and stroked with a small stick. 
Many untrained birds crouch in a corner on the approach of 
the judge and decline to show themselves. While in the pen 
a few grains of hempseed should be given. Pigeons are 
naturally so clean, and wash so often, that they rarely require 
more than their feet and legs, and perhaps the beaks, gone 
over with a damp sponge. Washing requires a good deal of 
practice. ‘The experiment should first be tried on a bird that 
is not to be shown. 

Pigeons must be exhibited in their “ natural condition.’ 
Any operation that is not necessary to the birds’ health and 
comfort constitutes trimming, or othérwise interfering with 
the natural appearance of the bird, and will, if discovered, 
cause the exhibit to be disqualified. But such little atten- 
tions as removing with scissors the small extra growth which 
often comes at the tip of the upper mandible of the beak are 
not objected to. 


SOME DISEASES: CANKER is a very troublesome and 
fatal disease in lofts or aviaries that are overcrowded. It

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takes various forms. Usually it appears in the throat in the 
form of cheesy-looking Jumps; sometimes in the head under 
one eye; and again at the beak. A treatment that will often 
cure is to obtain from a chemist a little creoline, put two or 
three drops in a teaspoonful of water, and apply to the throat 
and mouth twice a day with a soft eamel’s-hair brush. Creo- 
line is also a preventive; a few drops in the drinking water 
of all the birds will keep them free if canker has attacked one 
that has been removed. Another mode of treating is to touch 
the sores in the throat with alum or nitrate of silver. The 
patient must be isolated, as the disease is contagious. Enough 
Chemical Food in the drinking water to colour it pinkish 
should be given. 


COLD.—This can be known by a running at the eyes and 
nostrils, which sometimes turns to roup. If directly this is 
seen a camel’s-hair brush is dipped in paraffin, and the throat 
mopped out with it twice a day, the trouble will usually cease. 


DIARRHGEA can in simple cases be cured by feeding on 
raw rice, and giving rice water to drink. A drop of chloro- 
dyne made into a pill with a little barley-meal, two or three 
times a day, is another remedy. 


EYE INFLAMED, or one-eyed cold, is a troublesome com- 
plaint. One of a bird’s eyes becomes swollen and closed, and 
exudes matter. To bathe with warm water and a little per- 
manganate of potash morning and evening, and keep the bird 
out of draught, will generally effect a cure. 


GOING LIGHT.—When suffering with this complaint the 
pigeon rapidly Joses flesh and strength, accompanied by 
diarrhoea, the excrement being green. A usual treatment is 
to give the sufferer a dose of three or four drops of castor oil, 
and to feed on small grain, such as hempseed, rice, and 
canary seed. A course of Parrish’s Food in the drinking 
water should be given. 

ROUP is very much like canker in general character. It 
is usually classified as dry, wet, and diphtheritic roup. A cold 
is the usual forerunner. This must be treated as recom- 
mended under “Cold.”’ If after three days there is no 
improvement, and the secretions thicken, then it is probably 
roup. The roupy matter must be removed with the end of a 
feather, and the throat and mouth washed with water and 
permanganate of potash. For medicine the following is very 
good: Sulphate of magnesia, 14 drachms; sulphate of soda, 
1; drachms; common salt, 1 drachm; and water, 1 quart, 
This mixture should be given in place of the usual drinking 
water. When the bird begins to improve a tonic should be 
given, about a teaspoonful to half a pint of drinking water, 
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Chemical food must be given in china or earthenware, and 
not in metal. : 


WING DISEASE.—This is known by a bird flying in a 
one-sided manner, and, on examination, a swelling on the 
inside of the wing will be found. The most likely way to cure 
this is to strip the flight-feathers from the wing. By the time 
the feathers have grown again the swelling should have 
disappeared. 


THE DIFFERENT BREEDS. 


THE ANTWERP.—A large and hardy pigeon bred in 
three varieties: the Long-Faced, Medium - Faced, and Short- — 
Faced. ‘The head is large, high, and broad, the beak stout, ~ 
both mandibles of the same thickness, the eye red, the eye 
cere dark and fine in texture. The colour is silver-dun, red- 
chequer, and blue and blue-chequer. 

THE ARCHANGEL.—Brilliance of plumage is a charac- 
teristic feature of this pigeon. Head, neck, chest, and thighs 
are of a rich bronze; the shoulders, back, and tail a bronze 
black. The bronze is accompanied by a beautiful lustre. 
This is an excellent pigeon for the novice to commence with. 
It is very hardy, a free breeder, and a gocd feeder. 

THE BARB.—The head of this pigeon is short and broad, 
the skull flat across, the beak short and stout, and the upper 
mandible curved. The wattle on the beak lies flatly, and 
round the eye is red in colour, circular in shape, and evenly 
developed. The eye is white or orange, the beak white. The 
neck is of medium thickness. Barbs are not very good parents, 
and the young should be reared under foster-parents, such as 
Magpies. 

THE CARRIER.—This is the most difficult to breed. in 
perfection of any pigeon. The number of points is almost 
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legion. The Carrier is a large bird—I7in. from tip of beak 
to end of tail. The beak is straight and stout. The wattle 
on the beak is of the shape of a peg-top or walnut, thickest 
at the back. The eye wattle forms a complete circle round 
the eye, and is of even width throughout. The beak and eye 
wattles should not touch, although this is a common defect 
in old birds. The skull is flat, narrow, and of even width 
from back to front. The eye is bright red. Carriers are not 
good sitters, and feeders should be used for rearing the young. 
A Carrier is not at its best till three years old. 


THE CUMULET is an old breed of pigeon, smart and 
racy-looking, and a high flyer. It is either white in colour, or 
marked with a fawny-red chuck somewhat half-moon shaped, or 
slightly ticked with the same colour on the neck hackle. The 
head is long, the beak ldin. in length, and standing straight 
out from the head. The eye is white. The young birds are 
usually marked with red, which they lose in the moult. . 


THE DRAGOON is a very popular pigeon. The head is 
wedge-shaped, wider at the back than at the front of the skull, 
the beak straight and about liin. long, the wattle large at the 
back, tapering almost to a point in front; the eye wattle 
small and hard-looking, the eye cere fine in texture, and in 
white, red, and yellow dragoons of a white tint; in the other 
coloured birds of a deep damson. The plumage is close and 
hard. Dragoons are good nurses and free breeders. 


THE FANTAIL.—This very attractive pigeon is fairly 
hardy, is usually very tame, and can rear its own young. 
The chief properties are shape, tail feather, carriage, and 
motion. The latter consists in a constant tremulous move- 
ment of the neck. As a rule Fantails with from thirty to . 
thirty-four feathers in the tail have the most circular and 
best-fitting tails. The tail cannot be carried too erect or be 
too flat, round and close in its spreading. Very small hens 
are seldom good breeders. 


THE HOMER. —TInstead of being only a pigeon used for 
racing and homing purposes, the Homer has of late years 
been bred for exhibition, so that there are now Show Homers, 
‘xhibition Flying Homers, and Genuine Flying Homers. The 
Show Homer has become immensely popular. Several birds 
of this variety have changed hands at upwards of £100. It is 
of medium size, the head with an even curve from beak to 
back of skull, the beak of medium length, both mandibles of 
equal length and thickness, and black in colour, the face (the 
portion between beak and eye) broad and full, the eye white 
in colour, the cere fine and dark, and wattle small and heart- 
shaped. The Show Homer is of various colours, The black 
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and blue chequers, which are the greatest favourites, are 
evenly marked. The Exhibition Flying Homer is more pro- 
minent in head than the Genuine Flying Homer. Homers are 
very hardy, strong birds. 

THE JACOBIN.—The principal points of this pigeon are 
the hood, mane, chain, rose, head, shape, carriage, and colour. 
The hood is formed by the feathers at the back of the skull 
and upper part of the neck growing forward and arching over 
the head, fitting closely and evenly. The chain is the con- 
tinuation of the hood feathers as low down the shoulders as 
possible. Large birds with good chain and mane should be 
paired with small hens, narrow in girth, and good in hocd. 


THE MAGPIE is a very favourite pigeon. The head is

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‘THE NORWICH CROPPER.—An old fancy pigeon, 
formerly known as the Uplopper, this bird has recently found 
its way into prominence. In colour, markings, inflation of 
crop, and action the Norwich Cropper resembles the Pouter. 
Tt is smaller—not exceeding 15in. in length—and the legs are 
either clean or very slightly feathered. The tail in blacks and 
blues is coloured; in reds and yellows it is white. This bird 


is most tame, companionable, and lively, and, unlike the 
Pouter, an excellent parent and feeder. 


_ THE NUN.—The body of this bird is white, with coloured 
head, throat, flight, and tail feathers. The throat marking is 
called the “bib,’? which comes as low down the throat as pos- 
sible. An important point is the shell, or crest, an unbroken 
crest of white feathers, upright, and spreading from side to 
side at the back of the head. The eye is pearl white. The Nun 
is bred in black, red, and yellow, but the blacks are the com- 
monest. This pigeon is hardy and a good breeder and feeder. 


ORIENTAL FRILLS is the name given to a number of 
frilled pigeons that have been brought from the East. The 
Oriental Turbit has a round, broad skull, short, thick beak, 
a frill, no peak, clean legs, shoulders and tail coloured, the 
rest of the bird white. The Turbiteen is marked like the 
Oriental Turbit, with the addition of three patches of coloured - 
feathers on the forehead and face. There is a peak, and the 
legs are closely feathered. 

Blondinettes, Satinettes, Brunettes, Bluettes, Silverettes are 
peaked birds of the same character, with the plumage beauti- 
fully laced and spangled. None of the Oriental Frills should be 
mated before April. 


THE OWL.—There are three varieties of the Owl, called the 
English, the African, and the Whiskered. The latter is seldom 
seen. The English Owl is bred in blue, silver, ‘powdered blue, 
powdered silver, blue and silver chequer, black, dun, red, and 
yellow. The head of the Owl is large, massive, and broad, form- 
ing a regular arch. The eye is gravel-coloured, and is in the 
centre of the head, the beak short, thick, and fitting in with 
the angle of the skull, the wattle slight and smooth, the eye 
cere fine, the neck short, the chest prominent, gullet full, frill 
well developed, and flight and tail feathers short. English 
Owls mature slowly, not attaining their full thickness and size 
of skull for three or more years. They are hardy and good 
parents. The African Owl is one of the smallest and_ prettiest 
of all our pigeons. It should be a miniature edition of the 
English Owl, with the eye prominent. It is bred in white, 
black, black and white, blue, red, yellow, and dun. I¢ is deli- 
_ cate, and should not be paired before the end of April. 
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. THE POUTER.—Unlike most other pigeons, head proper- 
ties are not of special importance in the Pouter. The chief 
points are body structure, shape of the crop, colour, and mark- 
ings. The Pouter is large, long, and slender, and of very 
upright carriage; the crop is large and globular, the girth, or 


waist, narrow, back long and straight, legs and thighs long and 


clothed with soft feathers. The length of a good specimen is 
about 20in., and the length of limb from 7in. to 7jin. Pouters 
are poor sitters and parents. 

_ THE PIGMY POUTER is a lively and bright little pigeon, 
the original Pouter in miniature, with all the tameness and 
companionable disposition of the latter. It is a fairly good 
breeder and nurse. mS 


THE RUNT.—The largest of all our domestic pigeons—not 
less than 20in. from tip of beak to end of tail, and measuring 
in girth at least 14in. The head is dove-shaped, the eye pearl, 
or red, the back broad and long, and the chest wide. Owing 


to their weight they are clumsy, and apt to break their eggs; 
so the eggs should be removed and entrusted to common pigeons. 


THE SCANDAROON is an old breed cf pigeons. It has a 
long curved beak and an arched and narrow head. ‘The eye 
is large, encircled by bright red wattle, the wattle on the beak 
being about the size of that on the Dragoon. The beak is 
flesh-coloured, and there is a red tinge on the beak wattle 
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THE SWALLOW.—A conspicuous-looking pigeon. The 
upper part of the head is coloured—called the cap—the wings 
and the leg feathers are coloured, and the breast, neck, back, 
saddle, tail, and thighs are white. There is a crest—a cup-shaped 
ridge of feathers rising from the neck at the base of the skull. 
The foot feathering is heavy. The beak is thin and rather long 
and the eye black. Swallows are good breeders and parents. 

THE TRUMPETER.—This is a very peculiar-looking 
pigeon. The chief points are the rose, the shell, and the foot 
feathering. The rose is a circle of feathers on the top of the 
head, radiating evenly, and covering the head, eyes, and 
greater part of the beak. The shell rises from the back of the 
head, standing upright, and stretching round below each eye. 
The legs are short and heavily feathered. The eye is pearl. 
When pairing Trumpeters the front part of the rose should 
be cut away and most of the foot feathers cut short, or many 
of the eggs will be unfertile. | 

TUMBLERS are a large group of pigeons comprising many 
varieties. They .are separated into two divisions, the Short- 
faced and the Long-faced. The Short-faced Tumbler is very 
small, with high and round head, and thin, short, and straight 
beak. The eye is pearly white, the neck and back short, the 
flight and tail feathers rather long, and the legs short. 

The Almond Tumbler is generally known as: the Queen of 
Pigeons. The ground colour of the plumage is a rich almond. | 
After the first moult black ticks are seen on the neck, breast, 
shoulders, and back. The bird is at its best when between two 
and three years old. It is then spangled well, the tail and 
flight feathers showing “breaks,” and divisions of black and 
white on “the ground colour. After the almond is three years 
old the markings begin to go off. 

Among the most charming of the Short-faced Tumblers are 
the Mottles. These are rich in colour, with an evenly-marked 
rose of small white feathers on the shoulders and a V-shaped 
cluster of white feathers in the centre of the back. There are 
Short-faced Kites, Agates, Self, or Whole-coloured Tumblers, 
Baldheads, and Beards. Short-faced Tumblers are delicate. 
They should not be mated before April. 

The Long-faced Tumblers are usually classified under two 
divisions, the Clean-legged and the Muffed-legged. The Clean- 
legged are subdivided into Self-colours, Mottles, Rosewings, 
Whitesides, Almonds, Baldheads, and Beards. The head of the 
Long-faced Tumbler is round, and the beak 1iin. from the tip to 
the centre of the eye. The eye is pearl. The Resewings have 
white feathers on the shoulders like the Mottles, but no mark-. 
ings on the back. The Whitesides are coloured, with the ex-

The Muffed-legged varieties are like the other Tumblers in 
markings, and are heavily feathered on the legs and feet. 
Tipplers are kept to a great extent in Leicester, Sheffield, and 
other parts of England. They are wonderful flyers, remaining 
on the wing for over twelve hours. 


THE TURBIT.—With the exception of the shoulders the 
Turbit is completely white. The shoulders are either black, red, 
yellow, blue, silver, or dun, according to the variety. The 
head of the Turbit has been a good dea! altered of recent years 
owing to a strong infusion of Antwerp. The beak is short and 
stout, the head with an even curve from beak to back of the 
skull. The eye is full, large, dark, and prominent, the mouth 
wide, the cheeks full, the gullet filling up the hollow of the 
throat, the frill long and compact, the mane at the back of the 
neck ending in a fine peak reaching slightly higher than the 
crown of the head.

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BIRD-KEEPING IN AVIARIES. 


There are so many advantages in keeping birds in aviaries 
instead of in cages that it is only natural that the former should 
gradually be becoming more general. A large number of 
foreign and many British birds will nest and rear their young 
in aviaries. Cages are, in some instances, too cramped for 
nesting operations, neither can the habits of the birds be readily 
studied under such conditions. From experience gained by the 
use of aviaries it has been ascertained that various foreign 
birds, formerly considered delicate and only able to live in 
heated rooms, can exist throughout the entire year if allowed 


the limited freedom of an aviary out of doors.  Brilliantly- 


coloured parrots, as well as small birds, brought from all parte 
of the world, can be seen flying about in good health and con- 
dition when the temperature is below the freezing point. 


The best aspect for an outdoor aviary is south or south-east. 
We make aviaries of various sizes and descriptions. No. 200

An aviary of British birds is very charming and interesting. 
Goldfinches, linnets, siskins, bullfinches, and greenfinches make 
a pleasing mixture, and a few canaries added help still more 
to brighten the gathering. These finches will thrive on canary 
seed, rapeseed, hempseed, linseed, and teazel. Always plenty of 
gritty sand must be provided, and clean fresh water daily for 
bathing in and drinking. 

For beauty there are few birds to equal the Budgerigar or 
Australian Grass Parrakeet. In an aviary it will breed as 
freely as the canary, and being naturally gregarious, it does 
better when there are several pairs together. The male and 
female are alike in plumage, but they can be distinguished 
ky the membrane surrounding the nostrils. This is blue in the 
males, light brown or cream colour in the females. They will 
nest in cocoanut husks or small hollow logs hung up. The hen 
lays from four to seven white eggs, on which she begins to sit 
directly the first egg is laid. The food for these birds is very

simple—canary seed and white millet, in separate vesse!s, with 
a few white oats in addition when there are young. The young 
ones will nest and lay when three months old. This should not 
be allowed, as the result from such a youthful alliance will be 
sickly, and will fledge badly. They should not be permitted to 
mate before they are at least six months old.. Among the 
smaller foreign birds the Parson finch, the Ribbon finch, the 
ebra finch, the Chestnut finch, the Cherry finch, the Java Spar- 
row, the Avadavat, the Waxbill, and the Black-headed and the 
Bronze Mannikin are all hardy, and do well in an aviary on 
canary seed and white millet. 

An aviary of Foreign Doves is extremely attractive and 
pretty. Many of the Doves are among the most beautiful of 


birds. The one most frequently seen in this country is the ~ 


Barbary or Collared Dove, pale fawn in colour, with a black 
line, in a half circle, at the back of the neck. It is perfectly 
hardy, and will breed duri ing the greater part of the year. The 
Java Dove is a pure white bird, in size and shape much like 
the Barbary Dove. The Diamond Dove is lavender-coloured 
in head and breast, the back and wings purplish lilac, with a 
number of delicate white spots dotted over. Of the larger 
Doves, the Bronze-winged and the Cambayan Turtle Dove are 
hardy and desirable aviary birds. The food for the smaller 
Doves is canary and millet seed, with now and then some hemp- 
seed, and for the larger Doves dari, wheat, tares, and canary 


seed.

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RABBITS. 


There are advantages in rabbit-keeping which cause 
these animals to take a prominent position in the rank of 
home pets. They are a source of great interest to the fancier 
owing to the skill required in breeding them to the requisite 
standard of points; they are held in esteem as an article of 
food; and many of the varieties are hardy enough to thrive 
out of doors in the smallest space. 


HOUSING.—One or two breeds, such as the Lop, can 
only be bred successfully under cover. If one of these breeds 
is kept, some sort of house or shed is necessary. Special care 
must be taken to provide proper ventilation. The lower part 
of the house must have holes, or gratings, and there must be 
an outlet at the top for the foul air. A blind is necessary for 
the window when the sun is hot. The coats of some rabbits 
will turn a rusty brown, instead of black, if exposed to the 
direct rays of the sun. 


We make hutches of various descriptions, suitable both for 
indoor and outdoor use. There is our cheap rabbit hutch for 
boys, No. 204; a very useful hutch, No. 208, made either single 
or double; and our improved outdoor rabbit hutch, No. 202, 
This hutch is constructed with the breeding chambers above, 
and run underneath for the young ones when weaned, It is 
6ft. long by 2ft. wide, and is fitted with all the latest improve- 
ments. The floors of the hutches must be strewn to the depth 
of an inch with coarse pine sawdust. The sleeping apartment 
must contain some hay. It is necessary to use feeding troughs, 
and not to throw the food on the floor. 


_ FEEDING.—Rabbits will eat almost anything in the way of 
grain, meal, or greenstuff. They benefit by frequent change 
cf diet. If any food is left after a meal it should not be given 
Yo the rabbits again. They will seldom touch stale food. They 
will certainly not thrive on it. With most rabbit-breeders 
grain is the staple article of food. Of the various grains, oats 
are the best for all purposes. They can be used in several 
ways—-whole oats, crushed oats (particularly useful for young 
rabbits which cannot manage whole grain), soaked oats, steeped 
in cold water for six hours and then drained off, and ground 
oats, which can be made up in many ways. . 


Barley is good as a change, but it must not be given daily, 
or it is liable to cause eruptions and coarseness. The heaviest 
and best grain should always be procured. It goes further, and 
is really cheaper. Meal is useful for getting a rabbit into con- 
dition or for fattening purposes. Oatmeal, barley-meal, pea-

meal, maize-meal, and pollard can all be utilised. They are 
generally given mixed into a crumbly paste with water, though 
sometimes in a dry state. 

Green food is essential. The following can be given: —Cab- 
bage, lettuce, dandelion, hedge-parsley, sow-thistle, chicory, 
grass, clover, blackberry leaves, vine leaves, scarlet-runner 
leaves, nut leaves, mallow, wild tares, and young hawthorn 
shoots. Cabbage is almost always obtainable, and is useful 
when little other green food can be had. Lettuce is valuable 

_ for does with young. Being of a watery nature, it must not be 
_ given too freely. Dandelion is useful and milk-producing. If 
used in large quantities, or for a lengthy period, it has a power- 
ful effect on the kidneys. Hedge-parsley is a first-rate food in 
the spring. Chicory is eaten freely by the rabbits, never giving 
them the scours. 

How to give the green food is important. Some breeders 
give it freshly gathered. Others use it only when it has been 
cut for some hours and is partially dry. If given fresh, all 
superficial moisture must first be removed by drying with a 
cloth. Rabbits are undoubtedly fond of wet green food, and 
eat it greedily. But the effect is often disastrous. Roots, such 

as carrots, swedes, mangolds, and parsnips, are useful, especially 
when green food is not obtainable. Swedes and mangolds 
should be cut in pieces some hours before required for use. — 
Bread and milk is a good food, especially when the doe has 
young or in cases of sickness. Plenty of hay, too, is essential. 
Soaked peas, a handful of maize slightly bruised, potatoes 
boiled and mixed with pollard or oatmeal, tea leaves and bran— 
all of these make a satisfactory change. Clean cold water 
should be given at least three or four times a week in the 
summer, and once a week in the winter. It is beneficial to 
young and growing rabbits, and saves many lives in bad cases

of diarrhea. Three meals a day is a favourite method of 
feeding: soft food in the morning, greenstuff at noon, and oats 
or other grain and hay at night.. This can be varied often. 


BREEDING.—TIf permitted, rabbits will breed throughout 
the year. The young ones, however, seldom thrive in the 
winter. It is better not to allow breeding before the early 
spring. Both buck and doe must be in good health and con-_ 
dition, with glossy coats and clear, bright eyes, the buck at 
least a year and the doe not less than nine months old. When 
in a condition for breeding the doe will be restless, and will 
stamp her hind feet loudly on the floor. She should be placed 
in the hutch of the buck for not more than ten minutes, then 
returned gently to her own quarters. The doe goes with young 
about thirty days. Young does sometimes have their first litter 
in twenty-eight days. 

A few days before the little ones are expected the doe will 
generally begin to bite up her bedding, carry it about in her 
mouth, and pile some of it in a corner. Her appetite will 

. become larger, and her rations should be increased. Some 
i mashes, made of meal, mixed with boiled linseed, will not be 
amiss at this time. Fresh cold water must not be forgotten. 
Nearly all does line their nests with fur from their breasts. A 
good supply of soft hay must be given in the sleeping compart- 
ment. With timid does it is as well to darken the hutch. Two 
days before the young are due the hutch should be cleaned out. 
4 , The nest should be examined about three days after the doe 
has littered. She should be offered some green food or other 
luxury to attract her attention while this is being done. Any 
very weakly or dead young can then be removed. Doe rabbits 
will occasionally destroy their offspring. One reason for this 
is the practice of handling the litter too soon. Sometimes a 
doe will desert her young on account of rats or mice. A 
strange dog or cat appearing near the hutch may cause a doe 
to rush to her young and trample them to death. Fresh green 
food must be supplied to the doe liberally when nursing, such 
as lettuce, sow-thistle, and dandelion. She should also have 
warm bread and milk, oats, sound sweet hay, and occasionally 
a mash made of oatmeal and milk, or barley-meal and mid- 
dlings. 

Lops and other rabbits that require to be large should remain 
with their mother for ten or twelve weeks. The young of other | 
breeds can be taken from the doe at the end of six weeks. 

Our hutch, No. 202, is most convenient for this purpose, The 
compartment underneath should be made ready for the young 
ones by putting in it some fresh straw. They should not all 
he moved on the same day.

The youngsters should be fed three times a day. A good 
mode of feeding is to give crushed oats and a little lukewarm 
milk and water to drink in the morning; at noon some sweet 
hay and a cabbage leaf or two; and at dusk some middlings 
mixed with milk, or barley-meal scalded with water, then 
squeezed nearly dry and a little milk added. A good supply 
of bread and milk helps to bring them on quickly. The young 
rabbits may be kept together till they are thirteen or fourteen 
ae old. After that time the bucks must be placed in separate 

utches. . 


SOME DISEASES: DIARRHCEA OR SCOURS, — A 
common malady, caused often by stale or wet green food. Give 
dry food, such as crushed oats and bran, plenty of fresh water 
to drink, and about 5 grains of carbonate of bismuth daily, put 
over the tongue at the back. 


EAR WAX.—Some rabbits have their ears now and then 
filled with sores and scabs, which cause discomfort and ‘pain. 
When this is noticed the wax should be gently loosened and 
removed with a little piece of wood or with a quill. Then 
sprinkle into the ear some boracic powder daily three or four 
times. Or another treatment is to drop a little olive oil into 
the ear, and, when the scabs are softened, to carefully remove 
them with a soft rag or sponge. 


EYES, INFLAMMATION OF.—When this occurs the 
eyes will run, and will be inflamed. They should be bathed with 
a lotion made of boracic acid one scruple, and water 6oz. Young 
rabbits are subject to ophthalmia. This causes the eye to look 
swollen and be sometimes closed, and there are red spots round 
the lids.. The eyes should be bathed with a weak solution of 
alum and water. An hour after bathing apply a ten-grain 
solution of sulphate of zinc twice daily, dropped into the eye. 


SCURF will arise from want of cleanliness, from insufficient

green food, and from contagion. The symptoms are roughness 
of the skin, which peels off in small white flakes. The sufferer 
must be isolated, and the affected parts washed with warm 
water. Half an hour afterwards a solution of strong tobacco 
water should be applied—an ounce of common shag to half a 
pint of boiling water, used lukewarm. This must be continued 
every alternate day for a fortnight. 


RED WATER is induced by damp, or by feeding too freely 
on cabbage or dandelion. The water appears as if tinged with 
blood. The bed must be dry and clean, no cabbage leaves 
allowed, but the feeding should be warm pollard mixed with 
boiled potatoes, hay, a few oats, tea leaves, chicory, and a 
little garden parsley, and a few drops of sweet spirits of nitre 
daily. 


THE DIFFERENT BREEDS. 


THE ANGORA.—One of the most uncommon looking of 
the numerous breeds, with wool as long as can be obtained, fine 
in texture, and of equal length all over the body. White 
Angoras are generally seen, but there are also blue, grey, and 
fawn specimens. The eye is of a pale ruby colour. The Angora 
is fairly hardy, and does not require artificial heat.. To prevent 
the long coat becoming damaged the strictest cleanliness must 
be observed. : 


THE BELGIAN HARE._-This is a native of Belgium and 
the Northern parts of France, and derives the name of “ hare” 
from its great resemblance to that animal. Length of limb 
and freedom from dewlap are important points. It is an ex- 
cellent rabbit for the table, being of good flavour, and weigh- 
ing from 7lb. to 10]b. In breeding Belgians dark bucks should 
be used, otherwise the young ones may be too light. 


THE BLACK AND TAN.—A good specimen of this breed 
is very attractive. The dense black, the rich tan, the short, 
erect black ears margined with tan, the tan nostrils, and the 
bright colour on the chest, flanks, and feet all produce a most 
pleasing effect. 

The Blue and Tan is a pretty sub-variety.. The points are 
the same as in the Black and Tan, with the substitution of 
blue for black. 

THE DUTCH is a popular and pretty variety. It is hardy 
and prolific, and, depending largely on markings, the inferior 
specimens can be distinguished at an early period. ‘lhe 
points of the Dutch lhe in the markings, colour, and shape. 
The ears are neat, erect, and coloured, the eyes matching, and

without specks. The colours of this rabbit are black, blue, tor- 
toiseshell, and grey. Dutch mature quickly, and the does can 
be used for breeding at six months. The young are fit for exhi- 
bition when ten weeks old. 


THE ENGLISH is bred in the usual rabbit colours. The 
ears are carried erect, and are coloured. The nose igs marked 
like a butterfly with its wings extended, hence the name of 
Butterfly Smut sometimes given to this rabbit. There is a spot 
on each side of the face, clear of the eye circle. A line of 
colour extends along the spine, the colour being well broken 
up, continued by the “chains” on either side. The young ones 
show but little body colour till after the first moult. 


THE FLEMISH GIANT.—A very large rabbit, good speci- 
mens weighing as much as 15lb. In colour it is grey, with-a 
brown shade ticked with black, after the manner of the Belgian. 
The Flemish Giant is not so prolific as some other breeds. Size 
being so important a feature, the doe, though usually a good 
mother, should not be allowed to bring up more than two or 
three of the litter.

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RABBITS—continued. 


THE HIMALAYAN is one of the prettiest of our domestic 
tabbits. It has a white body, with the ears, nose, feet, and 
tail black. The eyes are bright pink, the ears small and neat. 
As the dark markings are generally inclined to fade and grow 
lighter, various methods are adopted to prevent this. The 
Himalayan is a good breeder and fairly hardy. When the 
young are born they are all white. This continues for two or 
three weeks, after which the dark extremities will begin to show. 

THE LOP-EARED is the oldest of our breeds of fancy rab- 
bits. The most important feature of the Lop is the ear. Lops 
are reared with the greatest success in a house where the tem- 
perature is between 60deg. and 70deg. Not only should the 
ears be of great length, but they must be as wide as possible 
throughout the whole extent of the ear. For breeding the buck 
should have larger ears than the doe. A good Lop should weigh 
10lb. or more. 

THE PATAGONIAN is another of the large breeds of rab- 
bit not often seen at the present day. It is not very prolific, 
the litters usually numbering from three to five. 

THE POLISH is about the size of the Himalayan, neat and 
compact in shape. The coat is as fine as possible, short, smooth, 
and silky in texture. It is a free breeder. 

THE SILVER TRIBES are general favourites. The Silver 
Grey is well known. The silvering and ticking are alike 
throughout the entire rabbit, the same shade prevailing all over 
the body and on the extremities, including the head and ears 
and legs. The Silver Fawn is of a rich fawn, silvered only 
sufficiently to be discerned. The Silver Brown is of a rich red 
fawn, finished off by silver tips, with some darker hairs inter- 
mingled. These rabbits are hardy, are prolific breeders, and are 
worthy a place in any rabbitry. 

RABBITS FOR THE TABLE.—Rabbit breeding for table 
purposes only, without regard to fancy points, should, when 
properly managed, prove lucrative. There is very little outlay 
required, no special knowledge on the part of the rearer is 
necessary, and there is a ready sale for plump, well-grown, 
young rabbits. The system of rearing rabbits in portable 
hutches, which was originated by Major Morant, is well worth 
the consideration of anyone thinking of rabbit breeding for 
profit. Our portable hutch and run, No. 205, is constructed on 
the principles Jaid down by Major Morant, having a wire-net- 
HE bottom, enabling the’ rabbits to eat the grass that pro- 
tudes.

young ones can remain with their mother till they are six or 
eight weeks old.

One buck is re- 
quired for every ten does. The first four weeks the young live 
entirely on their mother’s milk. The last eight weeks—the 
young ones should be killed at twelve weeks—an average of 
131b. each of grain and bran, in addition to grass and hay, is 
all that is necessary. It has been estimated that a full-grown 
rabbit does not require more than 2oz. of oats, and 2oz. of 
bran a day, in addition to the grass consumed. Half that 
quantity is sufficient in fine, dry, warm weather, when the 
grass or clover is good. r 


GUINEA PIGS. 


The Guinea-pig, or cavy, is a very easily kept pet. Being 
small it will live comfortably in a space that would not suffice 
for a rabbit. It is very hardy, it is not expensive to buy, and 
will allow itself to be handled and carried about without at- 
tempting to use its teeth. 

With the exception of the Peruvian variety, Guinea-pigs will 
thrive almost anywhere. We make a most useful house for 
Guinea-pigs, No. 207. Four sows’ hutches comprise the top 
part, each with breeding chamber. The boars’ hutches, three 
in number, are placed at the bottom. If desired these can be 
converted into one large hutch by removing the division boards. 

There are three varieties of Guinea-pig kept in this country— 
the English, the Peruvian, and the Abyssinian.

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points of the English, besides colour, are size, shape, shortness 
and silkiness of coat, large head, neck and shoulders broad and 
thick, and eyes large and prominent. ; 

The Peruvian is judged chiefly for size, and for the length 
and quality of the fur. The coat is long, silky, soft, and 
straight, without the least curl or wave. It is parted down the 
centre of the back, and hangs on each side of the body, coming 
also well over the head. The undercoat is dense and long, not 
thin or open. Compared with the English cavy, the Peruvian 
is delicate. The coat is brought to perfection by warmth, such 
as that of a stable. To prevent the long coat becoming soiled . 
the hutch must be cleaned out daily. 

The Abyssinian has a harsh coat. This is wiry, rough, and 
well “rosetted with circles of stiff, straight hairs radiating 
from the centre. The number of these rosettes varies in indi- 
vidual cavies. The Abyssinian should be large, with big head, 
broad shoulders, and large eyes. 

Guinea-pigs are fed much as rabbits. They eat more than 
rabbits in proportion to their size. The food consists of good 
oats, sweet hay, an occasional mash made of barley-meal and 
pollard, mixed into a crumbly paste, bread and milk, any kind 
of green stuff in season, and roots, such as carrots, parsnips, 
and swedes. Many breeders give their cavies cold water to 
drink. Peruvians require a somewhat dry diet. They should 
not have cabbage, lettuce, or watery green stuff, 

When breeding Guinea-pigs one boar can run with three or 
four sows. The sow goes with young about sixty-three days. 
The little ones are born with their eyes open and clothed with 
hair. In three days they are able to run about, and will 
begin to eat bread and milk and nibble the green food. They 
should be left with their mother till they are about a month 
old, then they should be removed, the boars being placed in 
one hutch and the sows in another. At first they should have 
plenty of bread and milk. After a little while they will be 
able to eat oats, and manage the same diet as the adults. 
Cavies will breed when only a few weeks old. This should be 
prevented. Size is important, so they should not be bred from 
until they are at least seven months old.

FERRETS, 


Originally a native of Africa, the ferret was first introduced 
into Asia and Southern Europe. It has since been carried into 
all parts of the habitable globe where its services can be 
utilised. We make a capital hutch for ferrets, No. 208, divided 
into two compartments. The hutch must be placed where it is 
not exposed to wind or rain. A common practice is to stand 
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FERRETS—continued. 


it in a dark corner, the idea being that the ferret cannot 
tolerate bright light; but the animal is healthier and more com- 
fortable when allowed a good amount of light. The floor of 
the hutch must be covered with clean, coarse sawdust, while 
the bedding is of wheaten straw. This must often be changed, 
and the hutch cleaned out. 

Two female ferrets can be kept together in the same hutch, 
but must be separated when young ones are expected. The 
period of gestation is six weeks. The average litter is from 
four to six. With regard to diet, bread and milk is largely 
used. In addition to this, three or four times a week, some 
flesh, such as a piece of rabbit, or fowl, or other bird. It is not 


advisable to give them birds or animals that have died of © 


disease, or that are putrid or high. Neither should a quantity 
of food be given at a time, and allowed to remain until con- 
sumed. 

If it is wished to bring young ferrets on quickly some beef 


tea or meat extract added to the food is an excellent thing. ~ 


They should remain with their mother till they are nine or 
ten weeks old. This is a good age at which to purchase them. 
Ierrets must often be handled, so as to make them as tame as 
possible. If they are only handled when required for use they 
are liable to bite, and the bite is very severe. 

If clean and dry and warm in their houses ferrets are healthy, 
and give no trouble. If neglected they are liable to many ail- 
ments, including foot-rot, mange, and distemper. Foot-rot 
commenly arises from dirty hutches, and particularly from being 
put away, after working rabbit and rat holes, while their feet 
are wet and muddy. The symptoms are great soreness of the 
feet and tails. These should be washed with warm water, and 
then anointed with spirits of tar and turpentine in equal parts. 
Mange can be known by a redness of the skin, especially under 
the shoulders, and by the animal frequently scratching itself. 
The simplest remedy is to wash with. warm water in which is 
dissolved a few grains of permanganate of potash. Distemper 
is practically incurable. It is known by the swollen head and 
eyes, soreness of the mouth, and loss of appetite. A nutritious 
diet should be tried, but it is seldom of any use.

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DOGS. 


Naturalists are divided in their opinions regarding the origin 
of our domestic dogs. Some believe that they have been de- 
rived either from the wolf or the jackal, or from some extinct 
species; others opine that they have originated from several 
species more or less commingled. But whatever may have been 
the origin of our present-day dog, there is no doubt that the 
taste for keeping all kinds of dogs, either for their usefulness, or 
simply as pets, was never more pronounced than it is now. 

FOOD.—TIf we wish to keep our dogs in health we must not 
feed them more than twice a day. It is said of many human 
beings that they dig their graves with their teeth. The same 
may truthfully be said of numberless house dogs. The greatest 
énemy to their health, and the cause of much disease and prema- 
ture death, is over-eating. A dog that is allowed to he present 
at the family meals almost invariably receives numerous scraps 
in addition to his ordinary food. It is true that some self-denial 
is required when we see our pets sitting up on their hind- 
quarters, and eloquently asking for a taste of what we are eat- 
ing. But most certainly it is mistaken kindness to yield to 
doggie’s appeal. 

A valuable article of diet for all kinds of dogs is deg biscuit. 
For breakfast a biscuit—or a portion, according to the size of 
the dog—-broken up, either dry or soaked. The next and 
principal meal should be given about five o’clock, or later if 
more convenient. This can be varied with advantage. Scraps 
from the table, bread or biscuit mixed with gravy. or with the 
water in which fish has been boiled, or any of the advertised 
prepared foods for dogs. Two or three times a week some boiled 
green vegetables must be given, mixed with the other food— 
no more at a time than the dog will eat eagerly. As soon as 
he begins to stop feeding and to look about, any remaining 
must be taken away. A large bone now and then helps to keep 
the teeth clean, and gives a lot of employment. Tish, game, 
and fowl bones are bad. Small bones of that description are 
greedily eaten; but they often lead to perforation of the intes- 
tines. 

Small toy dogs, such as Poms, do well on biscuit broken up 
and mixed with gravy, with, three or four times a week, a little 
minced underdone or raw, lean meat. Big dogs can eat all 
kinds of things. Paunches, houndmeal, oatmeal, and bullocks’ 
heads can form items in the bill of fare. All dogs should have 
constant access to clean water for drinking. It is a common 
practice to put a piece of sulphur in the water provided for dogs. 
This is quite useless. A pebble might as well be used, as sulphur 
does not dissolve in water.

There is nothing better than 
clean, well-broken straw often-changed. A good supply of disin- 
fectant is a necessity. For this purpose our Disinfectas should 

be sprinkled frequently in the kennels and runs, 


GENERAL MANAGEMENT.—Regular exercise is most 
important for the health and comfort of the dog. Most dogs 
suffer from constipation and more serious troubles if they are 
not allowed at least one good run daily. House dogs should 
always be put out of doors for a few minutes before going to 
bed. Exercise should not be given immediately after a good 
meal. In very hot weather the outing ought to be taken either 
early in the morning or in the evening—not at the warmest 
time of day. Certain active breeds of dog require more exercise 
than heavier dogs, such as the Bulldog; and old dogs will not 
want as much as younger dags. 

Washing in moderation helps to keep a dog in health, and 
prevents unpleasant smell. Long-haired dogs must not be 
washed too often, or the coat will go wrong. The same may be 
said of wire-haired, hard-coated dogs, the coats of which will 
become soft with frequent washing. Once a fortnight is often © 
enough to give a bath to most toy dogs, and once a month for 
dogs such as Fox-terriers, although the time of year must also 
be taken into consideration, as well as the age of the dog. 

- To keep a deg’s coat in the best condition it is necessary to 
brush it often. This not only adds to his good looks, but helps

to keep him free from insects, and to remove the old and loose 
hair. Long-haired toy dogs should be brushed and combed 
daily. Dogs that carry a short, shiny coat should often be 
rubbed down with a silk handkerchief to improve the gloss. 

A puppy, when intended for the house, must be taught habits 
of cleanliness when quite young. He is sure to make mis- 
takes occasionally in the house, but this should not entail severe 
chastisement. A couple of smacks with the hand and a scolding, 
repeated each time the offence is committed, will in most in- 
stances soon stop this, especially if the dog is immediately 
turned out of doors for a minute or two. 


BREE DING.—It is advisable not to allow a bitch to be mated 
before she is a year old, not even quick maturing, small dogs. 
Many of the large breeds have not finished growing when 
eighteen months. These it will be better to keep unmated till 
two years old. A bitch usually comes in season at intervals of 
six months, but this cannot always be depended on. The ap- 
proach of the period can be known by the parts swelling, fol- 
lowed by a discharge that lasts for nine or more days. 

The period of gestation is sixty-three days. Before the 
puppies are expected, a dose of castor-cil is usually given. Small 

ogs can have some magnesia instead of the oil. The bitch will 
most likely be restless, and decline to eat for a few hours before 
the time. She must have water handy for drinking. After the 
puppies are born the mother should be offered some warm beef 
tea. The food must be light, and not heating, for the first 
week—porridge and milk, bread and milk, strong broth, and 
very little meat. More food will be required as the puppies 
grow. The supply of meat must be increased. 

The different breeds vary considerably in the size of their 
litters. Fox-terriers, Pugs, and Scotch-terriers seldom have 
more than seven or eight puppies. The very large breeds have, 
some of them, from ten to fifteen at a litter. Unless tho 
mother is very strong, it is as well not to allow her to attempt 
to rear all of a large lifter. Small dogs generally find four or 
five puppies enough; larger breeds, eight or nine. The surplus 
pups can either be transferred to a foster-parent or drowned. 
If the latter, the weakest or most unshapely should be got 
rid of. . 

When five or six weeks old the puppies can be gradually 
weaned. They will be able to feed themselves, and can be fed 
from a plate on finely-broken puppy biscuits, with a little 
chopped-up underdone meat, or on bread broken up and mixed 
with gravy, or, for a change, with milk. They should have as 
much at each meal as they can eat. Four feeds a day for the 
first three months are not too many. .

walled, of certain breeds. This should be done when the puppy is 
about three days old. There is an idea that the operation is 
performed by biting off the piece of the tail, but though this 
was occasionally done in the olden times, the disgusting practice 
is a thing of the past. Both docking and removing the dew 
claws are done with a pair of strong scissors. The puppies 
must be allowed plenty of exercise, and to run in the sunshine 
and air as much as possible. If it is desired to dispose of any 
of a litter of puppies, they look prettier when a few weeks old 
than during the “hobbledehoy” stage, and are more readily 
and more satisfactorily sold before they have attained three 
months, 

ADMINISTRATION OF MEDICINE.—In many instances 
medicine can be given in the food without the dog being aware 
of it. Pills can be inserted in a piece of meat, and powders 
can often be mixed with the dinner, or in some gravy. When 
it is necessary to compel the dog to take food as little force as 
possible must be used, or the animal may be injured. A large 
dog can best be treated if placed against a wall so that he 
cannot back. If the operator then stands across the animal, 
the dog’s head can be held between his knees, and the mouth 
opened by inserting the second finger and thumb of the left 
hand. If liquids are given, the mouth of the dog can be kept 
closed, the head raised, the lewer lip pulled out so that a 
funnel-shaped opening is made, and the fluid slowly poured in. 
A small dog ean be held on an assistant’s knee. 

SOME MALADIES.—If a dog is really ill, it is better to 
call in skilled aid than to attempt amateur doctoring. A few 
of the ordinary ailments are here referred to, and some of the 
remedies piven. : 

BRONCHITIS.—Dogs sometimes suffer from inflammation 
of the bronchial tubes, caused by exposure to cold and damp. 
The sufferer must be kept in a warm, moist atmosphere, and 

* hot linseed poultices applied to the chesb and sides. The fol- 
lowing mixture ean be given internally: Liquor morphia, 
1 drachm ; ipecacuanha wine, 4 drachm; paregoric, 2 drachms; 
Hoffmann’s spirit, 1 drachm; water, 20z. One teaspoonful to a 
20lb. dog twice a day. 

BURNS.—The best application to a burn or scald is carron 
oil, made by mixing equal parts of lime-water and linseed oil. 
The affected part must be covered with cotton-wool or wadding 
immediately after the oil is applied. If no ail is obtainable 
the wound should be freely dusted with flour. 

' CATARRH, OR COLD IN THE HEAD, sometimes is a 
prelude to distemper, but when this is the case there is always 
fever and prostration. A simple cold is denoted by a watery 
discharge from the nose and eyes, and now and then a cough.

The treatment is to keep the dog in dry quarters, and give 
twice a day five drops of paregoric and five drops of eucalyptus 
oil, mixed with a little sugar. 

COAT COMING OUT.—Many bitches shed their coats 
after whelping, and many breeds of dog, owing to improper feed- 
ing and other causes, are constantly losing their coats. The 
coat can be strengthened by freely applying cocoanut oil just 
warmed. A good stimulant for promoting the growth of hair 
is a lotion made of 3oz. of tincture of cantharides and 80z. of 
water, gently rubbed on the hairless parts twice a day. See 
also under Eczema. 

CONSTIPATION.—Some fluid magnesia—quantity accord- 
ing to the size of the dog—in milk every morning for a time 
will relieve. Give plenty of exercise, some green vegetables 
with the food, and let the diet be moist, and not dry. 

COUGH.—A cough can in many instances be relieved by 
giving a dessertspoonful twice a day of the following mixture: 
Liquor morphia, 1; drachms; paregoric and Hoffmann’s spirit, 
2 drachms each ; ipecacuanha wine, 1 drachm; syrup of squills, 
loz.; and water to 30z. 

DIARRHGEA.—Ordinary cases can generally be stopped by 
using the following mixture: Rubini’s essence of camphor and 
chloredyne, five drops of the former and fifteen drops of the 
latter twice a day. In chronic diarrhwa, from five to ten 
grains of bismuth mixed with the food daily will often prove a 
cure. 

DISTEMPER.—The first symptoms of this serious disease 
are loss of appetite, dulness, a husky cough, and rapid loss of 
flesh and strength. There is a discharge from the eyes and 
nose, and purging or vomiting. Distemper takes many forms. 
If the dog seems very ill skilled advice should be sought. The 
patient must promptly be put in a warm, dry place. Beef tea, 
bread and milk, and other light diet are necessary. If the 
dog is very weak he must be drenched with weak brandy and 
water or port wine. Puppies are more liable to distemper than 
older dogs, though the latter are attacked sometimes. It is 
not a matter of course that a puppy will have distemper. Many 
dogs are never afflicted with it. 

EAR, CANKER OF.—When a dog is constantly holding its 
head on one side, shaking its ear viclently and scratching it, 
it usually has canker. The ear should be syringed night and 
morning with a tablespoonful of methylated spirits added to half 
a tumbler of warm water, then dried with cotton-wool, and some 
boracic powder dusted into the ear. Or another mode of treat- 
ment is to pour in a few drops of the following lotion daily: 
Glycerine, 2oz.; laudanum, 4o0z.; lead acetate, 4 drachm; 
water, 80z. Warm before using the lotion.

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ECZEMA.—If the dog scratches himself violently, and the 
coat comes off in patches, and there are sore places. or spots or 
scales, he probably has some form of eczema. To the irritable 
places should be applied a lotion made of loz. of Wright's solu- 
tion of coal tar and 80z. of water, twice a day with a piece of 
rag; and after food twice a day give four drops of Fowler’s 
solution of arsenic in a dessertspoonful of water. This dose ig 
for a 201lb. dog. The patient should have a fair amount of raw 
meat, 

EYES, WEAK.—Bathe the eyes two or three times daily 
with a lotion made of 1 grain chinosol and 30z. water; or bathe 
with a lotion made of 1 scruple sulphate of zinc, 1 drachm 
laudanum, and 60z. water. 

FATNESS, EXCESSIVE.—This is common with many 
house dogs, arising from overfeeding and insufficient exercise. 
The amount of food should be reduced and the dog should have 
more exercise. A dose of iodide of potassium—2 grains in water 
twice daily after meals—will help to reduce the fat. 

FITS.—These are of many kinds. The commonest are teething 
fits in puppies and epileptic fits. For the former it is usually 
sufficient to give some aperient medicine. For epileptic fits 
5 grains of bromide of potassium three times a day is the usual 
treatment. 

MANGE is of two Kinds—sarcoptic and follicular. The 
latter is difficult to treat, and should be dealt with by a veterin- 
ary surgeon. In sarcoptic mange the skin becomes dry and 
rough, the hair comes off in patches, and there are pimples, 
followed by scabs. It is contagious to human beings, as well 
as to animals. The sufferer must be dressed all over with a 
mixture of olive oil 10 parts and sulphur 1 part. This must 
be well worked into the skin with the fingers, and repeated 
three times at intervals of four days; then it should be washed 
off. 

PARASITES, EXTERNAL.—There are few dogs that are 
not troubled with parasites, especially fleas. These can be got 
rid of by using some of the advertised dog soaps when washing 
the dog, or by rubbing into the coat a preparation of 1 part 
paraffin and 2 parts olive oil two or three times at intervals of 
four days. 

Lice can be killed by using a lime and sulphur lotion. This 
is made thus: Flowers of sulphur, 2lb.; unslaked lime, llb.; 
water, 2 gallons. Slake the lime in some of the water, stir in 
the sulphur, adding water gradually till it is creamy, then add 
the remainder of the two gallons, and boil down to one gallon. 

Let it stand till cold, pour off the clean liquid, and make the 

quantity to five quarts with cold water. Damp the dog all over 

with the lotion. Ticks can be destroyed with the above lotion,

TUMOURS._—Bitches are sometimes troubled with small 
movable tumours near the teats. These should be rubbed with 
an ointment made of 1 drachm iodide of potash, 1 drachm 
mercuria lointment, and loz. belladonna ointment. Some old 
dogs have fatty tumours, smooth and slimy, and not tender 
when touched. They need not be interfered with unless they 
become troublesome, then a yet. must be called in to remove 
them by excision. : 

WORMS.—One of the most satisfactory remedies for worms 
is to give santonin in one to three grain doses, according to 
the size of the dog, after twelve hours’ fasting, and one hour 
afterwards a dose of castor oil. This treatment must be re- 
peated three or four times at weekly intervals. 


THE VARIOUS BREEDS. 


THE AIREDALE TERRIER, also known as the Waterside, 
is one of the largest of the terrier family. Some breeders are 
of opinion that this dog has a good deal of hound blood in its 
veins. The Airedale is not in the least quarrelsome, he is 
good-tempered, is an excellent dog for the home, good at kill- 
ing vermin, and a first-rate water dog. 

THE BEDLINGTON TERRIER.—One of the many dogs 
that have had their origin in the North of Great Britain. 
Being moderately long on the leg the Bedlington is faster than 
most terriers, and, having an excellent nose, and being very 
obedient, he is valuable to the sportsman. He is good-tempered, 
lively, and intelligent, and most plucky and resolute, 

THE BLACK AND TAN TERRIER, called also the Man- 
chester Terrier, is bred in two varieties, but only different in 
size. The weight of the larger dog is between 10lb. and 20lb. 
That of the smaller does not ‘exceed 5lb. It is illegal to crop 
the ears as was formerly done, so the sharp appearance for

THE BLOODHOUND, formerly used for hunting and 
tracking fugitives, became almost extinct when its services were 
no longer required. But good classes for Bloodhounds appear at 
the leading dog shows, and attempts are now being made to 
utilise them for tracing criminals in this country. This splen- 
did hound is most affectionate, rather shy, and very obedient. 

THE BORZOI, or Russian Wolfhound, has become very 
popular in England of recent years. For elegance of conforma-

With patience he can be taught all sorts of 
tricks; he is a very good guard, and very hardy. 

THE COLLIE.—It was claimed by the naturalist Buffon 
that the Collie is the originator of all our domestic dogs; but 
there is no evidence to bear out this assertion. The general 
appearance of the Collie is light and graceful, giving evidence 
of speed, activity, and endurance. The intelligence of the 
Collie is proverbial. 


THE DACHSHUND.—This little dog is probably the 
most peculiar looking of all our domestic pets. The long, low 
body, the short legs, bent in at the knees and turned out at the 
elbows, the large fore feet turned outwards, and the vary loose 
shoulders and long and narrow head make up a regular canine 
monstrosity. But it is a most affectionate and charming doggie, 
full of pluck, but rather wilful. 


THE DANDIE DINMONT has been immortalised by Sir 
Walter Scott in his novel “Guy Mannering,” though the great 
novelist did not invent this dog, as is popularly believed. It 
was one of the hardy terriers kept in North Britain. These 
terriers accompanied the hounds, and were used to go to earth 
after vermin. Amongst our many varieties of terrier the 
Dandie Dinmont continues in favouritism. He is a born 
sportsman, if in a town he will quickly find his way about, he 
will fight if called upon, and he will take a thrashing without 
uttering a sound, 

THE DEERHOUND.—TIf size is no objection it is difficult 
to name any dog superior to the Deerhound. He is gentle in 
his manners, he follows well, he is majestic in appearance, and 
most tractable and faithful.

But 
one that has weak hindquarters, a hollow back, large ears, and 

a short neck—and there are a good many that answer this de- 
scription—is a mongrel-looking brute. 


THE GREYHOUND is not usually kept as a pet or com- 
panion. It is unequalled in speed by any other dog; it has 
been used for the chase for thousands of years, and is the most 
elegant member of the canine family. 


THE GRIFFON BRUXELLOIS was introduced about 
twenty years ago from Brussels. -A small dog, red in colour, 
with large dark eyes, black lips and moustache, and a rather 
human expression, it is a favourite with ladies. 

THE IRISH TERRIER has many qualities to recommend 
him. He is possessed of plenty of character, is easily trained, 
full of sport and fun, always ready for a fight with another 
dog, but rarely snappy with human beings. He will usually 
take freely to the water, and is never happier than when rabbit- 
ing or ratting. 

THE ITALIAN GREYHOUND.—This beautiful dog came 
from Italy originally, as the name implies. It is fragile in 
appearance and delicate in constitution. 

THE JAPANESE SPANIEL.—A pretty little dog of black 
and white or red and white colour, that has become a favourite 
in this country during recent years.

Poms. are 
bred in many shades of colour—black, white, blue, brown, 
chocolate, sable, red, fawn, and parti-coloured. Fifty pounds 
is no uncommon price to be given for a toy Pom. It is a 
bright, active dog, inclined to be noisy and bark a good deal. 


THE POODLE.—One of the most intelligent and amusing 
of dogs; of ancient lineage, as shown by his figuring in paint- 
ings so far back as the fifteenth century. The Poodle is gifted 
with keen scent, will take readily to the water, has plenty 
of pluck, and will learn almost anything, 

THE PUG.—Though of little use as a watch dog or to kill 
even a mouse, the Pug is such a clean, affectionate little animal 
that he makes a delightful pet. Few people who have once 
owned a Pug ever give up their regard for the breed. There 
are fawn and black Pugs, the latter the newer variety. Pugs, 
as they become old, are inclined to asthma; and some Pugs are 
troubled with occasional vomiting. This can usually be cured 
by sprinkling the principal meal daily for a fortnight or so 
with a little carbonate of bismuth. 

THE RETRIEVER.—There are two varieties of this hand- 
some and clever dog, the Flat-coated and the Curly-coated. 
And the Labrador, a dog that was formerly classed with the 
Newfoundlands, has of recent years been called a Retriever by 
the Kennel Club. The Retrievers are wonderful all-round sport- 
ing dogs. The colour is usually black, although liver-coloured 
Retrievers are to be seen. 

THE ST. BERNARD.—Anyone who likes a large dog and 
has room to keep him cannot fail to admire the St. Bernard.

THE SETTER.—There are three varieties of the Setter— 
the English, the Irish, and the Black and Tan, or Gordon, 
Setter.

The English Springer was formerly called the Norfolk Spaniel. 

It is not very uniform in type. And the Welsh Springer is 
_ white, with red or orange markings. 

THE TOY SPANIEL is bred in four varieties—the Blen- 
heim, the King Charles, the Ruby, and the Tricolour, or Prince 
Charles. The difference is mainly that of colour. The Blen- 
heim is of a white ground, with ruby red or chestnut mark- 
ings. The King Charles is of a rich black, with tan spots over 
the eyes and on the cheeks and tan markings on the legs. 
The Ruby is a rich red, with black nose. The Tricolour 
has a white body, with black evenly distributed in patches; the 
ears are lined with tan, and there is tan over the eyes and on 
the cheeks.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR FIXING THE AMATEUR’S ASSISTANT AND 
“RELIABLE” BOILER AND PIPES. 


First, place the Boiler in the position it is intended to occupy; then 
connect the water-pipes to it by placing one of the indiarubber rings on 
the extreme end of each pipe, and forcing them into the sockets as far as 
they will go. The pipes are then to be connected to the elbows or feeder, 
as the case may be, in the same way, and the rings must be jammed or 
caulked in evenly all round the pipes. Then fill the apparatus with water 
through the Feeder at the end of the pipes, and when the water in 
the feeder is just above the level of the top pipe, light the lamp, keeping 
it low at first to allow the foul air and fumes to escape and create 
draught. Then you can turn the light up as high as may be required, 
without smoking. When the water in the pipes is hot enough, turn 
down the light, and by a little practice you will very soon know how to 
regulate the heat. \ 

Do not under any circumstances allow the lamp to smoke, or you will 
fill the dome and conducting tubes full of soot, and the Boiler will not 
act. The lamp should be trimmed and refilled about once in ten or 
twenty hours, as the case may be, and about once in a season the Boiler 
should be cleaned out. The same remarks apply also to Boilers burning 
Gas. When the Gas Boiler is placed inside the Greenhouse, the joints 
of gas-pipes must be made tight, to prevent the smallest leakage. The
